The  Board  shall 
select  one  member  to  be  Chairman  and  shall  des- 
ignate one  member  as  Secretary  to  the  Board 
who  shall  keep  a  detailed  record  of  all  proceed- 
ings. During  the  absence  of  a  member  of  the  lo- 
cal Board  of  Appeals,  for  reason  of  disability  or 
disqualification,  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Hatfield  shall  designate 
a  substitute  who  shall  meet  the  qualifications  set 
forth  in  Section  126.82  of  Article  1  in  the  State 
Building  Code. 

Section  II.  All  appeals  shall  be  governed 
by  Section  126.31  of  the  State  Building  Code  ex- 
cept that  the  entry  fee  for  an  appeal  shall  be 
$20.00. 

Section  III.  The  Building  Code  Board  of 
Appeals  shall  be  the  local  Board  of  Appeals  under 
the  State  Building  Code  and  shall  have  all  the 
powers,  duties,  and  responsibilities  set  forth  in 
Section  126.81  through  126.93  of  Article  1  of  the 
State  Building  Code. 

And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  Warrant  by  post- 
ing attested  copies  thereof  in  five  places  in  the  Town  of 
Hatfield,  at  least  seven  days  before  the  time  of  said  meet- 
ing.

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Selectmen's  Report 


To  the  Citizens  of  Hatfield : 

Throughout  the  year,  general  administration  of  the  Town 
business  was  carried  out. 

The  growth  of  our  community  is  reflected  with  the  number 
of  building  permits  issued  for  1974.  The  construction  break- 
down for  70  permits  is  as  follows:  14  new  homes  $322,000,  22 
miscellaneous  additions  $95,000,  14  storage  buildings  $5,553,  4 
swimming  pools  $10,619,  1  stable  $1,000,  1  auction  barn  $20,000, 
2  signs  $500,  1  country  store  $20,000,  1  home  moved  $6,000,  7 
Demolitions,  2  permissions  for  storage,  and  2  requests  rejected. 
The  aggregate  total  of  taxable  property  is  $480,672.00. 

During  1974  the  Board  of  Selectmen  appointed  a  Council 
on  Aging.  Jovita  Hart  and  William  Hurley  were  appointed  for 
three  years;  Robert  Fields  and  Gary  Morrison  were  appointed 
for  two  years,  and  Pauline  T.  Lavallee  for  a  one  year  term. 

The  car  crusher  came  to  Hatfield  again  this  year.  We 
appreciate  the  cooperation  of  the  townspeople  in  cleaning  up 
the  cars. 

Asphalt  and  pea  stone  were  put  on  Church  Street,  Linseed 
Road,  Straits  Road;  and  a  new  sidewalk  was  installed  on  Maple 
Street.  Colonial  Acres  was  paved  along  with  approximately 
4,000  feet  on  Elm  Street. 

Dwight  Street,  Bridge  Street,  and  Stage  Road  have  been 
surveyed  and  bound. 

We  have  also  excavated  and  drawn  in  gravel  for  a  new 
parking  lot  behind  Smith  Academy  and  the  Town  Hall.  This 
will  be  completed  this  coming  soring  when  it  will  be  paved. 

During  the  summer  we  hired  three  men  to  aid  in  work  with 
the  highway  department.  One  of  these  men  was  acquired 
under  the  EEA  71  program  and  2  men  under  the  CETA  pro- 
gram, which  are  entirely  Federally  funded.  It  is  possible  that 
a  third  man  will  be  acquired  under  the  CETA  program. 

Your  Selectmen  completed  the  upstairs  at  the  School 
Street  Community  Hall.  Heat  was  installed,  new  ceilings  and 
lights,  seating,  and  papering  and  painting. 
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As  we're  sure  you  are  all  aware,  we  started  spraying  for 
mosquitos  this  year.  The  program  will  continue  in  1975. 

We  plan,  in  1975.  to  start  construction  of  a  new  highway 
and  drainage,  starting  at  North  Hatfield  Road  and  King  Street 
down  Prospect  Street  approximately  2,500  feet  in  a  southerly 
direction.  The  Selectmen  and  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
District  2  have  recommended  that  the  new  Prospect  Street 
bridge  be  constructed  under  the  substandard  bridge  replace- 
ment program  thereby  having  100 %  of  the  cost  born  by  the  State 
for  the  bridge.  On  approaches  the  Town  will  pay  the  whole 
cost  under  Chapter  90  funds. 

The  annual  rabies  clinic  was  held  in  July  and  the  Selectmen 
plan  to  have  another  clinic  in  1975. 

A  new  fire  truck  was  acquired  at  no  cost  to  the  Town  from 
excess  government  property. 

The  papering  and  painting  of  the  Town  Hall  Community 
Rooms  has  been  completed  and  new  drapes  were  made. 

New  steel  girders  and  concrete  were  used  to  build  a  new 
Cow  Bridge;  and  signs  indicating  that  a  deaf  child  lives  in  the 
area  were  installed  on  Bridge  Street. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  wishes  to  thank  all  officers  elected 
and  appointed  for  their  excellent  co-operation  during  1974.

The  recessed  meeting  was  reconvened  at  8:00  P.M.  and 
was  recessed  for  30  minutes  to  allow  completion  of  count 
of  votes  cast  on  Article  6.  The  vote  having  been  talleyed,  the 
result  was  declared  as  follows:  Yes  611  No  601  Blank  2  totaling 
1214  votes  cast,  two-thirds  in  the  affirmative  being  necessary, 
the  article  was  defeated.

To  the  Citizens  of  Hatfield: 

I  hereby  submit  my  6th  annual  report  as  your  Tree  Warden 
and  Local  Superintendent  of  Insect  Pest  Control. 

As  this  report  is  being  made  half  way  through  our  new 
fiscal  year  instead  of  at  the  end  as  in  past  years,  we  will  be 
unable  to  give  you  a  complete  report.  But  will  let  you  know 
what  has  been  done  and  what  we  intend  to  accomplish  up  to 
June  30, 1975. 

Pruning  and  cabling  of  town  trees  is  continuing  on  a  steady 
basis  as  the  department  is  trying  to  maintain  the  major  street 
trees  in  a  safe  and  healthy  condition,  attention  is  paid  to  the 
most  critical  areas  first  and  those  trees  in  need  of  care  the 
most. 

Spray  programs  as  needed  are  being  done  for  such  things 
as  Dutch  Elm  Disease  control  and  insects  that  are  giving  us 
the  most  trouble. 

The  Department  in  cooperation  with  the  Health  Depart- 
ment has  applied  mosquito  control  to  populated  areas.  This 
is  being  done  in  the  evening  hours  when  the  winds  are  at  a 
minimum  and  the  best  control  is  possible. 

Trees  have  been  marked  for  removal  and  presently  are 
going  out  to  bid.  We  have  found  that  this  is  the  best  method 
for  this  type  of  work  to  save  monies  as  we  are  able  to  get  a 
lower  price. 

I  would  like  to  remind  the  citizens  that  it  is  unlawful  to 
cut  down,  trim,  or  damage  in  any  way  town  shade  trees,  with- 
out the  written  permission  of  the  Tree  Warden. 

This  includes  the  cutting  of  roots  as  well.  We  had  to 
remove  a  very  large  tree  this  year  due  to  trenching  through 
its  root  system.  When  you  cut  a  tree's  roots  you  do  a  great 
deal  of  damage  to  the  trees  health. 
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Please  contact  me  if  you  plan  to  excavate  in  any  way 
around  a  town  shade  tree.  This  means  driveways,  water  lines, 
electric  underground  installation,  gas,  sewage  lines,  etc.  The 
Department  will  try  to  cooperate  with  you  but  must  be  notified. 
Remember  that  the  town  shade  tree  in  front  of  your  property 
belongs  to  all  the  citizens  of  Hatfield. 

We  will  plant  60  new  trees  this  spring  as  we  have  done  in 
the  past.  If  you  wish  to  have  one  planted  in  your  area,  please 
call  my  office.  They  are  planted  on  a  first  come  first  serve 
basis.  The  area  you  request  a  tree  for  must  of  course  be  in 
need  of  a  tree  as  well. 

I  would  like  to  thank  your  Highway  Superintendent  and 
crews  for  their  cooperation  in  the  past  year.

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Hatfield  Public  Library 
and  the  Citizens  of  Hatfield : 

I  hereby  submit  my  fifteenth  annual  report  as  Librarian 
of  Hatfield. 

The  circulation  for  the  year  1974  was  approximately  the 
same  as  1973,  with  the  adult  circulation  showing  a  slight  in- 
crease. 

During  the  summer  months,  in  addition  to  our  regular 
hours,  the  library  was  open  on  Tuesday  evening  from  6:45  to 
9:00.  This  proved  to  be  very  successful,  thus  we  will  continue 
these  hours  in  1975. 

Five  hundred  twenty  nine  books  were  catalogued  and 
added  to  the  Library  during  the  year.  Of  these  two  hundred 
twenty  eight  were  juvenile  books  and  two  hundred  forty  one 
adult  books. 

The  Summer  Reading  Club  and  Story  Hours,  sponsored 
by  the  Hatfield  Book  Club,  continue  to  grow  in  popularity  each 
year.  Our  attendance  at  story  hours  ranges  between  50  and 
100  children.  These  Story  Hours  are  also  a  boost  to  our  circula- 
tion, as  most  children  that  attend  take  out  books.  Our  story 
tellers,  to  whom  we  are  most  grateful  are  as  follows:  Mrs. 
Alice  Johnson,  Mrs.  Mary  Lou  Cutter,  Mrs.  Jane  Stempel,  Mrs. 
Gloria  LaFleur,  Miss  Cindy  Englehardt,  and  Miss  Donna 
Paddock. 

The  Hatfield  Book  Club  also  had  a  bookcase  repaired  and 
varnished.  This  bookcase  was  put  into  the  adult  room  to  take 
care  of  the  crowded  condition  there.  We  are  most  grateful  to 
them  for  their  continued  interest  in  the  Town  Library. 

A  collection  of  dolls  was  donated  to  the  Library  by  Mrs. 
Wilma  Bardwell.  These  dolls  were  collected  by  her  sister  on  her 
travels  throughout  the  world.  They  make  a  colorful  educational 
display  for  the  children's  room.  Due  to  the  large  number  of 
dolls,  the  display  is  changed  several  times  during  the  year.

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High  School  Building  Committee 


The  Committee  during  the  year  has  carried  out  its  charge 
from  the  voters  of  Hatfield  and  the  direction  from  S.B.A.B. 

The  Committee  held  open  forums  and  on  February  6,  1974 
a  Special  Town  Meeting  was  held  on  a  proposed  local  Junior- 
Senior  High  School.  (The  vote  was  negative.) 

On  March  21,  1974  a  Special  Town  Meeting  again  was  held 
on  the  proposed  Junior-Senior  High  School  with  ballot  voting. 
(Vote  was  negative.) 

At  the  October  1,  1974  Special  Town  Meeting  it  was  voted 
to  allow  the  Building  Committee  to  investigate  alternate  possi- 
bilities to  resolve  the  school  housing  needs. 

The  Building  Committee  has  engaged  the  services  of  edu- 
cational consultant  Dr.  George  Collins  and  the  architectural 
firm  of  Whittier  and  Whittier  to  prepare  line  drawings  and 
schematics  and  cost  estimates  of  possible  solutions  to  the  build- 
ing needs. 

I.  Evaluate  and  determine  the  usable  spaces  in  the 
present  facilities  and  prepare  drawings  and  cost  estimates  for 
building  such  other  spaces  as  needed  to  fulfill  the  requirements 
of  the  educational  specifications. 

II.  Prepare  a  long-range  plan  —  Building  core  facilities 
now,  using  present  facilities  for  such  time  as  it  will  take  to 
complete  the  total  plant  to  meet  the  future  needs. 

III.  Prepare  plan  that  will  be  consistent  with  S.B.A.B. 
requirements. 

IV.  Present  the  proposed  plans  at  open  forums  for  the 
viewing  and  discussing,  cost  comparing  and  recommendation 
by  the  voters,  the  direction  the  Building  Committee  shall  pur- 
sue in  finalizing  a  plan  for  the  consideration  by  the  voters 
at  a  later  time. 
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The  Building  Committee  will  continue  to  cooperate  with 
all  concerned  in  reaching  the  best  possible  solution,  both  edu- 
cational and  financially. 

The  Building  Committee  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation 
to  the  various  Town  and  State  officials  for  their  cooperation 
and/or  assistance.

During  1974  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  conducted 
six  public  hearings  on  requests  for  variance  of  the  Zoning 
By-Laws.  Even  though  six  hearings  is  a  300%  increase  over  1973, 
when  the  Board  held  only  two  hearings,  it  was  still  a  quiet 
year. 

One  request  for  hearing  asked  for  permission  to  build  a 
home  on  a  large  parcel  of  land  which  lacked  the  required 
frontage  on  a  Town  way.  While  there  were  persons  present 
who  questioned  other  uses  to  be  made  of  the  land,  no  one 
objected  to  the  home.  The  request  for  variance  was  granted. 

A  second  petitioner  wished  to  expand  his  one-car  garage 
to  a  two-car  garage.  This  addition  is  too  close  to  his  side  lot 
line.  It  was  not  possible  for  the  petitioner  to  add  to  his  lot 
size.  No  one,  other  than  the  petitioner,  appeared  at  the  hear- 
ing and  the  request  was  granted. 

Another  individual  sought  permission  to  conduct  a  firearms 
business  in  a  small  out-building  on  his  land.  The  property 
is  zoned  Business,  but  the  building  is  located  too  close  to  the 
rear  lot  line  and  the  proposed  business  is  not  the  same  as 
the  original  use  for  which  the  building  was  built.  No  objectors 
appeared  at  the  hearing  and  the  petition  was  granted. 

Two  businesses  sought  variances  for  the  erection  of  large 
signs.  One  organization  requested  two  separate  signs  at  dif- 
ferent times  during  the  year  resulting  in  two  hearings.  The 
first  hearing  concerned  their  original  business  identification 
sign  and  the  request  was  approved.  The  second  petition  re- 
quested another  large  sign  on  the  opposite  side  of  their  prop- 
erty and  this  request  was  denied.  No  objectors  were  present 
at  either  hearing. 

The  second  business  requested  permission  to  erect  a 
"space  for  rent"  billboard  along  Route  1-91.  This  request  was 
also  denied.  No  persons,  other  than  the  petitioner,  appeared 
at  the  hearing. 
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Again  this  year  the  Board  has  spent  below  its  budget. 
The  six  hearings  have  cost  approximately  $150,  half  the  budg- 
eted amount  of  $300.  The  filing  fees  for  the  six  hearings  totaled 
$90.  Therefore,  the  cost  to  the  taxpayers,  for  the  operation 
of  the  Board  for  1974,  has  been  approximately  $60. 

Townspeople  who  need  a  variance  are  often  unfamiliar 
with  the  required  filing  process.  There  are  three  sources  for 
this  information.  They  are  the  Town's  published  Zoning  By- 
Laws,  past  copies  of  the  Town  Report  and  any  member  of  the 
Zoning  Board  of  Appeals.

Regular  meetings  of  the  Hatfield  Conservation  Commission 
are  held  at  the  town  hall  on  the  first  Monday  of  the  month 
at  7:30  P.M. 

A  Conservation  Commission  sponsored  article  to  establish 
four  roads  as  scenic  roads  was  passed  at  the  Annual  Town  Meet- 
ing. A  scenic  road  is  one  which  can  be  widened  only  following 
a  public  hearing  and  with  approval  of  the  Conservation  Com- 
mission and  Planning  Board. 

In  March  we  met  with  members  of  the  Hatfield  Fish  and 
Game  Club  to  discuss  problems  such  as  those  involved  in  stock- 
ing the  Mill  River  and  the  proposed  launching  dock  on  the 
Conn.  River. 

In  April  we  held  a  public  hearing  under  the  Wetlands 
Protection  Act  regarding  the  new  reservoir  dam  and  an  order 
of  conditions  was  approved.  Other  Wetland  Protection  activi- 
ties involved  discussions  of  small  dam  and  storm  drainage 
projects. 

The  Natural  Resources  inventory  which  we  had  requested 
in  1973  from  the  Hampshire  Conservation  District  was  com- 
pleted in  June  and  is  available  to  town  boards  and  the  public. 
This  inventory  can  provide  the  basis  for  future  open  space 
and  recreation  planning. 

In  December  we  made  an  effort  to  conserve  one  of  Hat- 
field's natural  resources,  Christmas  evergreens  in  our  woodland 
areas,  by  placing  signs  in  those  areas,  warning  people  not  to 
collect  these  plants  without  permission  from  the  landowner.

The  main  issue  at  the  last  annual  town  meeting  was  dogs. 
The  town  now  has  an  'all  year  round'  restraint  on  dogs.  The 
progress  on  the  control  of  dogs  in  the  past  year  has  been  better 
than  in  the  past  twenty  years,  but  there  still  are  some  nuisance 
dogs  and  nuisance  dog  owners. 

The  following  six  (6)  of  the  forty-four  (44)  'Laws  Relating 
To  Dogs'  The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  General  Laws, 
Chapter  140,  Sections  136A  thru  175.  This  information  may  be  of 
interest  to  non-dog  owners  as  well  as  the  dog  owners. 

Sec.  136A.  Definitions.  (License  period,  the  time  between 
April  first  and  the  following  March  thirty-first,  both  dates  in- 
clusive. 

Sec.  137.  License  and  Tags,  (three  months  old) 

Sec.  141.  Penalties  for  Failure  to  License.  ($5  to  $15) 

Sec.  145B.  Vaccination  of  Dogs  against  Rabies,  (penalty 
up  to  $50) 

Sec.  151A.  Warrant  to  Dog  Officers  to  Catch  and  Confine 
and  to  Kill  or  Sell,  (within  ten  days  after  June  1st) 

Sec.  156.  Any  Person  May  Kill  Dog,  When.  Any  person 
may  kill  a  dog  which  suddenly  assaults  him  while  he  is  peaceably 
standing,  walking  or  riding  outside  the  enclosure  of  its  owner 
or  keeper;  and  any  person  may  kill  a  dog  found  out  of  the  en- 
closure of  its  owner  or  keeper  and  not  under  his  immediate 
care  in  the  act  or  worrying,  wounding  or  killing  persons,  live 
stock,  or  fowls,  and  if  any  person  shall  kill  or  attempt  to  kill  a 
dog  so  found,  and  in  the  act  of  worrying,  wounding  or  killing 
persons,  live  stock  or  fowls,  he  shall  not  be  held  liable  for 
cruelty  to  the  dog  unless  it  shall  be  shown  that  he  intended  to  be 
cruel  to  the  dog,  or  that  he  acted  with  a  wanton  and  reckless 
disregard  for  the  suffering  of  the  dog.  Prompt  killing  of  a 
wounded  dog,  or  a  prompt  report  to  the  owner  or  to  a  dog  offi- 
cer of  the  wounding  of  the  dog,  shall  be  considered  evidence  of 
sufficient  regard  for  the  suffering  of  the  dog. 

Additional  information  on  the  above  laws  and  the  other 
thirty-six  may  be  obtained  from  the  Town  Hall,  County  Commis- 
sioners Office  or  the  Dog  Officers. 
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397  dog  licenses  have  been  paid  for  as  of  December  31, 
1974.

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School  Committee  Report 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Hatfield: 

As  you  all  realize,  this  past  school  reporting  year  has  been, 
according  to  law,  eighteen  months  in  length  starting  on  January 
1,  1973  and  ending  on  June  30,  1974.  The  School  Department 
has  already  reported  fully  on  the  period  of  January  1,  1973  to 
January  1,  1974.  Therefore,  this  School  Department  report 
will  cover  the  period  January  1,  1974  to  July  1,  1974.  This  is 
also  in  accordance  with  instructions  received  by  the  School 
Committee. 

One  of  the  prime  duties  of  the  School  Committee  is  to 
speak  for  the  youth  of  the  community.  They  must  design  an 
educational  program  within  the  means  offered  by  the  Town 
and  must  also  look  after  the  educational  interests  of  the  youth. 
As  a  first  priority,  they  should  seek  the  best  possible  education 
for  all  the  youth  and  to  speak  strongly,  effectively,  and  persis- 
tently for  their  interests. 

In  reviewing  this  period  of  six  months,  the  School  Commit- 
tee held  6  regular  meetings  and  5  special  meetings.  It  also 
attended  the  many  meetings  of  those  committees  concerned 
with  the  schools. 

A  complete  list  of  school  personnel  can  be  found  in  another 
section  of  this  report.  In  reviewing  the  teaching  staff  situations, 
we  found  changes  took  place  in  the  school  system  in  the  follow- 
ing areas :

Dr.  Warren  Rasmussen— resigned  effective  June  1,  1974 — 

other  commitments 
Mrs.  Joyce  Wichowski— resigned  effective  June  1,  1974 — 

moved  to  the  Cape  Cod  area. 
Mr.    Alan   Wolejko— elected    teacher   at   Smith   Academy 

effective  March  1, 1974 
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Mr.  Joseph  Savage— elected  guidance  counselor  effective 
April  15, 1974 

Mr.  G.  Anthony  Ryan— elected  Special  Education  Direc- 
tor on  June  11,  1974  effective  the  school  year  1974- 
1975. 

There  are  presently  34  full-time  teachers,  2  administrators, 
5  part-time  supervisors,  3  specialists,  1  part-time  school  nurse, 
1  secretary,  1  part-time  secretary,  8  cafeteria  women,  and  3 
custodians  on  the  staff. 

The  School  Committee  and  the  Finance  Board  met  January 
24,  1974  to  set  the  school  budget  for  the  1974  -  1975  school 
year.  Both  committees  reviewed  the  budget,  kept  in  mind  the 
youth  of  the  community,  and  then  agreed  to  the  final  budget, 
a  copy  of  which  has  already  been  printed  in  the  1973  Annual 
Town  Report.  The  1974-1975  budget  was  broken  down  as  fol- 
lows: General  Control  -  2.87% ;  Instruction  -73.7%;  Other  School 
Services  -  7.07%;  Operation  and  Maintenance  of  Plant  -  12.96%; 
Fixed  Charges  -  0.12%;  Community  Services  -  0.24%;  and  Acqui- 
sition of  Equipment  -  3.04%.  The  School  Committee  was  also 
notified  that  the  tuition  at  Smith  Vocational  School,  effective 
September  1,  1974,  will  be  $2,030  per  student  per  year.  This 
rate  creates  a  sizable  increase  in  the  vocational  school  budget. 

In  keeping  with  the  School  Committee  policy,  bids  were 
prepared,  advertised,  and  publicly  opened  by  the  School  Com- 
mittee for  the  following  contracts  and  purchases:  Vocational 
School  Bus  Transportation— Skroski  Bus  Co.;  Oil  Contract  #2 
oil— Pepin  Oil  Co.;  Milk  Contract— Cooper's  Dairy  Corp.; 
Bread  Contract— Dreikorn's  Bakery;  and  tractor-lawn  mower— 
Criscola  Bros. 

Maintenance  and  repairs  of  school  buildings  and  grounds 
is  a  continuous  process  during  the  four  seasons  of  the  year. 
Besides  the  ordinary  maintenance  and  repair,  the  following 
programs  were  carried  out:  Elementary— extensive  boiler 
and  oil  storage  repair,  tractor  repair,  tiling  of  gym  and  repair 
of  gym  floor:  Junior  High— boiler  repairs  and  entrance  door 
repair. 

The  Trustees  of  Smith  Academy  continue  to  carry  out 
necessary  repairs  to  their  building.   These  repairs  were  taken 
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care  of  without  cost  to  the  Town.  The  Trustees  have  been  very 
cooperative  in  maintaining  the  building  and  deserve  a  vote  of 
appreciation. 

The  following  major  pieces  of  new  equipment  were  added 
to  the  school  system:  16mm  projector,  1  Selectric  Typewriter,  3 
file  cabinets,  record  player,  storage  cabinet,  tape  recorder, 
and  duplicator. 

The  School  Committee  continues  to  endorse  the  schools' 
participation  in  Federal  programs,  the  Neighborhood  Youth 
Corps  program,  related  educational  programs  for  the  youth 
of  the  Town  including  basketball  and  baseball  programs, 
Boy  Scouts,  Cub  Scouts,  4-H  groups,  softball,  and  summer 
recreation  groups.  It  also  cooperates  with  various  committees 
and  groups  by  making  available  equipment  and  facilities.  The 
School  Committee  continues  to  cooperate  with  the  Northampton 
Institution  for  Savings  in  making  a  school  savings  program 
available.  Also  available  is  a  pupil  insurance  program  on  a 
voluntary  basis. 

The  School  Committee  is  pleased  to  acknowledge  the  in- 
terest of  the  following  citizens  and  civic  clubs  in  the  education 
of  our  students.

To  the  School  Committee  and  the 
Citizens  of  Hatfield : 

In  accordance  with  the  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  and 
the  policies  of  the  Hatfield  School  Committee,  I  hereby  submit 
my  report  for  the  last  six  months  of  the  January  1,  1973- June 
30,  1974  fiscal  year  completing  my  sixteenth  annual  report  as 
Superintendent  of  Schools  of  Hatfield. 

Our  housing  problem  still  exists  on  the  upper  levels.  Al- 
though two  attempts  were  made  to  resolve  the  problem,  both 
presentations  were  turned  down  by  the  voters.  The  School 
Building  Committee  is  attempting  to  bring  in  a  reasonable 
solution.  It  is  the  hope  of  the  administration  that  this  matter  be 
resolved  as  quickly  as  possible  so  that  students  can  take  advan- 
tage of  the  needed  and  replacement  facilities. 

The  budget  for  the  school  year  1974-1975  has  been  approved 
and  has  increased  primarily  because  of  inflation  in  all  cate- 
gories. All  personnel  have  an  input  in  the  budget  and  the  budg- 
et receives  reviews  as  it  passes  through  the  chain  of  command. 
As  the  budget  increases,  State  aid  increases  and  your  attention 
is  directed  to  the  financial  section.  In  the  preparation  of  future 
budgets,  the  Hatfield  School  Department  will  be  confronted 
with  new  responsibilities  such  as  Chapter  766,  Chapter  622, 
Student  Records  Law,  and  the  Federal  Title  IX  Anti-Sex  Dis- 
crimination Regulations.  These  programs  will  have  a  financial 
impact  on  our  request  for  appropriations. 

The  schools  have  participated  in  intern  teaching  programs, 
work-study  programs,  independent  study  programs,  field  trips, 
have  cooperated  with  various  local  and  civic  groups,  the  State 
College  of  Westfield  Band  gave  a  performance  and  demonstra- 
tion on  March  12,  1974,  the  high  school  glee  club  put  on  "Annie 
Get  Your  Gun"  on  May  10,  11,  1974,  the  boys'  basketball  team 
participated  in  the  Class  II  Western  Mass.  High  School  Basket- 
ball Tournament,  the  girls'  softball  team  participated  in  the 
Western  Mass.  High  School  Softball  Tournament  (a  first  for 
the  high  school)  and  students  continue  to  participate  in  Student 
Government  Day  and  the  Youth  Advisory  Council. 
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Special  class  students  were  tuitioned  out  to  neighboring 
communities,  testing  programs  took  place  especially  in  the 
Spring,  1974,  college  representatives  continue  to  visit  the  high 
school,  Federal  funds  were  applied  for  and  many  meetings 
and  conferences  on  all  levels  were  attended. 

The  Hatfield  School  Committee  on  February  12,  1974 
voted  to  join  the  Hampshire  Educational  Collaborative.  HEC 
will  certainly  be  an  asset  to  the  School  Department,  especially 
in  Special  Education. 

In  June,  1974,  53  students  were  graduated  from  Smith 
Academy  and  of  this  number  43  have  gone  on  to  further  educa- 
tion. Five  students  were  graduated  from  Smith's  Vocational 
School  and  25  are  scheduled  to  attend  as  of  September,  1974. 
Local  adults  continue  to  take  Adult  Education  Courses  in  area 
school  evening  programs.  The  Class  of  1974  presented  the 
school  a  $500  check  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  stage  lighting 
as  a  graduating  gift. 

The  rule  regarding  entrance  of  pupils  is  as  follows:  Any 
child  who  attains  the  age  of  six  during  the  year  in  which  en- 
trance to  the  first  grade  is  sought  may  attend  school  beginning 
in  September  of  that  year.  For  example:  A  child  having  his 
sixth  birthday  on  any  day,  including  or  between  January  1, 
1975,  and  December  31,  1975,  may  enroll  and  attend  school 
beginning  September,  1975.  Any  child  who  attains  the  age  of 
five  during  the  year  in  which  entrance  to  the  kindergarten  is 
sought  may  attend  beginning  in  September  of  that  year. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Hatfield  School  Department  to  hold 
regular  sessions  when  it  is  practical  to  operate  the  school  buses. 
Parents  are  asked  to  use  their  own  discretion  as  to  the  wisdom 
of  sending  their  children  to  school  on  stormy  mornings.  In  the 
event  that  it  becomes  necessary  to  cancel  school  sessions,  the 
"No  School  Signal"  will  be  broadcast  over  radio  stations 
WHMP,  WTTT,  WHYN,  and  WHYN-TVYO  at  6  a.m.  and  con- 
tinue through  8:30  a.m.  The  authorities  at  these  stations  re- 
quest that  parents  not  call  the  stations  for  this  information  but 
listen  for  the  announcements. 

The  Town  at  its  annual  meeting  held  on  February  19, 
1974  voted  to  purchase  a  Mini  Bus  to  be  shared  jointly  by  the 
School  and  the  Elderly. 
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Copies  of  the  bus  routes  and  released  time  for  Religious 
Instruction  have  been  published  in  the  newspapers  and  are 
also  available  in  all  school  offices.  Should  other  information 
be  needed,  a  call  to  the  school  offices  should  be  made. 

An  open-door  policy  continues  to  be  a  vital  part  of  our 
schools.  Our  teachers  are  an  integral  part  of  the  open-door 
policy  and  are  willing  to  help  any  parent.  Parents  are  invited 
to  visit  and  see  what  and  how  their  children  learn  in  the  class- 
room but  are  requested,  to  check  through  the  principal's  office 
first. 

For  a  more  updated  action  report  on  school  happenings, 
your  attention  is  directed  to  the  other  school  department  re- 
ports, as  well  as  the  School  Building  Committee  report.  Your 
attention  for  a  more  detailed  school  report  of  the  18-month 
period  is  directed  to  the  1973  Town  Report. 

Our  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  go  to  Mr.  John  Fili- 
pek  for  services  rendered  as  a  school  committee  member. 

Although  not  within  the  reporting  period,  we  all  mourn  the 
loss  of  our  good  doctor  and  school  physician,  Dr.  Robert  Byrne. 
His  passing  will  be  felt  by  all  and  especially  the  school  students 
and  staff.  We  extend  our  sympathy  to  the  family. 

May  I  extend  my  appreciation  for  the  cooperation  and 
assistance  given  by  the  School  Committee,  administration, 
staff,  town  officials  and  departments,  local  organizations  and 
townspeople  during  this  reporting  period.

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Principal's  Report 


To  the  School  Committee  and  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools : 

I  wish  to  submit  the  nineteenth  annual  report  as  principal 
of  the  Center  Junior  High  School  and  the  Hatfield  Elementary 
School. 

Since  this  school  report  covers  the  last  six  months  of  school, 
as  our  new  fiscal  year  begins  July  1,  1974,  I  shall  only  give  a 
general  overview  of  the  highlights. 

1.  Our  experimental  year  in  grade  six  with  Science  Cur- 
riculum Improvement  Study  (SCIS)  was  so  successful  it  will 
be  introduced  in  the  first  grade  in  September  and  completed 
in  grades  two  through  five  in  the  near  future.  This  individual- 
istic approach  gives  each  student  an  opportunity  to  participate 
in  various  scientific  experiments  using  their  creativity  and 
ingenuity.  Everyone  has  chance  to  contribute  and  to  succeed 
at  his  own  level  of  development.  It  is  a  system  that  emphasizes 
experimentation,  providing  each  pupil  with  the  necessary 
equipment  to  investigate  and  discover  scientific  concepts 
through  his  own  activities. 

2.  The  first  grade  was  introduced  to  the  new  Economy  Co. 
reading  series  which  is  a  multilevel  core  reading  program. 
From  grade  one  through  six  there  are  thirteen  reading  levels, 
which  should  provide  for  each  child's  developmental  level. 

3.  Our  Title  I,  federally  funded  remedial  reading  program, 
has  been  changed  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  majority  of  children. 
Since  Chapter  766  would  include  our  pre-reading  students,  we 
extended  our  emphasis  to  include  the  intermediate  grades  as 
part  of  our  target  area.  This  was  done  with  the  recommenda- 
tion of  our  regional  directors.  Our  basis  for  selecting  pupils 
for  the  program  are  achievement,  reading,  and  diagnostic 
tests;  teachers'  referrals;  parents'  input;  and  recommendation 
of  other  personnel  such  as  the  school  psychologist. 

4.  Our  library  had  many  new  volumes  added  to  its  shelves 
in  all  categories  which  are  either  for  leisure  time  reading  or 
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supplementary  to  our  school  curriculum.  These  books  were 
funded  under  Title  2  or  from  local  school  library  appropria- 
tions. 

We  are  very  fortunate  to  have  the  following  people  inter- 
ested in  giving  their  time  and  efforts  in  behalf  of  our  school 
library:  Mrs.  Donald  Muccino,  Mrs.  Richard  Gilbert,  Mrs. 
David  Paye,  Mrs.  Kenneth  Smith,  Mrs.  Anthony  Symanski, 
Mrs.  Gordon  Woodward,  Mrs.  Ronald  Brodeur,  Mrs.  Dennis 
Tobin,  Mrs.  Gordon  LaFleur,  Mrs.  Joseph  Porada,  Jr.,  Mrs. 
Richard  Harubin,  Mrs.  Edwin  Smith,  Mrs.  Robert  Mullins, 
and  Mrs.  Sabin  Celatka. 

These  volunteers  work  a  half  day  each  week  throughout 
the  school  year,  providing  all  library  services.  To  each  and 
every  member  our  sincere  appreciation  for  dedicated  and 
invaluable  services. 

Mrs.  Jane  Yolen  Stemple,  our  renowned  author  of  chil- 
dren's books  from  School  Street,  Hatfield,  has  been  most  gen- 
erous with  her  contribution  of  books  for  the  library.  Many  times 
during  the  school  year  she  appears  at  the  school  with  her  arms 
filled  with  books  for  the  enjoyment  of  our  youngsters.  Her 
generosity  is  overwhelming  and  greatly  appreciated. 

5.  Our  schools  benefited  from  the  Hatfield  Lions'  Club 
and  the  Hatfield  Book  Club.  Much  of  our  audio- visual  mate- 
rials, bus  pupils'  shelters,  and  assistance  to  individual  pupil's 
needs  have  been  met  by  the  Lions  Club.  The  Book  Club 
provided  a  subscription  to  the  National  Geographic  Magazine 
at  the  junior  high.  Their  support  throughout  the  years  has  been 
tremendous. 

6.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  our  attention  was  concen- 
trated on  new  legislation  which  put  into  law  Chapter  766, 
which  insures  that  every  pupil  between  the  ages  of  3  and  21 
who  have  special  needs  receives  a  special  education  program 
which  serves  these  particular  needs.  Since  the  law  placed  the 
responsibility  on  the  local  school  system,  the  administration, 
school  committee,  and  everyone  concerned  were  deeply 
involved  as  every  phase  of  the  implementation  of  the  law 
had  to  be  their  foremost  concern  as  the  program  had  to  com- 
mence in  September.  So  throughout  the  entire  last  half  of 
the  year,  we  attended  numerous  state,  regional,  and  local 
meetings  so  that  through  this  orientation  period  we  would  be 
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sufficiently  knowledgeable  about  all  aspects  of  the  guidelines 
so  that  the  development  of  our  program  would  be  accomplished 
with  as  much  ease  and  success  as  possible. 

7.  During  the  spring  the  seventh  grade  pupils  were  for- 
tunate that  they  were  given  the  opportunity  to  participate  in 
a  unique  camping  program  at  Camp  Kenwood-Evergreen  in 
New  Hampshire.  For  one  week  these  students  were  involved 
in  a  scientific  and  ecological  program  in  which  field  activities 
and  other  related  experiences  developed  an  awareness  and 
understanding  of  man's  interaction  and  interrelationship 
with  his  environment.  The  pupils  had  a  great  time,  reporting 
that  the  activities  were  great,  the  food  excellent,  and  the  coun- 
selors superb. 

8.  Every  class  has  participated  in  field  trips  from  kinder- 
garten through  grade  nine.  Each  one  has  provided  supplemen- 
tary knowledge  and  experience  to  their  classroom  learnings 
and  experiences. 

In  closing  may  I  thank  the  Hatfield  School  Committee, 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  the  staff,  pupils,  parents, 
town  officials,  highway  department,  and  the  Chief  of  Police, 
Mr.  Henry  Sliwoski,  for  their  assistance  in  making  this  year 
such  a  successful  one.

To  the  School  Committee  and 
Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report,  the  23rd,  as  the  school 
nurse  of  Hatfield.  This  report  covers  the  first  6  months  of  1974 
to  coincide  with  the  changeover  to  the  new  fiscal  year  which 
began  in  July. 

The  vision  test  was  given  to  658  students.  Of  this  number, 
there  were  25  who  failed  the  retest.  Each  was  referred  to  an 
eye  specialist  and  received  correction.  Appreciation  is  extended 
to  the  Hatfield  Lions  Club  who  financed  the  examination  and 
glasses  for  two  students. 

The  Pure  Tone  hearing  test  was  given  to  643  students,  with 
6  failing  the  retest.  All  were  seen  by  an  ear  specialist. 

The  Adult  type  booster  for  Diphtheria-Tetanus  was  given 
to  41  members  of  the  Senior  Class  in  January.  Three  clinics 
were  held  in  February,  whereby  386  students  received  the 
Diptheria-Tetanus  booster. 


The  Tuberculin  Mantoux  test  was  given  to  33  members 
of  the  Senior  Class  in  March. 


Registration  for  Kindergarten  was  held  in  April.    There 
were  40  children  in  attendance. 


In  May,  I  participated  in  3  all-day  sessions  relating  to 
the  school  nurse's  role  and  responsibilities  of  Chapter  766 
which  deals  with  Special  Education. 

Recently,  we  were  all  saddened  by  the  passing  of  our 
school  physician,  Dr.  Robert  C.  Byrne.  His  dedication  to  the 
children  of  the  Hatfield  school  system  will  never  be  equalled. 
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It  is  impossible  to  list  his  many  contributions  to  the  school  sys- 
tem as  a  doctor,  trustee,  and  friend.  In  addition  to  conducting 
physical  examinations  and  various  immunization  clinics,  he 
was  always  willing  and  available  to  give  his  medical  advice 
in  regard  to  an  injured  or  ill  child.  On  many  occasions  he  trans- 
ported an  injured  child  to  the  hospital.  He  was  truly  a  dedi- 
cated physician  and  devoted  friend  to  all  the  children.  His 
absence  will  be  deeply  felt. 

In  closing,  may  I  extend  my  appreciation  for  the  coopera- 
tion and  assistance  given  by  the  school  physicians,  school 
officials,  teachers,  and  parents  in  the  school  health  program.

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Selectmen's  Report 


To  the  Citizens  of  Hatfield: 

Throughout  the  year,  general  administration  of  the  Town 
business  was  carried  out. 

During  1975  the  Board  of  Selectmen  appointed  an  Inspec- 
tions Services  department.  Edward  D.  Molley  was  appointed 
as  Inspector  of  Buildings,  with  Harold  Lizek  as  Gas  Inspector 
and  Barry  Higgins  as  Electrical  Inspector. 

The  parking  lot  behind  Smith  Academy  and  the  Town 
Hall  has  been  completed.  It  was  paved,  drainage  installed 
and  lights  put  up  during  the  past  year.  We  plan  to  finish  the 
project  this  Spring  by  removing  the  road  that  now  exists  on  the 
westerly  side  of  the  School  Street  Community  Hall  and  regrade, 
reloam  and  reseed  the  area.  Also  we  plan  to  resurface  and 
widen  the  road  running  along  side  the  Town  Hall  on  the  south- 
erly side. 

During  the  past  year  we  had  a  peak  of  ten  people  working 
for  the  schools,  highway,  and  water  departments.  These  men 
were  acquired  under  the  CETA  program,  which  is  entirely 
Federally  funded.  At  the  present  time  we  have  eight  men  still 
employed  under  CETA.  With  this  help  we  are  cleaning  up 
brush  along  the  dikes,  highways,  and  reservoir,  working  on  the 
Prospect  Street  drainage;  also  working  with  our  highway  crew 
the  rest  of  the  year. 

Approximately  2,500  feet  of  reconstruction  work  has  been 
done  on  Prospect  Street.  A  base  course  of  gravel  was  put  down 
and  we  applied  asphalt  and  pea  stone.  This  year  we  intend  to 
put  bituminous  concrete  hot  mix  on  this  area  of  road.  Our 
plans  are  to  continue  with  drainage  and  reconstruction  towards 
Chestnut  Street. 

Various  streets  in  the  Town  were  resurfaced  with  asphalt 
and  pea  stone.  Prospect  Street  was  also  bounded  from  Chestnut 
Street  to  King  Street.  Our  plans  are  to  have  Plain  Road  bounded 
this  year. 

The  annual  rabies  clinic  was  held  in  July  and  the  Selectmen 
plan  to  have  another  clinic  in  1976. 
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We  have  separated  the  sewer  and  existing  storm  drain 
systems  on  Valley  and  North  Streets.  We  hope  to  complete  the 
separation  this  summer  before  the  waste  disposal  system  is 
completed. 

A  Ford  backhoe  was  purchased  for  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment. 

We  have  finalized  engineering  and  met  with  the  Depart- 
ment of  Natural  Resources  and  State  Board  of  Health.  Plans 
were  submitted  to  them  by  Aimer  Huntley  Associates  for  their 
approval.  Final  plans  will  be  approved  in  the  near  future.  Sur- 
plus fill  will  be  taken  from  the  dump  to  the  new  Prospect 
Street  bridge  location. 

During  the  past  year  a  hearing  and  blood  pressure  clinic 
sponsored  by  Beltone  was  held  for  any  interested  citizen  at  the 
Town  Hall. 

The  inside  of  the  Community  Hall  has  been  completed  with 
offices  and  an  auditorium.  Combination  aluminum  storm  win- 
dows were  installed.  The  window  casings  were  painted  with 
CETA  labor.  All  such  repairs  done  with  CETA  help  are  at  no 
cost  to  the  Town  for  labor. 

The  Town  of  Hatfield  was  presented  with  the  Bicentennial 
flag  which  proudly  flies  in  front  of  the  Town  Hall  with  our 
American  Flag. 

We  have  acquired  from  Federal  surplus  an  International 
TD18  bulldozer  and  a  welding  machine  and  a  3  ton  tandem 
roller. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  wished  to  thank  all  officers, 
elected  and  appointed,  for  their  excellent  co-operation  during 
1975.

Voted  that  the  sum  of  $3,250,374  be  appropriated 
for  constructing,  originally  equipping  and  furnishing  a  new 
junior-senior  high  school  building  in  accordance  with  Project 
Number  6B  in  the  Town  of  Hatfield;  that  to  meet  said  appro- 
priation the  sum  of  $125,000  be  transferred  from  the  Stabiliza- 
tion Fund,  and  the  treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  be  authorized  to  borrow  the  sum  of  $3,125,374 
under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  645  of  the  Acts  of  1948,  as 
amended,  and  be  authorized  to  issue  bonds  or  notes  of  the 
Town  therefore;  provided  that  the  total  authorized  borrowing 
shall  be  reduced  by  any  matching  stabilization  fund  payment; 
and  that  the  High  School  Building  Committee  be  authorized 
to  take  all  action  necessary  to  carry  out  this  vote;  said  appro- 
priation and  action  to  be  contigent  upon  a  school  construction 
grant  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  under  Chapter  645  of  the 
Acts  of  1948,  as  amended,  to  the  extent  of,  not  less  than  Sixty-

Article  3.  Voted  to  take  no  action. 

Article  4.  Voted  that  the  Town  acquire  by  purchase,  and/or 
by  eminent  domain  under  Chapter  79  of  the  General  Laws  of 
Massachusetts,  as  amended,  and  all  other  powers  pertaining 
thereto,  for  the  site  of  a  new  school  building  or  buildings,  the 
tract  of  land  with  buildings  and  trees  thereon,  hereinafter  de- 
scribed, and  that  the  sum  of  $120,000  be  appropriated  for  the 
purchase  of,  and/or  for  the  payment  of  damages  for  the  taking 
of  by  eminent  domain  under  Chapter  79  of  the  General  Laws 
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of  Massachusetts,  as  amended,  and  all  other  powers  pertain- 
ing thereto,  the  tract  of  land  with  buildings  and  trees  thereon, 
hereinafter  described;  that  to  meet  said  appropriation,  the 
treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  be 
authorized  to  borrow  said  sum  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter 
645  of  the  Acts  of  1948,  as  amended,  and  be  authorized  to  issue 
bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town  therefore,  and  that  the  High  School 
Building  Committee  be  authorized  to  take  all  action  necessary 
to  carry  out  this  vote;  said  appropriation  and  action  to  be  con- 
tingent upon  a  school  construction  grant  by  the  State  Board  of 
Education  under  Chapter  645  of  the  Acts  of  1948,  as  amended, 
to  the  extent  of,  not  less  than,  Sixty-Five  (65)  percent  of  the  ap- 
proved cost  of  Project  6B;  said  tract  or  parcel  of  land  is  more 
particularly  descrived  under  Article  4  of  the  Special  Town 
Meeting  Warrant.  Unanimous  vote. 

Article  5.  Voted  to  appropriate  and  transfer  from  Surplus 
Revenue  the  sum  of  $3,000.00  for  the  Machinery  Operating

Article  6.  Voted  to  appropriate  and  transfer  the  sum  of 
$2,500.00  from  Surplus  Revenue  to  the  Highway  General 
Account. 

Voted  to  appropriate  and  transfer  the  sum  of 
$100.00  for  compensation  and  expense  due  the  Town  Account- 
ant. 

Article  8.  Voted  to  appropriate  and  transfer  from  Surplus 
Revenue  the  sum  of  $1,500.00  for  preparation  by  the  Planning 
Board  of  a  new  zoning  map  for  the  Town  of  Hatfield,  Massachu- 
setts. 

Article  9.  Voted  to  appropriate  and  transfer  from  Surplus 
Revenue  the  sum  of  $1,800.00  for  repair  and  renovations  to  the 
School  Street  Community  Building. 

Article  10.  Voted  to  appropriate  and  transfer  from  Surplus 
Renvenue  the  sum  of  $500.00  for  the  Civil  Defense  Account. 

Article  11.  Voted  to  appropriate  and  transfer  from  Surplus 
Revenue  the  sum  of  $1,500.00  for  inspection  of  buildings  in  the 
Town  of  Hatfield,  Massachusetts. 
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Article  12.  Voted  to  appropriate  and  transfer  from  Surplus 
Revenue  the  sum  of  $339.00  for  the  Town's  dues  for  participa- 
tion in  the  Lower  Pioneer  Valley  Planning  Commission. 

Article  13.  Voted  to  appropriate  and  transfer  from  funds 
allocated  to  the  Town  under  Section  3  of  Chapter  825  of  the  Acts 
of  1974  the  sum  of  $44,825.00  for  construction,  reconstruction  or 
repair  of  highways  in  the  Town  of  Hatfield,  Massachusetts. 

Voted  to  dissolve  the  meeting.

I  hereby  submit  my  7th  annual  report  as  your  Tree  Warden 
and  Local  Superintendent  of  Insect  Pest  Control. 

Pruning,  cabling  and  bracing  of  town  trees  along  the  follow- 
ing streets  has  been  done  as  needed:  Elm  St.,  Maple  St.,  Prospect 
St.,  Main  St.,  School  St.,  Chestnut  St.,  King  St.,  Depot  Rd.,  Pan- 
try Rd.,  Dwight  St.  and  Bridge  St.,  This  work  is  done  as  funds 
will  allow  on  the  trees  needing  the  most  urgent  attention. 

Removal  of  diseased  and  weak  trees  is  put  to  bid  each  winter 
as  this  is  the  time  of  the  year  we  can  get  the  lowest  prices. 

Planting  of  approximately  60  new  trees  is  done  each  spring 
with  the  help  of  the  town  crew.  If  you  desire  a  tree  planted  in 
front  of  your  property  on  town  land,  please  call  my  office  and  I 
will  check  the  location  to  determine  if  it  is  feasible  and  is  in  the 
best  interest  of  the  town.  If  so,  your  name  will  be  placed  on  our 
planting  list  and,  as  quantity  allows,  we  will  plant  the  tree 
either  this  spring  or  the  following  spring. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Highway  Superintendent  and  crews 
for  their  co-operation  in  the  past  year. 

The  Mosquito  Control  Program  has  been  placed  under  my 
supervision  by  the  Health  Board.  The  program  is  started  as 
weather  allows  in  the  spring  and  is  for  control  of  adult  mos- 
quitos.  Application  of  pyrethrins  is  applied  every  10  days,  along 
roadways,  with  the  exception  of  certain  areas  that  have  had 
special  requests  by  area  citizens  of  that  area  and  areas  where 
streams,  rivers  or  ponds  exist.

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Hatfield  Public  Library 
and  the  Citizens  of  Hatfield 

I  hereby  submit  my  sixteenth  annual  report  as  Librarian  of 
Hatfield. 

The  circulation  for  the  year  1975  showed  a  slight  increase. 
During  the  year  682  books  were  added  to  the  library.  Of  these 
290  were  for  children  and  392  for  adults.  We  also  borrowed  2340 
books  from  the  Regional  Library  System.  I  wish  to  remind  our 
borrowers  that  I  will  be  glad  to  borrow,  from  Interlibrary  Loan, 
any  book  not  found  on  our  shelves. 

This  year  Mrs.  Vollinger  and  I  attended  library  workshops 
in  Westfield,  which  were  held  by  the  Regional  Library  system. 
For  attending  these  workshops,  $500  worth  of  reference  books 
and  a  collection  of  popular  records  were  given  to  the  library 
from  a  federal  fund.  I  also  completed  a  five  week  course  on  libra- 
ry management. 

During  National  Library  Week,  with  the  cooperation  of  the 
teachers,  a  poster  contest  was  held  with  prizes  going  to  the  three 
best  posters  in  each  grade. 

Our  thanks  again  goes  to  the  Hatfield  Book  Club  for  their 
gift  of  file  drawers  to  the  library.  They  also  sponsored  the  sum- 
mer reading  program  again  this  year  for  which  we  are  most  grate- 
ful. 

I  wish  to  thank  Mrs.  Ethel  Byrne  for  donating  two  file  cabi- 
nets to  the  library  and  also  the  many  townspeople  who  donated 
books  and  magazines  during  the  year.  We  are  most  grateful  to 
our  volunteer  story  tellers  who  have  made  many  enjoyable  hours 
for  the  children.  They  are  as  follows:  Mrs.  Jane  Yolen  Stemple, 
Mrs.  Avis  Fusek,  Mrs.  Gloria  LaFleur,  Mrs.  Mary  Lou  Cutter, 
Miss  Donna  Paddock,  and  Miss  Irene  Smiarowski.

High  School  Building  Committee 


The  Building  Committee,  with  the  assistance  of  Whittier 
Associates,  Inc.,  and  Dr.  George  Collins,  Educational  Consultant, 
put  together  three  possible  solutions  to  Hatfield's  school  dilemma. 

1.  Plan  5—43,000  sq.  ft.  of  new  construction  continuing  to 
use  present  facilities  (No  State  funding) 

2.  Plan  6A— 48,000  sq.  ft.  of  new  construction  as  a  senior 
high  school  continuing  to  use  present  facilities.  (Consistent  with 
SBAB  requirements) 

3.  Plan  6B— 66,000  sq.  ft.— a  full  facility  junior-senior  high 
school  (Consistent  with  SBAB  requirements) 

A  public  presentation  of  these  three  plans  was  held  to  get 
information  and  suggestions  as  to  the  direction  the  Building 
Committee  should  take  in  resolving  the  school  construction 
needs. 

At  a  special  town  meeting  (April  28,  1975)  Plans  6A  and  6B 
were  presented  to  the  voters  as  a  solution  to  Hatfield's  educa- 
tional needs.  Plan  6B  (66,000  sq.  ft.  junior-senior  high  school 
on  the  so-called  Blauvelt  site)  was  voted  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
$3.2M  contingent  upon  state  funding  of  65%. 

On  June  12, 1975  the  Building  Committee,  School  Committee, 
and  Regional  Planning  Committee  met  with  SBAB  officials,  Dr. 
John  Calabro  (Administrator),  Mr.  Joseph  Bishop  (Plant 
Specialist),  Mr.  William  Crowley  (Administrative  Assistant),  and 
Dr.  Peter  Murphy  (Director  of  School  Reorganization  and  Col- 
laboration). Topics  of  discussion  were:  (1)  Legality  of  65%  fund- 
ing; (2)  Educational  feasibility;  (3)  Long  range  planning;  (4) 
Building  Committee  request  to  place  Hatfield's  case  on  the  June 
24, 1975,  Board  of  Education  agenda. 

At  the  Board  of  Education  Hearing  on  June  24,  1975,  the 
Chairman  of  the  Hatfield  School  Committee  presented  the  edu- 
cation needs,  objectives,  and  goals  for  the  foreseeable  future. 

Mr.  William  Black,  Administrative  Assistant,  stated  that  he 
recognizes  Hatfield's  needs,  that  there  are  funds  available  in 
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budget  to  take  care  of  Hatfield's  request,  that  Hatfield  has  ful- 
filled all  necessary  criteria,  and  he  felt  approval  should  be  grant- 
ed. 

Dr.  Peter  Murphy  recognized  that  Hatfield  had  done  all  it 
could  to  join  and/or  create  an  expanded  school  district  but  was 
not  successful,  approved  Hatfield's  longrange  planning,  and 
favored  approval  of  construction. 

Dr.  John  Calabro,  with  some  reservation,  recommended  to 
the  Board  of  Education  that  Hatfield  be  given  approval.  Com- 
missioner of  Education  Gregory  Anrig  disagreed  with  the 
amount  of  State  aid,  local  construction,  costs,  educational  of- 
fering, and  recommended  to  the  Board  of  Education  to  deny 
Hatfield's  request. 

On  August  28,  1975,  the  Building  Committee  received  a  let- 
ter from  Gregory  Anrig  (Secretary  of  Board  of  Education)  of  the 
decision  of  the  Board  of  Education  denying  Hatfield  state  aid 
for  school  construction. 

Attorney  Philip  L.  Goduti,  in  behalf  of  the  Hatfield  School 
Committee,  has  submitted  Hatfield's  case  to  the  Supreme  Judi- 
cial Court,  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  for  decision.  No 
hearing  date  has  been  set  at  this  time. 

The  Building  Committee  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation 
to  the  Honorable  Senator  Olver,  Staff  Aide  Harry  Greenwald, 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  all  other  town  and  state  officials 
for  their  cooperation  and  assistance.

1975  was  a  much  busier  year  than  the  Board  expected.  The 
Board  conducted  eleven  public  hearings  on  requests  to  vary  the 
Town's  Zoning  By-Laws.  Two  of  these  requests  sought  garage 
additions  closer  to  side  lot  lines  than  By-Laws  permit.  Each  of 
these  requests  was  granted.  Another  request  asked  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  swimming  pool  closer  to  the  side  lot  than  per- 
mitted. This  request  was  also  granted.  Permission  to  construct 
a  one  family  dwelling  in  an  accessory  building  on  property 
where  a  dwelling  already  existed  was  sought  by  a  petitioner. 
This  request  was  denied.  Hatfield  has  many  properties  containing 
what  were  once  or  still  are  a  farm  building  complex.  To  have 
granted  the  above  request  would  have  opened  the  way  for 
dwelling  construction  in  these  many  buildings.  Such  dwelling 
construction  is  clearly  contrary  to  the  zoning  intent  of  having 
one  house  on  one  lot  that  meets  all  area  and  perimeter  require- 
ments. One  petitioner  sought  permission  to  construct  an  addi- 
tion to  an  accessory  building  too  close  to  the  side  lot  line  in  a  new 
business  complex.  The  Board  denied  this  request.  This  particu- 
lar petition  chose  to  exercise  the  right  that  each  citizen  has  un- 
der Chapter  40A  of  the  General  Laws  and  asked  the  District 
Court  to  review  the  Board's  decision.  The  review  was  held  in  late 
October.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Court  nullified  the  Board's 
decision  and  ordered  the  variance  granted.  Two  petitioners 
sought  permission  to  extend  the  use  of  non-conformirtg  auto- 
motive service  stations  in  residential  areas.  Both  requests  were 
denied.  One  petitioner  asked  an  extension  of  use  to  permit  light 
manufacturing  in  an  existing  non-conforming  building.  Because 
of  an  omission  in  the  petitioner's  list  of  abuttors  this  hearing 
was  held  twice.  This  request  was  also  denied.  A  couple  petitioned 
the  Board  to  allow  the  construction  of  a  one  family  dwelling  on 
land  zoned  for  industrial  use  in  a  location  where  the  couple  were 
conducting  a  business.  This  request  was  granted. 

1975  was  also  a  difficult  year.  It  was  made  difficult  by  the 
fact  that  many  of  the  decisions  the  Board  had  to  make  were 
somewhat  complex.  It  was  also  difficult  because  we  knew  that 
some  of  our  decisions  did  not  please  parties  concerned  with  the 
requested  variance. 
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We  are  often  asked  just  what  the  Board's  authority  is.  Very 
simply  the  Board  is  bounded  by  the  requirements  of  Chapter 
40A  of  the  General  Laws  and  by  Hatfield's  Zoning  By-Laws. 
Whenever  the  Board  has  a  doubt  about  a  decision  it  obtains  a 
legal  opinion  before  publishing  that  opinion.  Many  of  the  de- 
cisions made  in  1975  were  reviewed  by  legal  counsel. 

We  recognize  that  our  decisions  will  not  always  please 
everyone  but  we  do  our  best  to  make  our  decisions  the  right  de- 
cisions. 

A  word  about  the  costs  must  be  included  in  this  report.  Dur- 
ing 1975  we  experienced  an  increase  in  legal  advertising  rate 
and  because  of  the  increased  complexity  of  the  requested  vari- 
ances the  clerical  time  spent  on  each  hearing  has  climbed.  On 
the  last  day  of  1975  the  first  class  postage  rate  increased.  All 
this  brought  the  average  cost  of  a  hearing  to  over  $30.00  while 
our  filing  fee  remained  at  $15.00.  Also,  on  July  1,  1976,  we  will 
on  the  advice  of  legal  counsel,  begin  sending  all  hearing  notices 
and  decisions  by  certified  return  receipt  mail.  This  will  add  about 
$40.00  to  the  average  cost  of  one  hearing. 

The  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  those  who  use  its  services 
should  bear  its  costs.  Therefore,  effective  July  1,  1976,  the  filing 
fee  for  a  variance  or  special  permit  will  be  increased  to  $75.00.

Mr.  Higgins  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  remind 
the  citizens  of  Hatfield  while  they  are  legally  allowed  to  do  elec- 
trical work  on  their  residences,  it  is  to  their  best  interest  to  hire 
a  qualified  electrician.  His  concern  is  the  saving  of  life  and  per- 
sonal property  due  to  faulty  wiring,  and  the  possibility  of  fire 
hazards  being  created. 

Mr.  Harold  Lizek— Gas  Inspector  reports  the  following:

1  Commercial  inspection 
14  Residential  inspections 

It  should  be  pointed  out  that  building  permit  applications 
have  to  be  signed  by  the  owner  of  record.  His  builder  is  not  al- 
lowed, under  the  current  laws,  to  act  in  the  owners  behalf,  un- 
less he  has  power  of  attorney. 

The  responsibility  for  calling  for  inspections,  and  proper 
completion  of  work  done  is  the  Owners,  not  the  builders,  under 
the  current  law. 

THE  PROCEDURE  FOR  OBTAINING  PERMITS  IS  AS 
FOLLOWS: 

Permit  application  procedures  to  follow  for  one  and  two  family 
dwellings,  and  all  other  types  of  buildings. 

TO:    Construct,    Enlarge,    Alter,    Remove,    Demolish,    or 
Change  Occupancy  to  another  group. 

TO:  Erect  a  Sign,  Install  a  swimming  pool,  etc. 
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Go  to  the  Town  Clerk's  office,  get  3  building  permit  appli- 
cations and  any  other  necessary  applications,  Plumbing,  Sewer 
and  Water,  Gas,  Electrical,  Septic  system,  Fire  alarm  (smoke 
and  heat)  detector  systems,  Supt.  of  highways  on  driveways.  If 
on  state  highway,  get  a  clearance  from  State  for  curb  cut,  and 
proper  radius  for  driveways.  Also  obtain  a  copy  of  pertinent 
town  zoning  by-laws. 

Fill  out  all  applications  after  necessary  tests  and  provisions 
have  been  met.  Together  with  THREE  (3)  building  permit  ap- 
plications, provide  not  less  than  Three  (3)  copies  of  plans  and 
specifications,  not  less  than  THREE  (3)  copies  of  plot  plan, 
showing  the  exact  location  of  existing  and  proposed  building 
structures.  Existing  street  grades  must  be  shown.  These  plans 
must  be  DRAWN  TO  SCALE. 

Indicate  and  get  Fire  Chief's  approval  for  locations  and 
number  of  smoke  and  heat  detectors.  If  the  construction  is  in 
conflict  with  the  wetlands  protection  act  (The  Hatch  Act),  a  Con- 
servation Commission  hearing  and  permit  will  be  required.  If 
in  violation  of  any  town  zoning  by-laws,  it  will  be  turned  down, 
and  a  hearing  and  approval  from  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals 
will  be  required. 

Submit  the  above  applications  and  plans  and  all  necessary 
data  to  the  Inspector  of  Buildings,  and  if  there  are  any  further 
questions,  please  call.  The  plans  will  be  reviewed  by  the  Inspec- 
tor of  Buildings.  If  everything  is  in  order,  he  will  give  you  a 
letter  stating  so,  also  the  building  fee  for  the  permit  will  be 
shown.  Bring  this  to  the  Town  Clerk  who  will  give  you  a  receipt 
showing  that  the  fee  has  been  paid  and  the  water  service  entry 
fee  has  been  paid.  This  will  have  to  be  done  BEFORE  a  permit 
can  be  issued.  The  Inspector  of  Buildings  must  be  notified  24 
hours  in  advance  when  the  work  is  ready  for  inspection.  After 
the  24  hours  has  expired,  the  job  will  be  inspected  within  48 
hours. 
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INSPECTIONS  WILL  BE  AS  FOLLOWS 

1.  Footings,  after  forms  are  set,  prior  to  placing  concrete. 

2.  Foundation  walls  and  footings,  before  backfill. 

3.  Rough  frame,  before  installation  of  insulation  and  wall  cov- 
ering. 

4.  Final  inspection  prior  to  Occupancy  Certificate. 

5.  Any  other  occasions  Inspector  of  Buildings  may  designate. 

I  will  provide  as  much  assistance  as  I  possibly  can,  at  any 
time.  If  you  check  with  people  who  have  applied  in  1975,  I 
believe  you  will  find  this  borne  out.  I  do,  however,  have  the 
duty  to  protect  the  taxpayers  rights.  I  have  to  insist  on  some- 
things that  seem  trivial,  this  is  the  reason-

The  Hatfield  Sewer  Commission  wishes  to  inform  the  citi- 
zens of  Hatfield  that  on  January  19,  1975,  the  State  Department 
of  Environmental  Quality  Engineering  has  approved  the  acqui- 
sition of  the  Elm  Court  site  for  the  town's  new  treatment  plant. 
The  commission  believes  that  from  an  engineering  and  topo- 
graphical viewpoint,  the  Elm  Court  site  is  the  optimum  location. 

Plans  are  currently  being  formulated  with  Tighe  and  Bond, 
consulting  engineers,  to  obtain  new  cost  estimates  and  neces- 
sary permits  for  construction.  The  commission  believes  that  due 
to  inflation  and  rising  construction  costs  it  will  have  to  request 
additional  funding  from  the  town.

To  the  Citizens  of  Hatfield : 

Robert  Bartlett  was  appointed  as  new  water  superinten- 
dent, replacing  Charles  Eberlein  Sr. 

Five  new  water  services  were  installed  this  past  year.  A  new 
floor  was  placed  in  the  watershed  gate  house.  Fences  were  erec- 
ted and  main  gates  were  repaired  at  the  reservoir.  Brush  and 
trees  were  cut  down  around  the  reservoir  and  along  the  feeder 
stream  to  prevent  leaves  from  falling  into  the  reservoir.  Some 
of  the  large  logs  were  sold  and  the  sum  of  $300.00  was  returned 
to  the  town. 

In  keeping  with  the  bicentennial  spirit,  a  new  hydrant  was 
installed  on  Main  Street.  It  was  placed  across  from  the  town 
clock,  located  in  the  First  Congregational  Church,  and  the  Dick- 
inson Memorial  Library.  This  was  to  assure  adequate  fire  pro- 
tection for  these  two  historical  landmarks. 

Three  new  water  fountains  were  installed,  two  at  the  Ele- 
mentary School  and  one  at  the  Junior  High  School. 

Due  to  the  reconstruction  on  Prospect  Street,  the  water 
main  was  lowered  and  five  water  services  were  renewed. 

The  water  commissioners  wish  to  thank  the  Selectmen  and 
the  Highway  Superintendent  for  the  utilization  of  C.E.T.A. 
men.  It  was  a  big  help  in  keeping  the  Water  Department's  budg- 
et within  our  reach.

Bingo  games  held  in  Capawonk 
were  scheduled  every  Wednesday  afternoon.  Local  merchants 
deserve  praise  for  frequently  contributing  prizes  for  these 
occasions.  We  thank  them  for  their  help.  Special  thanks  to 
Desi's  Barbar  Shop  and  All-Star  Dairy  for  allowing  us  to  put  our 
notices  in  their  windows  thus  enabling  the  elderly  to  be  aware 
of  events.  Our  final  social  affair  of  1975  was  a  Christmas  party 
that  was  very  well  attended,  and  with  the  help  of  benefactors 
such  as  Hatfield  Police  Association,  Hatfield  Fire  Department, 
Lions  Club,  American  Legion,  and  Chief  Henry  Sliwoski  who 
supplied  a  Santa  Claus,  all  made  it  a  rousing  success. 

In  early  December  flu  shots  were  given  to  the  elderly  by 
Dr.  Kaiser,  assisted  by  Mrs.  Godek  and  Ann  Yarrows  who  so 
graciously  donated  their  services. 

Of  course,  without  the  help  of  the  Hatfield  Housing  Author- 
ity, we  would  not  have  been  able  to  function  as  efficiently.

Planning  Board  Report 


The  Hatfield  Planning  Board  held  19  meetings  during  1975. 

A  Planning  Board  article  to  secure  funds  for  clarification 
of  the  Zoning  Map  was  passed  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 
The  purpose  of  the  map,  which  is  presently  being  completed  by 
Gordon  E.  Ainsworth  &  Associates,  is  to  fix  meets  and  bounds 
to  the  existing  Zoning  Map,  so  that  there  are  determined  points 
from  which  to  make  measurements.  The  new  Zoning  Map  does 
not  have  any  zoning  changes. 

A  second  major  project  of  the  Board  during  the  year  was 
the  preparation  of  a  questionnaire  sent  to  over  1600  voters  of  the 
Town  of  Hatfield.  The  234  returns  are  gratefully  acknowledged. 
The  results  of  the  questionnaire  have  been  compiled  by  the 
University  of  Massachusetts  Computer  Center  with  the  cooper- 
ation of  Mr.  Richard  Gaffney,  County  Planner.  The  Planning 
Board  is  presently  reviewing  the  results  of  the  questionnaire, 
and  will  publicize  the  results  shortly. 

The  Planning  Board  sent  letters  to  all  of  the  major  Boards 
and  Commissions  in  town  requesting  input  on  long-range  plan- 
ning and  possible  zoning  by-law  changes.  Informative  com- 
ments were  received  from  the  following  boards:  Conservation 
Commission,  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals,  Industrial  Development 
Commission  and  Industrial  Development  Finance  Commission. 

The  Planning  Board  established  procedures  to  be  followed 
at  all  meetings.  Any  individual  requesting  a  hearing  should 
send  a  formal  notification  in  advance  and  set  up  a  hearing  date. 
The  individual  or  individuals  will  be  given  a  time  period  in 
which  to  present  their  request,  and  the  Board  will  then  review 
and  notify  all  interested  parties  of  their  decision  in  writing. 

During  the  year  the  Planning  Board  acted  on  eight  land 
transfer  approvals  for  recording  of  plot  plans  with  the  Registry 
of  Deeds,  and  also  had  information  meetings  with  individuals 
representing  the  Land  Use  Advisory  Service  and  the  Lower  Pi- 
oneer Valley  Regional  Planning  Commission. 
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The  major  project  of  the  Board  in  1976  will  be  the  updating 
of  the  Zoning  By-Laws,  which  will  be  printed  in  book  form  and 
which  will  include  a  copy  of  the  approved  new  Zoning  Map. 
The  Board  is  interested  in  town  residents'  reactions  to  the 
zoning  of  business  properties  that  were  in  existence  in  1961. 
We  have  had  requests  from  some  of  the  current  owners  that 
businesses  in  existence  at  the  time  the  original  map  was  drawn 
up  should  be  zoned  as  Business  rather  than  as  non-conform- 
ing use.  We  would  like  the  reaction  of  the  Hatfield  residents  to 
the  following  question:  Should  all  of  these  sites  now  be  zoned 
as  Business,  or  should  they  be  zoned  individually  depending 
upon  existing  conditions? 

A  grateful  appreciation  is  extended  to  town  residents  for 
their  financial  support  of  the  map.  The  Board  hopes  that  con- 
tinued support  will  be  forthcoming  with  the  updating  of  our 
town's  Zoning  By-Laws.

This  Commission  has  concerned  itself  primarily  with  the 
laws  concerning  the  protection  of  wetlands.  All  citizens  should 
be  aware  of  the  necessity  to  follow  the  new  legal  procedures 
when  planning  work  on  or  near  any  lands  which  are  affected  by 
swamps  or  streams  or  the  flooding  from  these  areas.  Several 
hearings  were  held  to  establish  Orders  Of  Conditions  so  that  the 
various  projects  might  proceed. 

The  Commission  hopes  to  complete  a  study  of  the  natural 
resources  of  Hatfield  that  might  be  preserved  for  public  uses 
such  as  sports,  recreation  and  preservation  of  green  belts.  This 
may  lead  to  a  program  of  conservation  easements  to  protect 
our  open  spaces  for  everyone's  use.

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School  Committee  Report 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Hatfield: 

As  the  School  Committee's  previous  report  covered  to  July 
1,  1974,  the  following  reports  will  cover  the  period  of  July  1, 
1974,  through  June  30,  1975.  This  is  in  accordance  with  instruc- 
tions received  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

During  this  period,  the  School  Committee  was  faced  with 
challenges  and  problems.  Among  them  was  the  legislature  that 
mandated  Chapter  766,  which  provided  services  for  students 
with  special  needs,  and  the  School  Committee  is  making  every 
effort  to  comply  with  this  legislature.  The  adequate  housing 
problem  on  the  upper  level  still  remains  unresolved,  and  your 
attention  is  directed  to  the  report  of  the  School  Building  Com- 
mittee for  an  updating  on  this  matter.  The  School  Committee  con- 
tinues to  comply  with  state  regulations,  continues  to  review  its 
own  policies  so  that  it  can  provide  a  quality  education  and  train- 
ing to  prepare  the  youth  of  Hatfield  to  become  competent  and 
functioning  citizens,  a  responsibility  it  shares  with  the  parents 
and  the  community. 

In  reviewing  this  period,  the  School  Committee  held  11 
regular  meetings  and  13  special  meetings.  It  also  attended  the 
many  meetings  of  those  committees  concerned  with  the  schools. 

A  complete  list  of  school  personnel  can  be  found  in  another 
section  of  this  report.  In  reviewing  the  teaching  staff  situations, 
the  following  changes  took  place  in  the  school  system  in  the  fol- 
lowing areas: 

Mr.  Eric  B.  Gervais— resigned  to  pursue  a  legal  career. 

Mrs.  Lois  Rost— resigned,  moved  to  Florida. 

Miss  Jean  Kempisty— retired. 

Mrs.  Geraldine  Smith— elected  grade  5  teacher 

Miss  Karen  Krawczynski— elected  grade  6  teacher 

Miss  Nancy  Stahelek— elected  art  instructor. 

Miss  Donna  Paddock— elected  junior  high  English  teacher. 

Mrs.  Sally  Vollinger— elected  speech  and  hearing  therapist. 
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There  are  presently  33  full-time  teachers,  2  administrators, 
5  part-time  supervisors,  4  specialists,  1  part-time  school  nurse, 
1  secretary,  1  part-time  secretary,  8  cafeteria  women  and  3  cus- 
todians on  the  staff. 

The  School  Committee  and  the  Finance  Board  met  on 
January  21,  1975,  and  February  8,  1975,  to  set  the  school  budget 
for  the  1975-1976  school  year.  Both  committees  reviewed  the 
presented  budget,  keeping  in  mind  the  needs  of  the  students  of 
the  Town  and  then  agreed  to  the  final  budget.  The  1975-1976 
budget  was  broken  down  as  follows:  General  Control— 2.89%,  In- 
struction—72-27%,  Other  School  Services— 10.24%,  Operation  and 
Maintenance  of  Plant— 13.56%,  Fixed  Charges— 0.12%,  Communi- 
ty Services— 0.24%,  and  Acquisition  of  New  Equipment— 0.68%. 
The  total  budget  for  1975-1976  is  $761,295.00  with  $46,300  being 
charged  to  other  categories  and  $714,995.00  to  taxation.  The 
vocational  school  budget  for  1975-1976  was  set  for  $113,900.00. 

Although  the  Finance  Board  and  the  School  Committee  have 
not  met  yet  to  discuss  the  1976-1977  school  budget,  the  regular 
budget  is  presently  set  at  $785,344.00  with  charges  to  other  cate- 
gories not  yet  firmed  up.  The  1976-1977  vocational  school  budget 
is  presently  set  at  $88,450.00. 

In  keeping  with  the  School  Committee  policy,  bids  were  pre- 
pared, advertised,  and  publicly  opened  by  the  School  Committee 
for  the  following  contracts  and  purchases:  Regular  School  Bus 
Transportation— Maroney  Bus  Co.;  Vocational  School  Bus 
Transportation— Skroski  Bus  Co.;  Oil  Contract  #2  Oil— Pepin 
Oil  Co.;  Milk  Contract— All  Star  Dairy  Corp.;  Bread  Contract— 
Dreikorn's  Bakery;  Tractor  Lawn  Mower— Criscola  Bros.;  Fur- 
nace Motor— Automatic  Heating;  and  School  Vans— Labbee 
Chevrolet. 

Maintenance  and  repairs  of  school  buildings  and  grounds 
is  a  continuous  process  during  the  four  seasons  of  the  year.  Be- 
sides ordinary  maintenance  and  repair,  the  following  programs 
were  carried  out:  Elementary— Locks  repaired;  complete  out- 
side was  puttied,  primed,  and  painted;  external  brick  was  re- 
paired and  sealed;  boiler  was  repaired;  cafetorium  partially  tiled; 
and  extensive  room  painting.  Junior  High— Exterior  doors  and 
windows  were  painted,  rest  room  facilities  repaired  and  painted, 
exterior  door  and  roof  repair,  boiler  repair,  and  extensive  room 
painting. 
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The  Trustees  of  Smith  Academy  continue  to  carry  out  nec- 
essary repairs  to  their  building.  These  repairs  were  taken  care  of 
without  cost  to  the  Town.  The  Trustees  have  been  very  co- 
operative in  maintaining  the  building  and  deserve  a  vote  of 
appreciation. 

The  following  major  pieces  of  new  equipment  were  added 
to  the  school  system:  4  pieces  of  elementary  playground  equip- 
ment; 1  16mm  projector;  typewriters,  both  office  and  class- 
room; film  strip  projectors;  1  rotary  tractor  mower;  2  portable 
bleachers;  file  and  storage  cabinets;  record  players;  duplicator; 
and  1  furnace  burner. 

The  School  Committee  continues  to  endorse  the  schools'  par- 
ticipation in  federal  programs,  the  Neighborhood  Youth  Corps 
program,  related  educational  programs  for  the  youth  of  the 
Town  including  basketball  and  baseball  programs,  Boy  Scouts, 
Cub  Scouts,  4-H  groups,  softball  and  summer  and  winter  recre- 
ation groups.  It  also  cooperates  with  the  various  committees  and 
groups  by  making  available  equipment  and  facilities.  The 
School  Committee  continues  to  cooperate  with  the  Northampton 
Institution  for  Savings  in  making  a  school  savings  program  avail- 
able. Also  available  is  a  pupil  insurance  program  on  a  voluntary 
basis.  Through  the  cooperation  of  the  selectmen  and  CETA, 
a  Title  II  Federal  project,  additional  personnel  were  added  to 
the  school  staff  in  a  variety  of  capacities,  enforcing  and  expand- 
ing programs.  Unfortunately,  this  program  is  being  phased  out. 
The  School  Committee  also  participates  in  the  Hampshire 
County  Court  Resource  Project. 

The  School  Committee  is  pleased  to  acknowledge  the  inter- 
est of  the  following  citizens  and  civic  clubs  in  the  education  of 
our  students.

The  School  Committee  directs  your  attention  to  other  school 
reports  and  reports  concerning  schools. 

The  School  Committee  wishes  to  sincerely  thank  Miss  Jean 
Kempisty,  who  retired,  for  her  many  years  of  dedicated  service. 

The  School  Committee  wishes  to  sincerely  thank  Frank  A. 
Malinowski,  Jr.,  for  his  service  as  a  member. 

In  closing,  the  School  Committee  wishes  to  extend  its  sin- 
cere thanks  to  all  for  their  cooperation  and  assistance.

To  the  School  Committee  and  the 
Citizens  of  Hatfield: 

In  accordance  with  the  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  and  the 
policies  of  the  Hatfield  School  Committee,  I  hereby  submit 
my  report  for  the  twelve-month  period  July  1,  1974-June  30, 
1975,  fiscal  year,  my  seventeenth  annual  report  as  Superinten- 
dent of  Schools  of  Hatfield. 

Continued  efforts  are  being  made  by  the  administration  and 
staff  to  improve  the  subject  offerings.  The  school  system  has 
made  self-evaluation  studies  to  determine  areas  of  strength 
and  weakness  in  order  to  provide  for  improvements  where  need- 
ed. Especially  on  the  upper  level,  successful  athletics,  music,  club, 
field  trips,  and  other  activities  have  all  added  to  the  experience 
of  the  participating  students. 

A  great  challenge  to  all  schools  came  as  a  result  of  the  im- 
plementation of  Chapter  766,  and  the  challenge  continues  with 
the  coming  implementation  of  Chapter  622.  These  laws  directly 
affect  all  phases  of  school  operation  such  as  transportation, 
tuition,  staffing,  salaries,  facilities,  etc.  The  budget  will  show 
increases  in  these  areas  of  mandated  programs,  but  we  know 
the  results  will  be  a  more  meaningful  education  for  all  the 
students.  The  School  Department  continues  its  efforts  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  this  legislation.  Hopefully,  some  of  these 
added  costs  will  be  reimbursable,  and  we  can  anticipate  in- 
creased state  reimbursements  in  this  area. 

At  this  writing,  we  find  that  we  are  still  faced  with  an  upper 
level  housing  problem.  The  resolution  of  this  problem  is  long 
overdue,  and  the  needed  and  replacement  facilities  should  be 
made  available  so  that  students  can  take  advantage  of  them 
now.  The  staff  and  student  body  function  well  even  though 
space  is  at  a  premium.  The  School  Building  Committee  report 
carries  an  update  on  the  action  taken. 

The  School  Committee  has  made  every  effort  to  develop 
a  budget  which  will  provide  for  a  good  educational  program 
and  yet  will  be  reasonable  in  terms  of  the  dollars  required,  in 
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terms  of  the  ability  of  the  town  to  pay  and  in  doing  so,  hope- 
fully not  underestimating.  Costs  have  gone  up  this  year  due  to 
inflation  that  has  affected  everyone  and  also  due  to  the  recent 
state  legislation.  All  personnel  have  input  in  the  budget,  and  the 
budget  receives  reviews  as  it  passes  through  the  chain  of 
command.  State  reimbursements  are  received.  Your  attention  is 
directed  to  the  reimbursements  received  and  expected  to  be 
received  from  the  state. 

Enrollment  for  this  year,  as  of  October  1,  1974,  is  633  stu- 
dents and  can  be  reviewed  in  the  chart  contained  in  this  report. 
Expected  enrollments  for  the  school  system  as  of  October  1, 
1975,  is  639  students.  In  examining  per  pupil  cost  figures  and 
comparing  them  with  other  schools,  we  find  that  the  latest  Mass. 
Department  of  Education  report  on  per  pupil  costs  lists  Hatfield 
as  having  one  of  the  lowest  per  pupil  costs  in  the  state.  The  cost 
as  listed  is  Elementary— $823.16,  High  School— $996.20,  total— 
$873.63. 

The  schools  continue  to  participate  in  the  Hampshire  Edu- 
cational Collaborative  in  intern  teaching  programs,  work-study 
programs,  independent  study  programs,  Education  Week, 
field  trips.  They  have  cooperated  with  various  local  and  civic 
groups  in  the  Community;  the  "Falcon  Flyer"  is  published; 
the  State  College  of  Westfield  Board  gave  a  performance  and 
demonstration  on  March  6,  1975;  the  high  school  Glee  Club 
put  on  "Flower  Drum  Song"  on  May  11,  12,  1975;  the  boys'  bas- 
ketball team  participated  in  the  Class  II  Western  Mass.  High 
School  Basketball  Tournament;  the  Golf  team  participated  in 
the  Western  Mass.  Golf  Tournament;  the  girls'  field  hockey  and 
softball  teams  participated  in  the  Western  Mass.  Tournaments; 
the  girls  won  the  1975  Bi-County  Softball  League  (a  first)  in 
1975;  and  students  continue  to  participate  in  the  Student  Gov- 
ernment Day  and  the  Youth  Advisory  Council. 

Special  Class  students  were  tuitioned  out  to  neighboring  com- 
munities after  an  evaluation  process  was  carried  out  according 
to  the  need  and  regulation;  testing  programs  took  place  through- 
out the  year,  and  all  students  were  tested  in  the  spring  of  1975. 
Students  participated  in  area  college  nights;  college  represen- 
tatives continue  to  visit  the  high  school,  Federal  Funds  have 
been  applied  for  and  received.  Many  meetings  and  conferences 
on  all  levels  were  attended. 
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In  June  1975,  48  students  were  graduated  from  Smith  Acad- 
emy and  of  this  number,  36  have  gone  on  to  further  education. 
Two  students  were  graduated  from  Smith's  Vocational  School, 
and  30  are  scheduled  to  attend,  as  of  September  1975.  Local 
adults  continue  to  take  Adult  Education  Courses  in  area  school 
evening  programs.  The  Class  of  1975  presented  the  school  a 
complete  stereophonic  set  as  a  graduating  gift. 

The  rule  regarding  entrance  of  pupils  is  as  follows:  Any 
child  who  attains  the  age  of  six  during  the  year  in  which  en- 
trance to  the  first  grade  is  sought  may  attend  school  beginning 
in  September  of  that  year.  For  example:  A  child  having  his 
sixth  birthday  on  any  day,  including  or  between  January  1, 
1976  and  December  31,  1976,  may  enroll  and  attend  school  be- 
ginning September,  1976.  Any  child  who  attains  the  age  of 
five  during  the  year  in  which  entrance  to  the  Kindergarten  is 
sought  may  attend  beginning  in  September  of  that  year. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Hatfield  School  Department  to  hold 
regular  sessions  when  it  is  practical  to  operate  the  school 
buses.  Parents  are  asked  to  use  their  own  discretion  as  to  the 
wisdom  of  sending  their  children  to  school  on  stormy  mornings. 
In  the  event  that  it  becomes  necessary  to  cancel  school  sessions, 
the  "No  School  Signal"  will  be  broadcast  over  radio  stations 
WHMP,  WTTT,  WHYN  and  WHYN-TV  at  6  a.m.  and  continue 
through  8:30  a.m.  The  authorities  at  these  stations  request  that 
parents  not  call  the  stations  for  this  information  but  to  listen  for 
the  announcements. 

Copies  of  the  bus  routes  and  released  time  for  Religious  In- 
struction have  been  published  in  the  newspapers  and  are  also 
available  in  all  school  offices.  Should  other  information  be  need- 
ed, a  call  to  the  school  offices  should  be  made. 

An  open-door  policy  continues  to  be  a  vital  part  of  our 
schools.  Our  teachers  continue  to  be  an  integral  part  of  this 
open-door  policy  and  are  willing  to  help  any  parent.  Parents 
are  invited  to  visit  and  see  what  and  how  their  children  learn 
in  the  classroom  but  are  requested  to  check  through  the  prin- 
cipal's office  first. 

For  a  more  updated  action  report  on  school  happenings, 
your  attention  is  directed  to  the  other  school  department  re- 
ports and  the  School  Building  Committee  report. 
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Before  concluding  this  report,  I  would  like  to  explain  Chap- 
ter 622,  a  state  regulation,  that  will  require  School  Committee 
action  on  September  1,  1975.  Chapter  622  is  referred  to  as  "An 
Act  to  Prohibit  Discrimination  in  the  Public  Schools"  and  reads 
as  follows:  No  person  shall  be  excluded  from  or  discriminated 
against  in  admission  to  a  public  school  of  any  town  or  in  obtain- 
ing the  advantages,  privileges,  and  courses  of  study  of  such 
public  school  on  account  of  race,  color,  sex,  religion,  or  national 
origin.  This  law  makes  it  clear  that  all  aspects  of  public  school 
education  must  be  fully  open  and  available  to  members  of  both 
sexes  and  of  minority  groups.  No  school  may  exclude  a  child 
from  any  course,  activity,  service,  or  resource  available  in  that 
public  school  on  account  of  race,  color,  sex,  religion  or  national 
origin  of  such  child.  These  regulations  have  been  approved  by 
the  State  Board  of  Education  and  address  five  areas  of  school 
policy:  school  admissions,  admissions  to  courses  of  study,  guid- 
ance, course  content,  extra-curricular,  and  athletic  activities, 
all  having  a  direct  effect  on  facilities.  Recapping,  these  regu- 
lations insure  the  right  of  access  to  the  public  schools  in  the 
Commonwealth  and  the  equal  enjoyment  of  the  opportunities, 
advantages,  privileges,  and  courses  of  study  at  such  schools 
without  regard  to  race,  color,  sex,  religion,  or  national  origin, 
and  the  obligation  to  comply  with  these  regulations  is  not  ob- 
viated or  alleviated  by  any  local  law  or  rule  or  regulation  of 
any  organization,  club,  athletic  or  other  league  or  association 
which  would  limit  the  eligibility  or  participation  of  any  student 
on  the  basis  of  race,  color,  sex,  religion,  or  national  origin. 
This  law  will  have  a  tremendous  effect  on  the  Hatfield  School 
system. 

Our  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  go  to  Mr.  Frank  A. 
Malinowski,  Jr.,  for  services  rendered  as  a  School  Committee 
member.  Also,  our  appreciation  to  Miss  Jean  Kempisty,  who 
retired,  for  her  many  years  of  dedicated  service. 

The  maintenance  of  a  good  system  is  a  continual  challenge 
to  all  concerned.  A  good  system  needs  the  hard  work  and  co- 
operation of  all  who  have  been  interested  and  involved  in  pro- 
viding good  educational  experiences  including  the  support  of 
parents,  town  officials  and  citizens. 
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I  wish  to  thank  the  town  officials,  parents,  citizens,  mem- 
bers of  the  School  Committee,  the  staff  and  students,  and  all 
who  have  helped  to  provide  an  educational  program  for  our 
young  people.  I  am  certain  that  with  the  continued  support  and 
cooperation  of  all  we  will  be  able  to  maintain  and  continue  these 
educational  opportunities.

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Principal's  Report 


To  the  School  Committee  and  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  wish  to  submit  the  twentieth  annual  report  as  principal 
of  Center  Junior  High  and  the  Hatfield  Elementary  School. 

These  are  just  a  few  notes  to  review  a  few  of  the  highlights 
of  the  year,  but  we  urge  parents  to  visit  the  schools  and  to  see 
it  in  action.  We  are  always  available  to  discuss  our  program, 
curriculum,  and  other  aspects  of  our  educational  environment. 

1.  Chapter  766  of  the  Acts  of  1972  has  been  effectively  im- 
plemented at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year.  Its  purpose  is 
to  provide  for  a  flexible  and  uniform  system  of  special  educa- 
tion program  opportunities  for  all  children  requiring  special 
education.  This  pertains  to  not  only  school  age  children  but 
individuals  from  age  three  through  twenty-one,  providing  the 
older  group  have  been  dropouts  and  have  not  received  a  high 
school  diploma.  The  law  also  mandates  that  each  of  these  is  iden- 
tified and  evaluated  so  that  a  program  may  be  provided  that 
meets  his  particular  needs. 

Our  resource  room  for  special  education  is  located  at  the 
Hatfield  Elementary  School  with  Mr.  Tony  Ryan,  the  director- 
teacher;  Mrs.  Sally  Vollinger,  a  speech  therapist;  Mrs.  Sally 
Teachman,  a  teacher  in  special  education  students  and  remedi- 
al reading  under  Title  I;  Miss  Carol  Herrmann,  who  works  with 
primary  children  and  early  childhood  group  in  both  special  edu- 
cation and  Title  I. 

This  year  we  were  fortunate  to  have  the  services  of  the 
Hampshire  County  Educational  Collaborative,  which  provided 
a  staff  fully  equipped  to  handle  all  of  the  evaluations  of  three 
and  four  year  olds  and  also  a  van.  It  was  a  rewarding  experience, 
as  more  than  90%  of  the  parents  availed  themselves  of  this  op- 
portunity. 

Every  child  in  the  program  is  carefully  diagnosed  and  evalu- 
ated before  a  program  is  provided  to  meet  his  needs.  Parents, 
administrators,  and  staff  are  deeply  involved  in  every  phase  of 
this  program. 
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At  the  present  time,  there  are  52  students  in  speech  therapy. 
Some  are  less  severe  than  others.  But  the  greatest  problem  is 
articulation,  omissions,  and  substitutions  of  sounds.  The  speech 
therapist  works  with  language  stimulation,  auditory  discrimi- 
nation, voice,  and  fluency  of  speech.  These  participants  range 
in  age  from  three  through  high  school. 

In  special  education  there  are  approximately  twenty  stu- 
dents who  are  seen  on  a  daily  basis.  Five  students  are  tuition 
students  to  other  educational  facilities.  There  are  about  a  dozen 
students  at  the  junior  and  senior  high  school  who  receive  spe- 
cial assistance  in  various  areas  of  learning. 

The  success  of  the  program  has  been  the  result  of  people 
working  cooperatively  together— parents,  teachers,  administra- 
tors, and  Hampshire  County  Educational  Collaborative  person- 
nel, whose  dedication  and  assistance  with  various  evaluations 
and  programs  has  been  monumental. 

2.  During  American  Education  Week  a  diversity  of  activi- 
ties were  available  to  parents  of  school  children.  Conferences 
were  held  for  three  consecutive  days  in  all  schools.  These  were 
well  attended  by  interested  parents.  During  ''Open  House"  the 
junior  high  offered  a  simulated  daily  classroom  program  in 
which  the  parents  assumed  the  role  of  the  pupils  and  moved 
from  class  to  class  where  the  teachers  acquainted  them  with 
the  work  of  a  typical  day.  This  program  was  well  received  by 
all  who  participated,  as  many  mentioned  the  fact  it  was  the 
first  time  they  had  become  involved  in  classroom  activities  and 
routine  since  they  graduated. 

All  the  classrooms  at  the  Elementary  School  were  opened 
so  that  interested  citizens  and  parents  could  become  acquainted 
with  the  total  educational  environment.  Children  acted  as 
guides  for  their  parents  and  relatives. 

At  seven  o'clock  everyone  adjourned  to  the  auditorium  where 
Chapter  766  was  introduced  by  Mr.  Tony  Ryan  and  Mrs.  Sally 
Volhnger.  This  was  followed  by  a  gymnastic  exhibition  under 
the  direction  of  Miss  Roberta  Perkins,  the  girls'  physical  educa- 
tion teacher. 

3.  Our  curriculum  and  program  are  constantly  being  evalu- 
ated and  reviewed.  During  the  year  SCIS  was  introduced  at  the 
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first  and  sixth  grade  levels.  This  scientific  system  emphasizes 
experimentation  and  scientific  activities,  which  is  an  innovative 
method  of  teaching  as  the  textbook  is  no  longer  the  implement 
used  to  teach  science.  There  is  no  text,  but  a  workbook  guides 
students  through  experiments.  Through  this  conceptual  approach 
the  children  proceed  at  their  own  speed  and  level  of  develop- 
ment. Much  research  accompanies  each  lesson  and  each  individu- 
al has  an  opportunity  to  handle  scientific  materials  and  equip- 
ment, investigate  the  procedures  necessary,  and  discover  his 
own  scientific  concepts. 

Our  multilevel  core  reading  program  has  been  extended 
through  grade  four.  At  every  level  of  instruction,  the  teachers 
work  as  teams,  providing  small  group  instruction,  conducive  to 
the  child's  developmental  level. 

At  the  intermediate  level,  team  teaching  covers  all  major 
areas  of  learning.  We  try  to  capitalize  on  a  teacher's  major  field 
of  interest. 

In  every  area  at  both  schools  the  materials  used  are  updated 
as  the  need  presents  itself.  We  can  say  that  textbooks  and  edu- 
cational materials  are  never  purchased  unless  there  is  a  dire 
need  as  we  feel  the  expenditure  of  monies  must  be  justified. 
We  get  more  mileage  from  our  texts  and  materials  than  most 
school  systems. 

The  playground  equipment  has  been  expanded  to  include  a 
fortress,  merry-go-round,  new  parallel  bars,  and  other  pieces. 
These  are  especially  available  for  the  primary  grade  children 
and  our  kindergarten.  These  were  the  first  additional  pieces  of 
equipment  since  the  school  was  built  in  1960. 

4.  The  Hatfield  Elementary  School  Library  has  been  com- 
pletely manned  by  interested  parents.  Each  of  the  persons  gives 
one  half  day  a  week  for  this  service.  They  provide  all  the  services 
of  a  regular  library  in  the  most  professional  manner.  Periodic 
meetings  are  held  to  discuss  various  phases  of  the  library  and  to 
resolve  any  problems.  The  following  individuals  gave  their 
time  and  effort  unselfishly  for  the  school  library:  Mrs.  Donald 
Muccino,  Mrs.  Phyllis  Smith,  Mrs.  Kenneth  Smith,  Mrs.  David 
Paye,  Mrs.  Richard  Harubin,  Mrs.  Chester  Faszcza,  Mrs. 
John  Zokowski,  Mrs.  Barbara  Corbett,  Mrs.  Sabin  Celatka,  Mrs. 
Anthony  Symanski,  Mrs.  Dennis  Tobin,  Mrs.  Gordon  Wood- 
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ward,  Mrs.  Joseph  Porada,  Mrs.  Gordon  Williams,  Mrs. 
Richard  Drury,  Mrs.  Peter  Majewski,  Jr.,  Mrs.  William  Schu- 
macher, Mrs.  Paul  Petcen,  Mrs.  Robert  Mullins,  Mrs.  Alfred 
Tetrault,  and  Mrs.  Robert  Dunn. 

New  volumes  are  added  to  our  shelves  each  year,  primarily 
through  Title  II,  a  federally  funded  project.  Mrs.  Jane  Yolen 
Stemple,  an  outstanding  author  of  children's  books  who  lives 
on  School  Street  in  Hatfield,  continues  with  her  generous  supply 
of  fine  children's  books.  Her  generosity  cannot  go  without  rec- 
ognition as  her  contributions  are  so  valuable  to  the  library.  She 
also  gives  generously  of  her  time  throughout  the  year  by  pro- 
viding a  diversity  of  programs  for  the  children  and  adults.  She 
has  been  a  great  asset  to  our  school,  and  our  sincere  appreci- 
ation is  extended  to  her  at  this  time. 

The  Hatfield  Book  Club  also  offered  a  subscription  to  the  Na- 
tional Geographic  Society  and  a  generous  gift  of  money  for  the 
junior  high. 

5.  The  Hatfield  Lions  Club  is  always  interested  in  the  youth 
of  the  town.  They  added  three  new  shelters  at  the  bus  stops  and 
audio-visual  equipment.  Throughout  the  years  they  have  been 
instrumental  in  providing  professional  eye  examinations  and 
glasses  for  those  in  need.  Their  contributions  have  been  most 
generous  and  most  appreciated. 

6.  Throughout  the  year,  our  classes  at  both  schools  partici- 
pated in  field  trips  that  supplement  their  class  work  and  offer  ex- 
periences that  cannot  be  duplicated  in  the  regular  classroom. 
The  eighth  grade  class  spent  two  days  in  New  York  City.  Grade 
seven  enjoyed  a  week  at  Camp  Kenwood  in  New  Hampshire 
where  they  became  involved  in  ecological,  scientific,  and  envi- 
ronmental studies.  The  sixth  grade'vwent  to  historic  Boston, 
where  they  became  acquainted  with  the  many  historical  events 
that  took  place  in  our  state.  Other  trips  included  the  Northfield 
Project,  Sturbridge  Village,  Storrowtown  Village,  Arcadia  Wild- 
life Sanctuary,  Gazette  Newspaper,  Univerity  of  Mass.  farm, 
Maple  Syrup  Farm,  etc.  Several  resource  people  visited  the 
classrooms  to  provide  educational  programs  that  supplemented 
their  regular  classroom  work. 

Safety  Education  programs  were  presented  by  Inspector 
Edward  A.  Breor  from  the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles  of  Mass. 
He  especially  emphasized  bicycle  safety  and  safety  on  the  high- 
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ways.  Chief  of  Police  Henry  Sliwoski  and  Mr.  Anthony  Sikorski 
of  the  Hatfield  Policemen's  Association  Bicycle  Safety  Com- 
mittee accompanied  him.  To  all  we  are  indebted. 

7.  There  are  no  major  discipline  problems  at  our  schools.  We, 
at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year,  acquainted  the  pupils  with  the 
school  policies  and  rules  so  that  each  student  is  well  aware  of  the 
guidelines  and  limits  within  which  they  may  freely  roam.  It's 
the  unusual  student  who  constantly  infringes  on  the  rights  of 
his  peers  or  upsets  the  program  in  the  classroom  by  his  antics. 
For  these  individuals  at  the  junior  high  there  is  a  detention 
period  of  one  half  hour.  All  the  pupils  must  take  the  detention 
the  following  day  after  receiving  it  so  they  may  arrange  trans- 
portation if  necessary.  We  know  it  is  difficult  for  a  pupil  to  tell 
the  parents  about  this  detention,  and  we  also  know  it  may  in- 
convenience a  parent.  But  usually  we  receive  such  cooperation 
from  parents  that  the  student  never  receives  another  deten- 
tion. There  are  only  a  few  students  who  persist  in  breaking 
school  rules  and  policies.  Usually  a  deficiency  report  is  sent  to 
the  parents,  followed  by  a  conference. 

8.  These  last  few  years  saw  the  retirement  of  several  dedi- 
cated teachers  from  our  school  system— Mrs.  Ann  Labbee,  Mrs. 
Eleanor  Stenglein,  Mrs.  Hilda  Fortsch  and  this  year  Miss  Jean 
Kempisty.  I  cannot  close  my  report  without  saying,  'True  dedi- 
cation and  service  to  a  town  were  never  so  clearly  exemplified. 
These  individuals  literally  spent  their  entire  working  years  in 
the  Hatfield  School  System.  Their  outstanding  contributions  to 
the  schools  can  never  be  equaled  and  never  forgotten.  Their 
spirit  and  loyalty  to  the  job  will  always  permeate  the  halls  of 
education  in  Hatfield.  We  shall  long  remember  their  days  and 
years  in  our  schools  and  shall  long  appreciate  their  services." 

In  closing,  may  I  express  my  appreciation  for  the  assistance 
received  from  the  Hatfield  School  Committee,  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools,  the  staff,  custodians,  pupils,  parents,  Police  Depart- 
ment, and  the  Highway  Department.

To  the  School  Committee  and  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  wish  to  submit  my  annual  report,  the  24th,  as  the  School 
Nurse  of  Hatfield. 

New  regulations  have  been  established  by  the  State  De- 
partment of  Public  Health  in  regard  to  the  frequency  of  ad- 
ministering physical  examinations  to  students.  The  recommen- 
dation is  that  each  school-age  child  have  recorded  evidence  of 
at  least  one  complete  physical  examination  during  his  school 
years. 

It  is  our  policy  that  children  entering  Kindergarten,  those 
in  grades  9  and  12,  all  athletes  and  those  in  Special  Education 
be  given  complete  physicals  annually. 

This  year,  parents  of  children  entering  Kindergarten  were 
given  the  option  of  having  their  child  examined  by  their  own 
physician,  the  school  physician,  or  at  the  Well  Child  Clinic. 
Thirty-two  of  the  forty  children  registered  chose  to  go  to  their 
own  physician.  Also,  as  part  of  the  registration,  each  child  was 
given  the  vision  and  hearing  test. 

Physical  examinations  have  been  completed.  Any  defects 
that  were  found  were  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  parents 
and  were  corrected. 

The  Titmus  vision  test  was  given  to  628  students  with  22 
failing  the  retest.  Of  the  618  who  received  the  Pure  Tone  Hear- 
ing test,  there  were  6  failures. 

Annually,  the  Adult  Booster  for  Diphteria-Tetanus  is  of- 
fered to  the  Senior  Class.  There  were  27  members  who  received 
the  immunization. 

The  Mantoux  Tuberculin  test  was  given  in  April.  Those  re- 
ceiving the  test  were:  Teachers— 23;  Seniors— 30;  School 
Lunch  Workers— 4.  All  readings  were  negative. 
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As  a  requirement  of  the  Special  Education  Law,  visits  were 
made  to  the  homes  of  those  students  participating  in  the  pro- 
gram in  order  to  obtain  pertinent  information  in  regard  to  family 
history  and  development. 

Our  appreciation  is  extended  to  the  Hatfield  Lions  Club, 
who  gave  financial  assistance  toward  calibrating  the  Hearing 
Machine  and  converting  it  to  the  American  Standards.  Sincere 
appreciation  is  also  extended  to  Mrs.  Robert  Byrne  who  do- 
nated several  useful  items  to  the  School  Health  Department. 

In  closing,  may  I  thank  the  school  officials,  school  physician, 
teachers,  and  parents  for  their  assistance  and  cooperation  in  the 
School  Health  Program.

of  Oliver  Smith  for  a  term  of  one  year;  one  Cemetery  Commis- 
sioner for  a  term  of  three  years;  one  Sewer  Commissioner  for  a 
term  of  three  years;  one  member  of  the  Planning  Board  for  a 
term  of  five  years;  and  one  member  of  the  Housing  Authority 
for  a  term  of  five  years. 

The  polls  will  be  opened  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  and 
kept  open  until  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening. 

Article  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Town  Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow 
money  from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the 
financial  year  beginning  July  1,  1977,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  General  Laws,  Chapter  44,  Section  4,  of  the  Com- 
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monwealth  of  Massachusetts,  and  to  issue  a  note  or  notes  there- 
for payable  within  one  (1)  year  and  to  renew  any  note  or  notes 
that  may  be  given  for  a  period  of  less  than  one  (1)  year  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44,  Section  17  of  the 
General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  or  take 
any  action  thereon. 

Article  3:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
transfer  the  sum  of  $210.99  from  the  Dog  Fund  to  the  Library 
Account,  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

Article  4:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
transfer  the  sum  of  $2,118.76  from  the  State  Aid  and  Libraries 
Account  to  the  Library  Account,  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

Article  5:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate, including  appropriations  from  available  funds,  the  sum 
of  $7,883.16  as  allocated  by  the  Actuary  and  certified  by  the 
County  Commissioners  to  the  Town  of  Hatfield  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Chapter  32,  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  as 
amended,  and  pay  said  amount  to  the  Treasurer-Custodian  of 
the  Hampshire  County  Retirement  System,  or  take  any  action 
thereon. 

Article  6:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
transfer  from  Surplus  Revenue  the  sum  of  $26,628.16  for  the 
construction  and  maintenance  of  town  highways  in  the  Town  of 
Hatfield,  Massachusetts  for  the  fiscal  year  commencing  on  July 
1,  1977,  and  return  the  same  to  Surplus  Revenue  upon  the  re- 
ceipt of  funds  under  Chapter  497  of  the  Massachusetts  Acts  and 
Resolves  of  1971  allocated  to  the  Town  of  Hatfield,  or  take  any 
action  thereon. 

Article  7:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  determine  what 
sums  of  money  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate,  including 
appropriations  from  available  funds,  to  defray  the  charges  and 
expenses  for  the  Town,  including  debt  and  interest;  to  set  the 
salaries  for  all  elected  officials  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  Chapter  41,  Section  108  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Com- 
monwealth; and  to  provide  for  a  Reserve  Fund  for  the  ensuing 
year,  or  take  any  action  thereon. 
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Article  8:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $180.06  to  pay  an  unpaid  bill  incurred  in  the 
fiscal  year  of  1972  to  the  Division  of  Sanatoria  and  Tuberculosis 
Control  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  or  take  any 
action  thereon. 

Article  9:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
transfer  from  Surplus  Revenue  the  sum  of  $50,680.00  for  con- 
struction on  Prospect  Street  and  the  construction  of  the  bridge 
over  the  Mill  River  on  Prospect  Street,  said  funds  to  be  ex- 
pended in  anticipation  of  reimbursement  by  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  under  the  Comprehensive  State  Highway 
Mass  Transit  and  Local  Highway  Aid  Program  for  the  fiscal 
years  1978  and  1979,  which  funds  upon  reimbursement  will  be 
returned  to  Surplus  Revenue,  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

Article  10:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  set  the  term  for 
election  of  a  Town  Clerk  for  a  term  of  three  years,  instead  of 
one  year,  said  change  to  be  effected  at  the  Annual  Town  Meet- 
ing in  1978,  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

Article  11:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $25,000.00  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  dump 
truck  and  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  sell  or  trade 
an  old  dump  truck,  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

Article  12:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  hear  any  and 
all  reports  which  have  to  do  with  the  welfare  of  the  Town. 

Article  13:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
transfer  from  Surplus  Revenue  the  sum  of  $33,116.37  for  high- 
way and  transit  development,  the  same  to  be  returned  to  Sur- 
plus Revenue  upon  reimbursement  by  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts. 

Article  14:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $3,000.00  for  payment  of  a  salary  to  As- 
sessors for  completion  of  the  100%  revaluation  of  the  Town  of 
Hatfield,  Massachusetts,  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

Article  15:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $800.00  for  payment  of  the  salary  for  an 
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additional  Clerk  to  serve  all  municipal  boards  of  the  Town  of 
Hatfield. 

Article  16:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
transfer  from  Surplus  Revenue  the  sum  of  $95,000.00  to  the 
Stabilization  Fund,  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

Article  17:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $5,000.00  for  mosquito  control  in  the  Town 
of  Hatfield,  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

Article  18:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
and  transfer  the  sum  of  $6,500.00  from  Federal  Revenue  Shar- 
ing Funds  for  the  construction  of  recreational  facilities  in  the 
Town  of  Hatfield,  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

Article  19:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
and  transfer  from  available  funds,  including  Federal  Revenue 
Sharing  Funds,  the  sum  of  $2,825.00  for  the  purpose  of  provid- 
ing mental  health  and  mental  retardation  services  for  the  citi- 
zens of  the  Town,  and  this  sum  of  money  be  transferred  to  the 
Franklin  /Hampshire  Area  Mental  Health  Board  Trust  Fund  to 
be  expended  with  the  approval  and  under  the  direction  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  acting  as  the  Board  of  Health,  or  take  any 
action  thereon. 

Article  20:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $423.75  for  the  payment  of  dues  to  the 
Lower  Pioneer  Valley  Regional  Planning  Council,  or  take  any 
action  thereon. 

Article  21:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
Quorum  By-Law  of  the  Town  for  the  number  of  votes  required 
for  action  at  an  Annual  and  Special  Town  Meeting  by  reducing 
the  number  from  75  to  50,  so  that  the  Quorum  By-Law  of  the 
Town  would  read  as  amended  as  follows: 

A  quorum  of  50  votes  shall  be  required  for  carrying  on  of 
business  at  an  Annual  and  Special  Town  Meeting,  except 
for  and  excluding  the  elections  of  town,  state  and  federal 
officers;  the  determination  of  any  matters  required  by  the 
Statutory  Law  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and 
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federal  government  to  be  elected  or  determined  by  ballot; 
and  the  dissolution  or  adjournment  of  any  such  meeting.

Said  districts  are  located  and  bounded 
as  shown  on  a  map  entitled  "Official  Zoning  Map  of  Hat- 
field, Massachusetts"  prepared  by  Gordon  E.  Ainsworth 
and  on  file  in  the  Office  of  the  Town  Clerk.  The  Zoning 
Map,  which  consists  of  a  cover  sheet  and  several  sub-sheets 
with  all  explanatory  matter  thereon,  is  hereby  made  a  part 
of  this  by-law. 
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And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  Warrant  by  posting  at- 
tested copies  thereof  in  five  public  places  in  the  Town  of  Hat- 
field, seven  days  before  the  time  of  said  meeting. 

HEREOF  FAIL  NOT,  and  make  due  return  of  this  warrant 
with  your  doings  thereon  to  the  Clerk  at  the  time  and  place  of 
said  meeting.

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Selectmen's  Report 


To  the  Citizens  of  Hatfield: 

Throughout  the  year,  general  administration  of  the  Town 
business  was  carried  out. 

During  the  past  year  we  had  a  peak  of  eight  people  working 
for  the  schools,  highway,  and  water  departments.  These  men 
were  acquired  under  the  CETA  program,  which  is  entirely  Fed- 
erally funded.  With  this  help  we  are  painting  and  renovating  the 
Town  Hall  and  School  Street  Community  Hall;  also  working  with 
our  highway  crew  the  rest  of  the  year.  At  the  present  time,  we 
are  going  to  employ  a  full  time  police  officer,  and  a  full  time 
mechanic  to  take  care  of  all  town  vehicles,  under  CETA. 

Another  2,500  feet  of  reconstruction  work  has  been  done  on 
Prospect  Street,  bringing  us  to  Chestnut  Street.  This  has  curbing 
and  base.  In  the  Spring,  the  final  finish  coat  of  blacktop  will  be 
put  on.  As  soon  as  we  can,  we  will  start  finishing  the  road  from 
Chestnut  Street  to  the  bridge.  The  Board  has  received  word 
from  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Works  that  bids  for 
construction  of  the  new  Prospect  Street  bridge  will  be  put  out  in 
June. 

Straits  Road  in  North  Hatfield  and  Gore  Avenue  were  re- 
surfaced with  asphalt  and  pea  stone.  Plain  Road  was  laid  out. 
In  the  Spring,  we  will  have  the  hearings  for  bounding  this  road. 

The  annual  rabies  clinic  was  held  in  July  and  the  Selectmen 
plan  to  have  another  clinic  in  1977. 

A  new  V2  ton  Chevrolet  pickup  was  purchased  for  the  High- 
way Department  and  the  old  pickup  was  transferred  to  the  Wa- 
ter Department.  Also  purchased  was  a  new  diesel  2  ¥2  ton  Inter- 
national dump  truck,  complete  with  dump  body  and  new  snow 
plow.  The  old  Chevrolet  dump  truck  was  traded-in.  The  Town 
has  a  new  Ford  police  cruiser.  The  old  Chevrolet  cruiser  was 
traded-in. 

We  have  purchased  the  right  of  way  for  the  boat  ramp.  The 
State  should  be  finalizing  the  plans. 
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We  have  completely  redone  the  cafeteria  and  downstairs 
hallway  in  the  Town  Hall.  We  have  put  in  new  ceilings,  new 
lighting,  and  new  heating.  All  walls  have  been  repainted.  New 
steel  doors  have  been  installed  throughout  the  lower  level.  We 
have  painted  all  lower  exterior  woodwork  on  the  Town  Hall.  In 
the  Spring,  we  will  complete  the  job.  All  windows  have  been  re- 
puttied  and  painted  twice. 

We  also  finished  construction  of  a  storage  area  for  storing 
equipment  at  the  town  yard  on  Straits  Road.  The  building  is  a 
30  feet  by  98  feet  pole  shed,  with  aluminum  roof  and  siding. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  wishes  to  thank  all  officers,  both 
elected  and  appointed,  for  their  excellent  co-operation  during 
1976.

Voted  to  clarify  its  vote  under  Article  14  of  the 
Town  Budget  for  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1977  to  enable  the 
sum  of  $10,000.00,  voted  thereunder  for  the  Assessors'  reap- 
praisement  of  property  to  be  used  for  additional  compensation 
to  be  paid  to  one  or  more  of  the  Assessors  for  the  extra  work  re- 
quired in  revaluation  of  taxable  property  in  the  Town  of  Hat- 
field, Massachusetts.

Visiting  Nurse 


To  the  Citizens  of  Hatfield: 

The  services  of  the  Visiting  Nurse  have  been  in  existence 
for  28  years.  Over  the  years,  several  hundred  residents  have 
availed  themselves  of  this  service. 

During  1976,  431  visits  were  made  to  the  homes  to  render 
various  types  of  nursing  care.  Although  the  nurse  is  only  em- 
ployed on  a  part-time  basis,  5  mornings  a  week,  several  re- 
quests for  care  have  been  carried  out  during  hours  other  than 
those  specified,  such  as  in  the  evening  and  on  the  week-end.  It 
should  be  stressed  that  visits  are  made  at  the  request  of  the 
family  physician  or  on  referral  from  a  hospital.  There  are  many 
residents  who  do  not  have  a  family  physician  and  request  the 
service.  In  these  instances,  the  nurse  can  only  advise  and  assist 
them  in  seeking  the  necessary  care  or  treatment. 

A  nominal  fee  of  $3.00  is  charged  per  visit.  No  one  is  refused 
care  if  they  cannot  meet  the  payment.  There  were  144  visits 
made  where  no  reimbursement  was  received.

A  total  of  215  eldery  and  chron- 
ically ill  received  the  Vaccine.  Dr.  Christopher  Flory  of  North- 
ampton was  the  attending  physician.  Nurses  who  assisted  were: 
Mrs.  Ethel  Byrne,  Mrs.  Rita  Prew,  and  Mrs.  Jovita  Hart.  Vol- 
unteers who  assisted  with  registration  were:  Mrs.  Phyllis  Muc- 
cino,  Mrs.  Frances  Kugler,  Miss  Kathleen  Godek  and  Miss 
Cindy  Besko. 
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There  are  many  sickroom  supplies  that  are  available  and 
may  be  obtained  by  calling  Mrs.  Godek,  the  visiting  nurse.  If 
there  are  any  townspeople  who  may  have  items  that  could  be 
used  and  would  like  to  donate  them  for  community  use,  it  would 
be  greatly  appreciated. 

In  closing,  may  I  extend  my  appreciation  to  members  of 
the  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  to  Dr.  Alfred  Kaiser,  to  the  vol- 
unteers who  assisted  at  the  clinic  and  to  the  townspeople  for 
their  assistance  and  cooperation  during  the  year.

To  the  Citizens  of  Hatfield: 

I  hereby  submit  my  8th  annual  report  as  your  Tree  Warden 
and  Local  Superintendent  of  Insect  Pest  Control. 

This  year  1976-77  has  given  us  but  one  major  storm  and 
damaged  only  one  specimen  tree.  The  lack  of  damage  by  storms, 
wed  like  to  think,  is  helped  by  our  cabling  program,  which  helps 
support  trees  structurely  defective,  from  damage  due  to  high 
winds,  thus  saving  our  trees  for  many  years  longer.  We  are  con- 
tinuing with  pruning  trees  as  needed  along  town  streets.  Taking 
care  of  the  trees  needing  immediate  attention  and  trying  to 
cover  a  section  of  town  in  some  system  of  order.  Planting  of 
new  trees  is  done  each  spring  and  request  for  these  trees  may 
be  made  to  my  office. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Highway  Superintendent  and 
crews  for  their  cooperation  in  the  past  year. 

The  Mosquito  Control  Program  has  been  placed  under  my 
supervision  by  the  Health  Board.  The  program  is  started  as 
weather  allows  in  the  spring  and  is  for  control  of  adult  mos- 
quitos.  Application  of  pyrethrins  is  applied  every  10  days,  along 
roadways,  with  the  exception  of  certain  areas  that  have  had 
special  requests  by  area  citizens  of  that  area  and  areas  where 
streams,  rivers  or  ponds  exist.

To  the  Citizens  of  Hatfield : 

The  Building  Inspector  is  pleased  to  report  that  after  exam- 
ination of  books  by  State  Auditors,  he  was  complimented  on 
thoroughness,  and  excellent  condition  of  records. 

It  is  called  to  the  attention  of  all  townspeople  that  any,  and 
all  work  on  any  building,  is  subject  to  review  by  the  Building 
Inspector.  This  is  to  determine  whether  or  not  a  building  per- 
mit is  necessary.  In  the  case  of  a  judgment  falling  under  "ordi- 
nary repairs,"  a  permit  is  not  necessary.  This  judgment  is  to  be 
made  by  Building  Inspector,  under  State  law. 

The  following  is  the  section  dealing  with  violation  of  the 
building  code  penalties. 

122.3  Violation  Penalties— A  person  who  shall  violate  a  provision 
of  the  Basic  Code  shall  be  punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than 
one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more 
than  one  year,  or  both,  for  EACH  VIOLATION.  EACH  DAY  DUR- 
ING WHICH  ANY  PORTION  OF  A  VIOLATION  CONTINUES 
SHALL  BE  CONSIDERED  A  SEPARATE  OFFENSE. 

THERE  ARE  A  NUMBER  OF  people  not  applying  for  de- 
molition permits  for  old  barns.  A  copy  of  the  permit  application 
goes  to  the  tax  assessors  so  it  is  wise  to  get  your  permit  for  proof 
of  demolition  for  tax  abatement  purposes,  further,  it  is  a  viola- 
tion of  Basic  Building  Code  if  not  applied  for.  Section  117.0  Re- 
moval of  Buildings. 

117.1  Lot  Regulation:  When  a  building  or  structure  has  been 
demolished  or  removed  and  no  building  operation  has  been  pro- 
jected or  approved,  the  vacant  lot  shall  be  filled  with  non  or- 
ganic fill,  graded  and  maintained  in  conformity  with  adjacent 
grades.  The  lot  shall  be  maintained  free  from  the  accumulation 
of  rubbish  and  all  other  unsafe  or  hazardous  conditions  which 
endanger  the  life  or  health  of  the  public;  provisions  shall  be 
made  to  prevent  the  accumulation  of  water  or  damage  to  any 
foundations  on  the  premises  or  the  adjoining  property;  and  the 
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necessary  retaining  walls  and  fences  shall  be  erected  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Article  13. 

Your  attention  is  respectfully  called  to  the  Annual  1975 
Town  Meeting  book,  page  49,  for  information  on  when  a  permit 
is  required,  and  the  necessary  paperwork.  If  you  have  any 
doubts  or  questions  the  Building  Inspector  is  in  the  Community 
Hall  Building  at  7:30  p.m.  Tuesdays.  He  will  be  happy  to  answer 
any  question  that  can  be  handled  by  phone,  at  his  home  phone 
247-5550.  In  his  absence  a  message  may  be  left  for  a  call  back.

I  hereby  submit  my  seventeenth  annual  report  as  Librarian 
of  Hatfield. 

The  library  report  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1976  showed 
a  considerable  increase  in  the  adult  circulation  but  a  decrease  in 
the  childrens.  Many  students  made  use  of  the  library  for  study 
and  reference  during  the  year. 

Six  hundred  and  fifty  two  books  were  added  to  the  shelves. 
A  large  number  of  books,  magazines,  and  paperbacks  were  do- 
nated to  the  library.  We  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to 
thank  the  townspeople  who  so  generously  gave  them. 

During  the  year  the  Hatfield  Book  Club  had  the  picture  of 
Samuel  Dickinson,  that  hangs  in  the  library,  cleaned  and  the 
frame  repaired.  We  are  also  indebted  to  them  for  sponsoring 
our  summer  reading  program.  This  program  continues  to  be  re- 
ceived by  the  children  with  much  enthusiasm  and  success. 

Our  story  hours  which  are  held  every  Tuesday  at  10  A.M. 
during  the  summer  seem  to  grow  in  popularity  each  year.  Sin- 
cere thanks  goes  to  the  story  tellers  who  were,  Mrs.  Ruth  Drury, 
Mrs.  Avis  Fusek,  Mrs.  Frankie  Labbee,  Donna  Paddock,  Irene 
Smiarowski,  Kathy  Sheehan,  Mrs.  Mary  Lou  Cutter,  Mrs. 
Gloria  LaFleur,  and  Mrs.  Rita  Jekanoski. 

A  number  of  additions  were  federally  funded  by  the  library

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Report  of  the  Sewer  Commission 


Presently  the  Town  of  Hatfield  is  in  search  of  a  suitable 
site  for  its  waste  disposal  plant.  This  past  year  the  commission 
has  made  a  concentrated  effort  to  proceed  with  the  project, 
however,  the  failure  of  the  town  to  appropriate  adequate  funds 
for  construction  on  the  Elm  Court  site  has  caused  the  project  to 
be  delayed  until  a  more  suitable  site  be  chosen.  Following  the 
defeat  of  the  Elm  Court  proposal,  at  a  special  town  meeting,  a 
so  called  Bashan  site  was  suggested  as  a  more  suitable  location, 
because  of  its  remoteness  from  existing  residential  dwellings. 

As  requested  by  the  state  and  federal  water  pollution  agen- 
cies, the  commission  with  its  consulting  engineer  is  now  evaluat- 
ing the  feasibility  and  cost  effectiveness  of  nine  possible  sites, 
and  is  also  updating  current  reports  for  approval  of  a  construc- 
tion grant.  The  town  has  until  September  1,  1977  to  choose  a 
site,  otherwise  be  assessed  a  fine  of  $1,000  per  day. 

The  commission  has  adapted  a  set  of  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  present  sanitary  system.  These  may  be  found  for  refer- 
ence in  this  years  town  report.

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RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

GOVERNING  THE 

USE  OF  PUBLIC  SEWERS 


THE  BOARD  OF  SEWER  COMMISSIONERS  OF  THE  TOWN 
OF  HATFIELD,  HAMPSHIRE  COUNTY,  MASSACHUSETTS, 
ACTING  IN  ACCORDANCE  WITH  THE  PROVISIONS  OF 
CHAPTER  83,  SECTION  10,  OF  THE  MASSACHUSETTS 
GENERAL  LAWS,  AS  AMENDED,  HEREBY  ADOPT  THE 
FOLLOWING  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  GOVERNING 
CONNECTION  TO  AND  USE  OF  THE  TOWNS  PUBLIC 
SEWER  SYSTEM. 

ARTICLE  1 

Definitions 

Unless  specifically  indicated  in  these  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions, the  meaning  of  terms  used  shall  be  as  follows: 

Section  l-"BOARD  OF  SEWER  COMMISSIONERS." 
This  shall  be  the  duly  elected  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  of 
the  Town  of  Hatfield,  or  their  authorized  deputy,  agent,  or  rep- 
resentative. 

Section  2— "BOD"  (denoting  Biochemical  Oxygen  Demand) 
shall  mean  the  quantity  of  oxygen  utilized  in  the  biochemical 
oxidation  of  organic  matter  under  standard  laboratory  proce- 
dure in  five  (5)  days  at  20°C,  expressed  in  milligrams  per  liter. 

Section  3-"Bl)ILDING  DRAIN"-shall  mean  that  part  of 
the  lowest  horizontal  piping  of  a  drainage  system  which  re- 
ceives the  discharge  from  soil,  waste,  and  other  drainage  pipes 
inside  the  walls  of  the  building  and  conveys  it  to  the  building 
sewer,  beginning  five  (5)  feet  (1.5  meters)  outside  the  inner  face 
of  the  building  wall. 

Section  4-"BUILDING  SEWER"-shall  mean  the  exten- 
sion from  the  building  drain  to  the  public  sewer  or  other  place 
of  disposal.

Section  5— "COMBINED  SEWER"— shall  mean  a  sewer 
receiving  both  surface  runoff  and  sewage. 

Section  6— 'Excessive'— amounts  or  concentration  of  a 
constituent  of  wastewater  which  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board 
of  Sewer  Commissioners: 

(a)  Will  cause  damage  to  any  facility, 

(b)  will  be  harmful  to  a  wastewater  treatment  process, 

(c)  cannot  be  removed  in  the  treatment  works  to  the 
degree  required  in  the  limiting  stream  classification  stand- 
ards of  the  Connecticut  River  and/or  tributaries, 

(d)  can  otherwise  endanger  life  or  property,  or 

(e)  can  constitute  and  nuisance." 

Section  7— 'Garbage'— shall  mean  solid  wastes  from  the 
domestic  and  commercial  preparation,  cooking,  and  dispensing 
of  food,  and  from  the  handling,  storage  and  sale  of  produce. 

Section  8— 'Industrial  Wastes'— shall  mean  the  liquid 
wastes  from  industrial  manufacturing  processes,  trade,  or  busi- 
ness as  distinct  from  sanitary  sewage. 

Section  9— 'Natural  Outlet'— shall  mean  any  outlet  into  a 
watercourse,  pond,  ditch,  lake,  or  other  body  of  surface  or 
ground  water. 

Section  10— "OWNER"— shall  mean  the  person  legally 
and  lawfully  possessing  the  land  across  which  a  particular  build- 
ing sewer  lays  or  will  lay. 

Section  11— "PERSON"— shall  mean  any  individual,  firm, 
company,  association,  society,  corporation,  or  group. 

Section  12— "pH"— shall  mean  the  logarithm  of  the  recip- 
rocal of  the  weight  of  hydrogen  ions  in  grams  per  liter  of  solu- 
tion. 

Section  13— 'Properly  Shredded  Garbage'— shall  mean  the 
wastes  from  the  preparation,  cooking,  and  dispensing  of  food 
that  have  been  shredded  to  such  a  degree  that  all  particles  will 
be  carried  freely  under  the  flow  conditions  normally  prevailing 
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in  public  sewers,  with  no  particle  greater  than  one-half  (V2) 
inch  (1.27  centimeters)  in  any  dimension. 

Section  14— 'Public  Sewer'— shall  mean  a  sewer  in  which 
all  owners  of  abutting  properties  have  equal  rights,  and  is  con- 
trolled by  public  authority. 

Section  15— 'Sanitary  Sewer'— shall  mean  a  sewer  which 
carries  sewage  and  to  which  storm,  surface,  and  ground  waters 
are  not  intentionally  admitted. 

Section  16— 'Sewage'— shall  mean  a  combination  of  the 
water-carried  wastes  from  the  residences,  business  buildings, 
institutions,  and  industrial  establishments,  together  with  such 
ground,  surface  and  storm  waters  as  may  be  present. 

Section  17— 'Sewage  Treatment  Plant'— shall  mean  any 
arrangement  of  devices  and  structures  used  for  treatment  sew- 
age. 

Section  18— 'Sewage  Works'— shall  mean  all  facilities  for 
collecting,  pumping,  treating,  and  disposing  of  sewage. 

Section  19— 'Sewer'— shall  mean  a  pipe  or  conduit  for 
carrying  sewage. 

Section  20— 'Shall'— is  mandatory;  'May'— is  permissive. 

Section  21— 'Slug'— shall  mean  any  discharge  of  water, 
sewage  or  industrial  waste  which  in  concentration  of  any  given 
constituent  or  in  quantity  of  flow  exceeds  for  any  period  of 
duration  longer  than  fifteen  (15)  minutes  more  than  five  (5) 
times  the  average  twenty-four  (24)  hour  concentration  or  flows 
during  normal  operations. 

Section  22— 'Storm  Drain'— (sometimes  termed  'storm 
sewer')  shall  mean  a  sewer  which  carries  storm  and  surface 
waters  and  drainage,  but  excludes  sewage  and  industrial 
wastes,  other  than  unpolluted  cooling  water. 

Section  23— 'SUSPENDED  SOLIDS"— shall  mean  solids 
that  either  float  on  the  surface  of,  or  are  in  suspension  in  water, 
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sewage,  or  other  liquids,  and  which  are  removable  by  labora- 
tory filtering. 

Section  24— "SEWER  MAIN"— shall  mean  the  principal 
pipe  artery  to  which  building  sewers  may  be  connected. 

Section  25— 'Watercourse'— shall  mean  a  channel  in  which 
a  flow  of  water  occurs,  either  continuously  or  intermittently. 

The  basis  for  all  laboratory  testing  required  hereunder  and 
the  definition  of  all  laboratory  or  chemical  terms  used  herein 
shall  be  the  current  edition  of  "Standard  Methods  for  the  Ex- 
amination of  Water  and  Wastewater"  as  published  by  the  Amer- 
ican Public  Health  Association. 

ARTICLE  II 

Building  Sewers  and  Connections 

Section  1— No  unauthorized  person  shall  uncover,  make 
any  connections  with  or  opening  into,  use,  alter,  or  disturb  any 
public  sewer  or  appurtenance  thereof  without  first  obtaining  a 
written  permit  from  the  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners. 

Any  person  proposing  a  new  discharge  into  the  system  or  a 
substantial  change  in  the  volume  or  character  of  pollutants  that 
are  being  discharged  into  the  system  shall  file  an  application  for 
such  discharge. 

Section  2— There  shall  be  two  (2)  classes  of  building  sewer 
permits  (a)  for  residential  and  commercial  service,  and  (b)  for 
service  to  establishments  producing  industrial  wastes.  In  either 
case,  the  owner  or  his  agent  shall  make  application  on  a  special 
form  furnished  by  the  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners.  The  per- 
mit application  shall  be  supplemented  by  any  plans,  specifica- 
tions, or  other  information  considered  pertinent  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners. 

Section  3— The  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners,  acting  thru 
its  Sewer  Department,  will  construct  the  building  sewer  from 
the  common  sewer  to  the  property  line.  All  costs  and  expense 
for  the  installation  of  this  portion  of  the  building  sewer  shall  be 
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borne  by  the  applicant  or  property  owner.  The  Town  shall  be 
indemnified  from  any  loss  or  damage  that  may  directly  or  in- 
directly be  occasioned  by  the  installation  of  this  portion  of  the 
building  sewer. 

Section  4— The  property  owner  shall  construct  the  building 
sewer  from  the  property  line  to  within  five  (5)  feet  of  the  build- 
ing. This  construction  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  and  as  herein 
noted.  No  portion  of  this  construction  shall  be  "backfilled"  or 
otherwise  covered  until  inspected  by  the  authorized  agent  of 
the  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  and  written  approval  given 
thereof. 

Section  5— The  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  will  charge 
an  "entrance  fee"  for  the  connection  of  the  building  sewer  to 
the  common  sewer.  The  entrance  fee  shall  be  as  follows: 

Single  Family  House  $200.00 

Each  Additional  Family  $200.00 

Commercial  and  Industrial  As  determined 

Note:  The  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  will  determine  the 
entrance  fee  for  industrial  and  commerical  buildings  from  a 
consideration  of  the  building  size  and  the  volume  and  strength 
of  anticipated  domestic  and  industrial  waste. 

Section  6— The  size,  slope,  alignment,  materials  of  con- 
struction of  a  building  sewer,  and  the  methods  to  be  used  in 
excavating,  placing  of  the  pipe,  jointing,  testing,  and  backfilling 
the  trench,  shall  all  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the  State 
Plumbing  Code,  as  applicable,  and  the  requirements  of  the 
Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners.  The  following  are  the  basic  re- 
quirements: 

(a)  Pipe  shall  be  a  minimum  of  4-inch. 

(b)  Pipe  material  shall  be  cast  iron,  asbestos-cement, 
burned  clay  or  similar  material  and  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners;  all  materials  to  be  of 
sufficient  strength  for  the  particular  installation. 

(c)  Pipe  joints  shall  be  either  factory  made,  compres- 
sion-type joints  or  shall  be  hot-poured,  using  lead  or  a  suit- 
able bituminous  jointing  compound. 
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(d)  All  building  sewers  shall  be  laid  straight  to  line  and 
grade  with  a  minimum  pitch  of  %M  per  foot  using  clay  or 
cast  iron  pipe  and  1/8-inch  per  foot  using  asbestos-cement 
pipe. 

(e)  All  building  sewers  shall  be  carefully  bedded  in 
sand  and  backfilled  to  prevent  damage. 

(f)  All  pipe,  joints  and  connections  shall  be  watertight 
and  gastight. 

(g)  The  applicant  for  the  building  sewer  permit  shall 
notify*  the  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  when  the  build- 
ing sewer  is  ready  for  inspection. 

The  inspection  will  be  made  by  a  representative  of  the 
Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  and  written  approval  will  be 
given  if  the  installation  is  accepted.  The  building  sewer  shall 
not  be  covered  or  backfilled  until  this  written  approval  is  given. 

Section  7— A  separate  and  independent  building  sewer 
shall  be  provided  for  every  building;  except  where  one  building 
stands  at  the  rear  of  another  on  an  interior  lot  and  no  private 
sewer  is  available  or  can  be  constructed  to  the  rear  building 
through  an  adjoining  alley,  court,  yard,  or  driveway,  the  build- 
ing sewer  from  the  front  building  may  be  extended  to  the  rear 
building  and  the  whole  considered  as  one  building  sewer. 

Section  8— Old  building  sewers  may  be  used  in  connection 
with  new  buildings  only  when  they  are  found,  on  examination 
and  test  by  the  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners,  to  meet  all  re- 
quirements of  these  Rules  and  Regulations. 

Section  9— Whenever  possible,  the  building  sewer  shall  be 
brought  to  the  building  at  an  elevation  below  the  basement 
floor.  In  all  buildings  in  which  any  building  drain  is  too  low  to 
permit  gravity  flow  to  the  public  sewer,  sanitary  sewage  carried 
by  such  a  building  drain  shall  be  lifted  by  an  approved  means 
and  discharged  to  the  building  sewer. 

Section  10— No  person  shall  make  connection  of  roof  down- 
spouts, foundation  drains,  areaway  drains,  or  other  sources  of 
surface  runoff  or  groundwater  to  a  building  sewer  or  building 
drain  which  in  turn  is  connected  directly  or  indirectly  to  a  pub- 
lic sanitary  sewer.  Sump  or  cellar  pumps  used  for  the  control  or 
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relief  of  ground  water  and/or  drainage  shall  not  be  discharged 
to  the  building  sewer,  either  directly  or  indirectly. 

Section  11— All  excavations  for  building  sewer  installation 
shall  be  adequately  guarded  with  barricades  and  lights  so  as  to 
protect  the  public  from  hazard.  Streets,  sidewalks,  parkways, 
and  other  public  property  disturbed  in  the  course  of  the  work 
shall  be  restored  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  Board  of  Sewer 
Commissioners. 

ARTICLE  III 

Use  of  the  Public  Sewers 

Section  1— No  person  shall  discharge  or  cause  to  be  dis- 
charged any  stormwater,  surface  water,  groundwater,  roof  run- 
off, subsurface  drainage,  uncontaminated  cooling  water,  or 
unpolluted  industrial  process  waters  to  any  sanitary  sewer. 

Section  2— Stormwater  and  all  other  unpolluted  drainage 
shall  be  discharged  to  such  sewers  as  are  specifically  designated 
as  combined  sewers  or  storm  sewers,  or  to  a  natural  outlet  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners.  Industrial  cool- 
ing water  or  unpolluted  process  waters  may  be  discharged,  on 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  to  a  storm 
sewer,  combined  sewer  or  natural  outlet. 

Section  3— No  person  shall  discharge  or  cause  to  be  dis- 
charged any  of  the  following  described  waters  or  wastes  to  any 
public  sewers : 

(a)  Any  gasoline,  benzene,  naphtha,  fuel  oil,  or  other 
flammable  or  explosive  liquid,  solid,  or  gas. 

(b)  Any  waters  or  wastes  containing  toxic  or  poison- 
ous solids,  liquids,  or  gases  in  sufficient  quantity,  either 
singly  or  by  interaction  with  other  wastes,  to  injure  or 
interfere  with  any  sewage  treatment  process,  constitute  a 
hazard  to  humans  or  animals,  create  a  public  nuisance,  or 
create  any  hazard  in  the  receiving  waters  of  the  sewage 
treatment  plant;  including  but  not  limited  to  cyanides  in 
excess  of  two  (2)  mg/1  as  CN  in  the  wastes  as  discharged  to 
the  public  sewer,  or  by  (1)  ppm  as  CN  after  dilution  by  the 
minimum  flow  in  the  common  sewer. 
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(c)  Any  waters  or  wastes  having  a  pH  lower  than  5.5 
nor  higher  than  9.5,  or  having  any  other  corrosive  property 
capable  of  causing  damage  or  hazard  to  structures,  equip- 
ment, and  personnel  of  the  sewage  works. 

(d)  Solid  or  viscous  substances  in  quantities  or  of  such 
size  capable  of  causing  obstruction  to  the  flow  in  sewers,  or 
other  interference  with  the  proper  operation  of  the  sewage 
works  such  as,  but  not  limited  to,  ashes,  cinders,  sand,  mud, 
straw,  shavings,  metal,  glass,  rags,  feathers,  tar,  plastics, 
wood,  unground  garbage,  whole  blood,  paunch  manure, 
hair  and  fleshings,  entrails  and  paper  dishes,  cups,  milk 
containers,  etc.,  either  whole  or  ground  by  garbage  grind- 
ers, without  prior  approval  of  the  Board  of  Sewer  Com- 
missioners. 

Section  4— No  person  shall  discharge  or  cause  to  be  dis- 
charged the  following  described  substances,  materials,  waters, 
or  wastes  if  it  appears  likely  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of 
Sewer  Commissioners  that  such  wastes  can  harm  either  the 
sewers,  sewage  treatment  process,  or  equipment,  have  an  ad- 
verse effect  on  the  receiving  stream,  or  can  otherwise  endanger 
life,  limb,  public  property,  or  constitute  a  nuisance.  In  forming 
their  opinion  as  to  the  acceptability  of  these  wastes,  the  Board 
of  Sewer  Commissioners  will  give  consideration  to  such  factors 
as  the  quantities  of  subject  wastes  in  relation  to  flows  and  veloc- 
ities in  the  sewers,  materials  of  construction  of  the  sewers,  na- 
ture of  the  sewage  treatment  process,  capacity  of  the  sewage 
treatment  plan,  degree  of  treatability  of  wastes  in  the  sewage 
treatment  plant,  and  other  pertinent  factors.  The  substances 
which  shall  not  be  discharged  to  the  common  sewers  without 
prior  approval  of  the  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  are: 

(a)  Any  liquid  or  vapor  having  a  temperature  higher 
than  one  hundred  fifty  degrees  (150°)  F  at  the  point  of  dis- 
charge. 

(b)  Any  water  or  waste  containing  fats,  wax,  grease, 
or  oils,  whether  emulsified  or  not,  in  excess  of  one  hundred 
(100)  mg/1  of  containing  substances  which  may  solidify  or 
become  viscous  at  temperatures  between  thirty-two  (32) 
and  one  hundred  fifty  (150)°F  (0  and  650C). 

(c)  Any  garbage  that  has  not  been  properly  shredded. 
The   installation   and   operation   of   any   garbage   grinder 
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equipped  with  a  motor  of  three-fourths  (3/4)  horsepower 
(0.76  ph  metric)  or  greater  shall  be  subject  to  the  review 
and  approval  of  the  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners. 

(d)  Any  waters  or  wastes  containing  strong  acid  iron 
pickling  wastes,  or  concentrated  plating  solutions  whether 
neutralized  or  not. 

(e)  Any  waters  or  wastes  containing  iron,  chromium 
copper,  zinc,  and  similar  objectional  or  toxic  substances;  or 
wastes  exerting  an  excessive  chlorine  requirement,  to  such 
degree  that  any  such  material  received  in  the  composite 
sewage  at  the  sewage  treatment  works  exceeds  the  limits 
established  by  the  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  for  such 
materials. 

(f)  Any  waters  or  wastes  containing  phenols,  or  other 
taste-  or  odor-producting  substances,  in  such  concentra- 
tions exceeding  limits  which  may  be  established  by  the 
Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  as  necessary,  after  treat- 
ment of  the  composite  sewage,  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  State  Division  of  Water  Pollution  Control. 

(g)  Any  radioactive  wastes  or  isotopes  of  such  half-life 
or  concentration  as  may  exceed  limits  established  by  the 
Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  in  compliance  with  applica- 
ble State  or  Federal  regulations. 

(h)  Any  waters  or  wastes  having  a  pH  less  than  5.5  nor 
more  than  9.5  in  the  building  sewer. 
(i)  Materials  which  exert  or  cause: 

(1)  Unusual  concentrations  of  inert  suspended  solids. 

(2)  Excessive  discoloration. 

(3)  Unusual  BOD,  chemical  oxygen  demand,  or 
chlorine  requirements  in  such  quantities  as  to  constitute 
a  significant  load  on  the  sewage  treatment  works. 

(4)  Unusual  volume  of  flow  or  concentration  of 
wastes  constituting  "slugs"  as  defined  herein. 

(j)  Waters  or  wastes  containing  substances  which  are 
not  amenable  to  treatment  or  reduction  by  the  sewage 
treatment  processes  employed,  or  are  amenable  to  treat- 
ment only  to  such  degree  that  the  sewage  treatment  plant 
effluent  cannot  meet  the  requirements  of  other  agencies 
having  jurisdiction  over  discharge  to  the  receiving  waters.

Section  5— If  any  waters  or  wastes  are  discharged,  or  are 
proposed  to  be  discharged  to  the  public  sewers,  which  waters 
contain  the  substances  or  possess  the  characteristics  enumer- 
ated in  Section  4  of  this  Article,  and  which  in  the  judgment  of 
the  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners,  may  have  a  deleterious  ef- 
fect upon  the  sewage  works,  process,  equipment,  or  receiving 
waters,  or  which  otherwise  create  a  hazard  to  life  or  constitute 
a  public  nuisance,  the  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners,  may: 

(a)  Reject  the  wastes. 

(b)  Require  pretreatment  to  an  acceptable  condition 
for  discharge  to  the  public  sewers. 

(c)  Require  control  over  the  quantities  and  rates  of 
discharge,  and/or 

(d)  Require  payment  to  cover  the  added  cost  of  han- 
dling and  treating  the  wastes  not  covered  by  existing  taxes 
or  sewer  charges. 

If  the  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  permits  the  pretreat- 
ment or  equalization  of  waste  flows,  the  design  and  installation 
of  the  plants  and  equipment  shall  be  subject  to  the  review  and 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners,  and  subject  to 
the  requirements  of  all  applicable  codes,  ordinances,  and  laws. 

Industries  discharging  to  the  public  sewers  shall  perform 
such  flow  monitoring  of  their  discharges  as  the  Board  of  Sewer 
Commissioners  may  require,  including  installation,  use,  and 
maintenance  of,  keeping  records  and  reporting  the  results  to 
the  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners.  The  design  and  installation 
of  these  facilities  shall  be  subject  to  the  review  and  approval  of 
the  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners. 

Section  6— Grease,  oil  and  sand  interceptors  shall  be  pro- 
vided when,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Sewer  Commis- 
sioners, they  are  necessary  for  the  proper  handling  of  liquid 
wastes  containing  grease  in  excessive  amounts,  or  any  flam- 
mable wastes,  sand,  or  other  harmful  ingredients;  except  that 
such  interceptors  shall  not  be  required  for  private  living  quar- 
ters or  dwelling  units.  All  interceptors  shall  be  of  a  type  and  ca- 
pacity approved  by  the  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  and 
shall  be  located  so  as  to  be  readily  and  easily  accessible  for 
cleaning  and  inspection. 
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Section  7— Where  preliminary  treatment  or  flow-equalizing 
facilities  are  provided  for  any  waters  or  wastes,  they  shall  be 
maintained  continuously  in  satisfactory  and  effective  operation 
by  the  owner  at  his  expense. 

Section  8— When  required  by  the  Board  of  Sewer  Com- 
missioners, the  owner  of  any  property  serviced  by  a  building 
sewer  carrying  industrial  wastes  shall  install  a  suitable  control 
manhole  together  with  such  necessary  meters  and  other  appur- 
tenances in  the  building  sewer  to  facilitate  observation,  sam- 
pling, and  measurement  of  the  wastes.  Such  manhole,  when  re- 
quired, shall  be  accessibly  and  safely  located,  and  shall  be  con- 
structed in  accordance  with  plans  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Sewer  Commissioners.  The  manhole  shall  be  installed  by  the 
owner  at  his  expense,  and  shall  be  maintained  by  him  so  as  to 
be  safe  and  accessible  at  all  times. 

Section  9— All  measurements,  tests,  and  analyses  of  the 
characteristics  of  waters  and  wastes  to  which  reference  is  made 
in  this  ordinance  shall  be  determined  in  accordance  with  the 
latest  edition  of  "Standard  Methods  for  the  Examination  of 
Water  and  Wastewater"  published  by  the  American  Public 
Health  Association,  and  shall  be  determined  at  the  control  man- 
hole provided,  or  upon  suitable  samples  taken  at  said  control 
manhole.  In  the  event  that  no  special  manhole  has  been  re- 
quired, the  control  manhole  shall  be  considered  the  nearest 
downstream  manhole  in  the  public  sewer  to  the  point  at  which 
the  building  sewer  is  connected. 

Sampling  shall  be  carried  out  by  customarily  accepted 
methods  as  determined  by  the  Plant  Operator  to  reflect  the  ef- 
fect of  constituents  upon  the  sewage  works  and  to  determine 
the  existence  of  hazards  of  life,  limb,  and  property.  (The  partic- 
ular analyses  involved  will  determine  whether  a  24-hour  com- 
posite of  all  outfalls  of  a  premise  is  appropriate  or  whether  a 
grab  sample  or  samples  should  be  taken.  Normally,  but  not  al- 
ways, BOD  and  suspended  solids  analyses  are  obtained  from 
24-hour  composites  of  all  outfalls  whereas  pHs  are  determined 
from  periodic  grab  samples). 

Section  10— No  statement  contained  in  this  Article  shall  be 
construed  as  preventing  any  special  agreement  or  arrangement 
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between  the  Town  and  any  industrial  concern  whereby  an  in- 
dustrial waste  of  unusual  strength  or  character  may  be  accepted 
by  the  Town  for  treatment,  subject  to  payment  therefor,  by  the 
industrial  concern. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Protection  from  Damage 

Section  1— No  unauthorized  person  shall  maliciously,  wilful- 
ly, or  negligently  break,  damage,  destory,  uncover,  deface,  or 
tamper  with  any  structure,  appurtenance,  or  equipment  which 
is  part  of  the  sewage  works.  Any  person  violating  this  provision 
shall  be  subject  to  immediate  arrest  under  charge  of  disorderly 
conduct. 

ARTICLE  V 

Powers  and  Authority  of  Inspectors 

Section  1— The  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  and  other 
duly  authorized  employees  and  representatives  of  the  Town 
bearing  proper  credentials  and  identification  shall  be  permitted 
to  enter  all  properties  for  the  purposes  of  inspection,  observa- 
tion, measurement,  sampling,  and  testing  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  these  Rules  and  Regulations.  The  Board  of 
Sewer  Commissioners  and  its  representatives  shall  have  no  au- 
thority to  inquire  into  any  processes  including  metallurgical, 
chemical,  oil,  refining,  ceramic,  paper,  or  other  industries  be- 
yond that  point  having  a  direct  bearing  on  the  kind  and  source 
of  discharge  to  the  sewers  or  waterways  or  facilities  for  waste 
treatment. 

Section  2— While  performing  the  necessary  work  on  private 
properties  referred  to  in  Article  V,  Section  1  above,  the  Board  of 
Sewer  Commissioners  or  duly  authorized  employees  and  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Town  shall  observe  all  safety  rules  applicable 
to  the  premises  established  by  the  company  and  the  company 
shall  be  held  harmless  for  injury  or  death  to  the  Town  employ- 
ees and  the  Town  shall  hereby  indemnify  the  company  against 
loss  or  damage  to  its  property  by  Town  employees  and  against 
liability  claims  and  demands  for  person  injury  or  property 
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damage  assessed  against  the  company  and  growing  out  of  the 
gauging  and  sampling  operation,  except  as  such  may  be  caused 
by  negligence  or  failure  of  the  company  to  maintain  safe  condi- 
tions as  required  in  Article  III,  Section  8. 

Section  3— The  Plant  Operator  and  other  duly  authorized 
employees  of  the  Town  bearing  proper  credentials  and  identifi- 
cation shall  be  permitted  to  enter  all  private  properties  through 
which  the  Town  holds  a  duly  negotiated  easement  for  the  pur- 
pose of,  but  not  limited  to,  inspection,  observation,  measure- 
ment, sampling,  repair,  and  maintenance  of  any  portion  of  the 
sewage  works  lying  within  said  easement.  All  entry  and  subse- 
quent work,  if  any,  on  said  easement,  shall  be  done  in  full  ac- 
cordance with  the  terms  of  the  duly  negotiated  easement  per- 
taining to  the  private  property  involved. 

ARTICLE  VI 

Penalties 

Section  1— Any  person  found  to  be  violating  any  provision 
of  this  ordinance  except  Article  IV,  shall  be  served  by  the  Town 
with  written  notice  stating  the  nature  of  the  violation  and  pro- 
viding a  reasonable  time  limit  for  the  satisfactory  correction 
thereof.  The  offender  shall,  within  the  period  of  time  stated  in 
such  notice,  permanently  cease  all  violations. 

Section  2— Any  person  who  shall  continue  any  violation  be- 
yond the  time  limit  provided  for  in  Article  VI,  Sec.  1  above, 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  fined  in  the  amount  not  exceeding  twenty  ($20)  dollars 
for  each  violation.  Each  day  in  which  any  such  violation  shall 
continue  shall  be  deemed  a  separate  offense. 

Section  3— Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  shall  become  liable  to  the  Town  for  any  expense, 
loss,  or  damage  occasioned  the  Town  by  reason  of  such  viola- 
tion. 


ARTICLE  VII 

Validity 

Section  1— All  Rules  and  Regulations  or  parts  of  Rules  and 
Regulations  in  conflict  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  2— The  invalidity  of  any  section,  clause,  sentence, 
or  provision  of  these  Rules  and  Regulations  shall  not  affect  the 
validity  of  any  other  part  of  these  Rules  and  Regulations  which 
can  be  given  effect  without  such  invalid  part  or  parts. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

Adoption  of  Rules  and  Regulations 

Section  1— These  Rules  and  Regulations  were  adopted  by 
the  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  at  its  regular  meeting  of 
March  2, 1977  and  are  to  be  effective  as  of 
after  having  been  published  in  the  Daily  Hampshire  Gazette 
once  each  week  for  three  (3)  successive  weeks.

Zoning  Board  of  Appeals 


Subject:  Town  Annual  Report 

During  1976  the  Board  conducted  seven  public  hearings  on 
requests  to  vary  the  Town's  Zoning  By-Laws.  Two  of  these  re- 
quests concerned  lots  that  were  smaller  than  the  By-Laws  per- 
mit and  upon  which  homes  had  already  been  built.  After  deter- 
mining that  each  of  these  homes  had  been  built  under  a  valid 
permit,  and  that  there  was  no  "fault"  on  the  part  of  the  builder, 
each  request  was  granted.  One  petitioner  sought  to  build  a  two 
car  garage  closer  to  the  side  lot  line  than  is  normally  allowed. 
Due  to  the  closeness  of  a  leach  field  the  garage  could  not  be  lo- 
cated in  accordance  with  the  By-Laws  without  expensive  altera- 
tions to  the  septic  system.  The  request  was  granted.  A  variance 
was  sought  to  build  a  home  on  a  large  parcel  of  land  which 
lacked  proper  front  footage.  The  variance  was  granted  since  the 
construction  was  in  keeping  with  the  neighborhood  and  would 
also  improve  the  looks  of  the  area  through  the  removal  of  old 
buildings.  A  request  sought  to  permit  residential  building  on  a 
lot  smaller  than  By-Laws  requirements.  The  request  was  in  keep- 
ing with  the  residential  flavor  of  the  neighborhood  and  was 
granted.  The  last  two  public  hearings  delt  with  requests  to  per- 
mit residential  construction  on  large  tracts  of  land  in  an  Indus- 
trially zoned  area.  The  Board  was  of  the  opinion  that  there  is 
little  likelihood  of  industrial  construction  in  the  area  and  since 
there  is  one  residence  already  located  in  the  area,  each  request 
was  granted.

During  the  past  year,  the  activities  of  the  Hatfield  Historical 
Commission  were  directed  towards  the  Bicentennial  celebration 
and  its  five  members  were  named  to  the  town's  Bicentennial 
Commission.  Throughout  the  commemoration  period,  many 
ambitious  projects  and  activities  were  undertaken  by  church 
and  civic  organizations.  They  are  to  be  commended  for  their 
community  participation  and  enthusiasm. 

Barbara  G.  Woodward  was  appointed  to  succeed  Helen  M. 
Osley  whose  term  expired. 

Although  the  historic  structures  of  Hatfield  have  been  well 
cared  for  and  face  no  immediate  threats  to  their  existence,  this 
Commission  again  requests  the  various  town  boards  to  notify 
it  of  any  plan,  proposal  or  decision  that  would  affect  these 
structures. 

The  Lower  Pioneer  Valley  Regional  Planning  Commission 
has  recommended  that  an  historic  district  be  created  in  the 
town's  center  and  that  application  should  be  made  for  National 
Register  listings  for  the  Sophia  Smith  birthplace,  the  Third 
Meetinghouse  and  the  old  mill.

The  Hatfield  Conservation  Commission  held  three  public 
hearings  under  the  Wetlands  Act  in  order  to  prepare  "Orders 
of  Conditions"  to  control  such  projects  as  the  relocation  of 
Prospect  Street  and  the  new  Sanitary  Land  Fill.  Several  view- 
ings  were  made  to  determine  violations  and/or  issue  "Deter- 
minations" of  whether  Wetlands  law  was  involved.  Citizens  are 
advised  that  any  changes  made  in  wetland  area  or  even  near 
areas  subject  to  flooding  must  have  a  license  from  this  Com- 
mission or  a  Determination  that  such  a  license  is  not  required. 

A  contract  was  begun  with  the  United  States  Soil  Conserva- 
tion Office  in  Hadley  to  survey  the  Town  for  the  purpose  of 
creating  ten  soil  survey  maps  vital  to  further  town  planning  and 
any  Master  Plan.  This  survey  should  be  available  by  mid-sum- 
mer. 

The  control  of  flood  plains  and  what  can  be  done  in  those 
areas  has  become  a  major  problem  in  Hatfield.  Various  state 
agencies  have  different  jurisdictions  and  they  overlap.  We  will 
continue  to  seek  information  in  this  area.  The  Town  is  too  in- 
volved in  this  type  of  land  to  set  incorrect  precedents  too  early. 

Terry  Blunt,  our  organizing  chairman,  resigned  to  devote 
himself  to  other  conservation  interests.  His  wide  knowledge  of 
the  programs  and  problems  related  to  conservation  have  been 
of  tremendous  help  in  getting  us  started.  His  services  will  be 
missed.

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Planning  Board  Report 


With  the  passage  of  the  new  Zoning  Map  at  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting  the  Planning  Board  concentrated  its  efforts  on 
the  sixteen  sub-maps  to  the  Zoning  Map. 

Two  Public  Hearings  were  held  in  December  for  the  pur- 
pose of  moving  the  zoning  lines  to  specific  reference  points  on 
the  ground  for  better  interpretation  of  the  Zoning  Map.  The 
residents  who  attended  these  hearings  also  made  recommenda- 
tions for  any  zoning  changes  they  felt  appropriate.  Existing  busi- 
ness properties  were  discussed  and  the  recommendations  heard 
for  their  zoning.  Of  course  any  zoning  change  can  only  be  made 
by  a  Two-Thirds  vote  of  a  Town  Meeting,  not  by  the  Planning 
Board  alone. 

The  Planning  Board  is  now  working  on  updating  of  the 
Zoning  By-Laws  to  compliment  the  new  Zoning  Map,  for  a  bet- 
ter interpretation  of  the  Zoning. 

The  Board  wishes  to  thank  the  town  residents  for  their  sup- 
port and  is  looking  forward  to  continuing  support  in  this  upcom- 
ing year.

We  are  now  in  our  fourth  year  and  the  Council  is  progress- 
ing in  the  right  way,  also  with  enthusiasm.  When  we,  the  new 
Council  Officers,  took  over  in  June,  1976,  we  made  up  a  motto 
that  we  would  walk  before  we  ran,  and  we  think  we  are  going 
in  the  right  direction.  We  have  seen  and  watched  the  results  of 
the  elderly  getting  together  and  enjoying  the  services  offered 
to  them  at  no  charge  or  at  a  minimum  of  cost  to  them. 

We  encourage  the  continuing  of  the  use  of  the  doctor's 
services  and  shopping  conveniences. 

We  have  continued  to  organize  trips  in  the  fashion  pre- 
viously established.  Trips  in  1976  included  a  dinner  show  at  the 
Chateau  de  Ville  (My  Fair  Lady),  shopping  trips:  West  Farms

Steven  Erikson.  Approximately  80  children  took  part  in  the  pro- 
gram. Again  the  Recreation  Department  extends  a  vote  of  appre- 
ciation and  thanks  to  the  volunteer  mothers  who  helped  in  this 
program.  Without  them  the  program  does  not  exist.  Also  under 
the  summer  program,  tennis  lessons  were  given  and  a  tourna- 
ment was  held  at  the  end  of  the  program.  This  was  under  the 
direction  of  Miss  Elizabeth  Kugler. 

The  Youth  Baseball  Program  was  headed  by  Michael  Segala 
and  assisted  by  all  the  coaches.  Again  a  very  successful  season 
was  had,  culminating  with  a  championship  game  and  a  family 
picnic  on  August  1st. 

The  Frontier  Youth  League  team  was  coached  by  Ken 
Smith,  Jim  Martel,  and  Dick  Banisewski.  This  team  had  a  very 
successful  season  finishing  2nd  to  Old  Deerfield.  Our  thanks  and 
appreciation  to  all  the  men  who  volunteered  their  time  to  this 
program.

The  Girls  Youth  League  Softball  program  was  guided  by 
Mrs.  Gloria  LaFleur  and  assisted  by  all  the  coaches.  This  pro- 
gram has  been  very  well  received  by  the  young  girls  since  it 
was  started  two  years  ago. 

In  October  the  Recreation  Department  sponsored  a  Slim 
and  Trim  Class  held  at  the  American  Legion.  This  class  was 
taught  by  Miss  Elizabeth  Kugler  and  it  was  well  attended. 
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The  Youth  Basketball  program  was  guided  by  Mr.  Alfred 
Tetrealt  and  assisted  by  the  other  coaches.  This  program  starts 
in  November  and  ends  in  March  and  many  hours  are  dedicated 
to  this  program.  Our  thanks  go  out  again  to  these  coaches  and 
especially  to  the  men  who  volunteer  to  officiate  these  games. 

Unfortunately,  the  Girls  Basketball  program  was  not  able 
to  be  provided,  due  to  a  lack  of  interest  and  support  from  adult 
coaches.  Hopefully,  next  year  the  program  will  be  able  to  re- 
sume. 

This  year  under  the  direction  of  Edmund  Jaworski  Jr.  a 
very  successful  season  was  had  at  the  Skating  Rink.  These  men 
and  boys  who  spent  many  cold  nights  flooding  this  rink  deserve 
a  lot  of  credit.  Also  those  who  kept  the  rink  plowed  deserve 
credit. 

In  respect  to  recreation  in  other  areas  of  the  town,  rather 
than  the  center,  several  sites  have  been  considered,  but  none 
have  become  available  at  the  present  time. 

Looking  forward  to  the  coming  year,  proposed  plans  in- 
clude installing  lights  on  the  tennis  courts;  the  possible  reloca- 
tion of  the  Skating  Rink,  and  toilet  facilities  provided  at  the 
Youth  League  Fields.

Mental  Health  and  Retardation 

Board  Report 


The  Franklin/Hampshire  County  Mental  Health  &  Retar- 
dation Board  was  mandated  by  Chapter  735  of  the  Acts  of  1966 
as  the  representative  citizen  body  of  the  area  to  advise  and  plan 
for  local  needs  and  resources  in  the  development  of  comprehen- 
sive mental  health  and  retardation  programs  and  services.  The 
board  consists  of  twenty-one  citizens  who  are  residents  of  the 
towns  in  the  catchment  area  appointed  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Mental  Health. 

In  1973  the  board  inaugurated  a  program  of  solicitation  of 
municipal  tax  support  to  develop  mental  health  and  retardation 
services  for  citizens  of  the  respective  towns.  The  authority  for 
this  type  of  municipal  appropriation  is  contained  in  Chapter  40, 
Section  5,  Clause  40C  of  the  General  Laws.  The  funds  are  ex- 
pended with  the  approval  of  the  local  Board  of  Selectmen  and/ 
or  Health,  to  agencies  who  submitted  applications  to  the  Area 
Board.  The  initial  goal  of  the  board  in  seeking  municipal  sup- 
port was  $1.00  per  person,  based  on  population  of  the  town. 

The  board  is  particularly  concerned  with  residents  who 
have  been  discharged  by  the  mental  hospital  and  the  school  for 
retarded  who  need  community  services  and  with  those  residents 
who  may  never  need  to  enter  the  hospital  if  some  care  and/or 
treatment  is  provided  in  the  community.  This  past  year  a  total 
of  46  Hatfield  residents  were  on  the  roster  receiving  services 
from  Threshold,  Hampshire  Day  House,  Children's  Aid  and 
Family  Service,  Psychological  Service  Center,  Hampshire  Coun- 
ty Association  for  Retarded  Citizens,  and  Outreach. 

The  funding  which  the  citizens  of  Hatfield  so  generously 
contributed  last  year  was  distributed  among  the  following 
agencies:  Children's  Aid  and  Family  Service,  Hampshire  Day 
House,  Threshold,  and  the  University  of  Massachusetts  Psy- 
chological Center.

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Finance  Committee  Report 


During  the  past  four  months  the  Finance  Committee  has 
worked  diligently  in  conjunction  with  other  departments  of 
the  Town  of  Hatfield  in  order  to  arrive  at  realistic  budgets  that 
the  taxpayers  can  hopefully  afford  in  the  fiscal  year  1978. 
We  received  favorable  cooperation  with  most  departments  in 
arriving  at  our  recommendations,  however,  there  are  some 
cases  in  which  finance  committees  have  no  say  as  to  how  much 
a  department  can  spend.  Nor  can  the  people  dictate  what  they 
feel  should  be  spent,  as  in  the  case  of  the  School  Departments 
in  the  State  of  Massachusetts.  Your  Finance  Committee  as  well 
as  others  in  the  State  hope  the  laws  will  change  in  the  future  so 
that  the  Towns  and  Cities  will  have  the  final  decision  as  to  how 
your  tax  dollars  and  how  much  of  them  can  be  spent  in  each 
fiscal  year. 

In  response  to  the  vote  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  we 
have  published  all  full  time  employees  and  elected  officials 
names  and  salaries  earned  in  the  fiscal  year  76  in  this  town  re- 
port. Do  not  forget  the  fact  that  these  figures  are  for  this  period 
and  not  the  current  year  which  we  are  in  now.  If  you  add  to 
these  figures  the  percentage  increases  voted  on  at  last  years 
Town  Meeting,  plus  the  increases  this  year  you  will  be  voting 
on  at  this  Annual  Meeting  we  are  sure  it  will  open  your  eyes. 
Especially  the  School  Department  which  received  3%  for  fiscal 
year  77  and  are  also  requesting  6%  for  the  coming  fiscal  year. 

We  would  like  the  people  to  know  that  the  list  of  names 
and  salaries  of  all  paid  employees  and  elected  officials  was  com- 
plied with  the  cooperation  of  the  Town  Offices. 

An  important  undertaking  of  the  Finance  Committee, 
Board  of  Selectmen,  and  other  willing  departments  this  year, 
was  to  institute  an  Assistant  Clerk  and  Deputy  Tax  Collector 
for  the  coming  year,  making  it  possible  for  people  to  pay  their 
taxes  during  normal  working  hours. 

In  closing,  we  would  like  to  ask  your  support  of  our  recom- 
mendations including  the  School  Budget,  which  requested 
$824,912.00  or  an  increase  of  $118,428.00  over  what  was  expended 
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by  that  department  at  the  end  of  June  1976.  We  would  like  to 
thank  the  School  Department  for  their  dilligent  effort  in  saving 
$71,510.13  which  was  turned  back  at  the  end  of  June  1976.  This 
is  our  basis  for  recommending  $783,944.00  in  lieu  of  the  re- 
quested $824,912.00,  or  a  reduction  of  $40,968.00.  This  figure  can 
reduce  your  future  tax  rate  by  more  than  $2.00.  This  Level  Fund- 
ing, in  following  with  Governor  Michael  Dukakis'  recommenda- 
tion, is,  in  effect  the  same  as  last  years  appropriation. 

Total  budget  requests  for  all  departments  were  reduced  by 
$52,330.00. 

It  was  the  general  consensus  of  the  Finance  Committee 
that  it  was  practically  a  must  to  recommend  $25,000  for  the  pur- 
chase of  a  new  dump  truck.  If  this  is  approved,  it  will  replace 
one  of  two  trucks,  which  are  21  and  14  years  old  respectively. 
Costs  for  repairing  these  antiquated  trucks  is  prohibitive. 

Again,  may  we  ask  for  your  support  at  the  time  of  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting,  April  19, 1977.

School  Committee  Report 


The  following  report  covers  the  period  of  July  1,  1975,  to 
July  1,  1976,  in  accordance  with  procedures  set  by  the  Town  of 
Hatfield. 

The  Hatfield  School  Committee  realizes  that  a  primary  goal 
of  society  is  to  help  students  become  mature,  self  sustaining, 
fully  functioning  citizens  who  will  be  able  to  meet  the  demands 
of  life.  They  also  realize  that  education  is  a  major  force  in  at- 
taining the  above  goals  and  that  an  investment  in  education  is 
one  of  the  best  investments  one  can  make,  because  the  returns 
can  exceed  those  of  any  other  human  enterprise. 

The  Hatfield  School  Committee  is  anxious  to  continue  this 
philosophy  and  to  continue  to  establish  educational  opportuni- 
ties while  keeping  in  mind  the  financial  implications  and  ability 
of  the  town  to  support  the  programs.  The  demands  made  upon 
the  School  Committee  have  increased  considerably  over  the 
past  few  years,  primarily  from  mandates  received  from  the 
State  Department  of  Education  and  the  age  old  problem  of 
proper  housing  for  grades  7-12  still  exists.  It  has  become  in- 
creasingly evident  that  coordination  of  effort  with  other  de- 
partments is  essential  for  the  smooth  operation  of  the  school 
system. 

In  reviewing  this  period,  the  School  Committee  held  eleven 
regular  meetings  and  seven  special  meetings.  It  also  attended 
the  many  meetings  of  those  committees  concerned  with  the 
schools. 

A  complete  list  of  school  personnel  can  be  found  in  another 
section  of  this  report.  In  reviewing  the  teaching  staff  situations, 
the  following  changes  took  place  in  the  school  system  in  the 
following  areas. 

Mrs.  Marie  Sheehan— retired. 

Mrs.  Martha  Boyle— retired. 

Miss  Roberta  Perkins— resigned— moved  to  Florida. 

Mr.  G.  Anthony  Ryan— resigned— seeking  advanced  degree. 
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Mr.  Mitchell  Kempisty— resigned. 

Mrs.  Phyllis  Cummings— elected  school  secretary. 

Miss  Barbara  Howard— elected  remedial  reading  instructor. 

Miss  Sherry  Webb— elected  physical  education  instructor. 

Miss  Patricia  Ralabate— elected  special  education  instruc- 
tor. 

Mr.  Thomas  Haley— elected  assistant  principal— junior 
high. 

The  Hatfield  School  Committee  normally  held  their  regular 
meetings  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month.  Mr.  Ed  Pelis 
served  as  Chairman  of  the  School  Committee  from  the  start  of 
the  fiscal  year  to  April,  1976.  At  this  time,  the  gavel  passed  on 
to  Dr.  Philip  Scavotto  who  was  elected  Chairman.  Mr.  Ed  Pelis 
and  Mr.  Ed  Zima  did  not  seek  reelection  and  were,  by  the  April 
1976  election,  replaced  by  Frank  A.  Malinowski,  Jr.  and  Mr. 
Stephen  Osley.  The  School  Committee  at  this  time  wishes  to 
sincerely  thank  both  Messrs.  Pelis  and  Zima  for  their  dedicated 
services  as  members  of  the  School  Committee. 

There  are  presently  thirty- three  full-time  teachers,  two  ad- 
ministrators, five  part-time  supervisors,  four  specialists,  one 
part-time  school  nurse,  one  secretary,  one  part-time  secretary, 
eight  cafeteria  women  and  three  custodians  on  the  staff. 

The  School  Committee  and  the  Finance  Board  met  on 
March  24,  1976,  to  set  the  school  budget  for  the  1976-77  school 
year.  Both  committees  reviewed  the  presented  budget,  keeping 
in  mind  the  needs  of  the  students  of  the  town.  The  final  school 
budget  was  approved  at  the  annual  town  meeting  by  the  voters 
of  the  community.  The  1976-77  budget  was  broken  down  as 
follows:  General  Control— 3.21%,  Instruction— 73.39%,  Other 
School  Services— 9.28%,  Operation  &  Maint.  of  Plant— 12.97% 
Fixed  Charges— 0.12%,  Community  Services— 0.23%,  Acquisition 
of  New  Equipment— 0.63%,  Payment  to  Other  School  Districts— 
0.14%. 

The  total  budget  for  1976-77  is  $783,944,  with  $50,000  being 
charged  to  other  categories  and  $733,944  to  taxation.  The  voca- 
tional school  budget  for  1976-77  was  set  at  $88,450.00. 

Although  the  Finance  Board  and  the  School  Committee

have  not  met  yet  to  discuss  the  1977-78  school  budget,  the  regu- 
lar budget  is  presently  set  at  $824,912  with  charges  to  other 
categories  not  yet  firmed  up.  The  1977-78  vocational  school  bud- 
get is  presently  set  at  $110,000. 

In  keeping  with  the  School  Committee  policy,  bids  were 
prepared,  advertised  and  publicly  opened  by  the  School  Com- 
mittee for  the  following  contracts  and  purchases:  Regular 
School  Bus  Transporation— Lapienski  Bus  Company;  Voca- 
tional School  Bus  Transportation— Skroski  Bus  Company;  Oil 
Contract  #2  Oil— Norwood  Oil  Company;  Milk  Contract— All 
Star  Dairy  Corporation;  Bread  Contract— Dreikorn's  Bakery; 
1970  pickup— William  Skorupski. 

Maintenance  and  repairs  of  school  buildings  and  grounds 
is  a  continuing  process  during  the  year.  Besides  ordinary  main- 
tenance and  repair,  the  following  programs  were  carried  out: 
Elementary— plumbing  repairs,  electrical  repairs,  painting  in- 
side and  out,  repair  of  roof,  gutters  and  downspouts;  Junior 
High— extensive  inside  painting,  including  corridors  and  stair- 
ways, plumbing  and  roofing  repairs,  electrical  repairs,  restroom 
facilities  repaired  and  painted;  sandblasting  and  sealing  of 
brick  on  east  side  of  building,  repair  front  cement  steps,  point 
and  seal  rear  of  building;  Senior  High— electrical  repairs. 

The  Trustees  of  Smith  Academy  continue  to  carry  out 
necessary  repairs  to  their  building.  These  repairs  were  taken 
care  of  without  cost  to  the  town.  The  Trustees  have  been  very 
cooperative  in  maintaining  the  building  and  deserve  a  vote  of 
appreciation. 

The  following  major  pieces  of  new  equipment  were  added 
to  the  school  system:  student  chairs,  sound  amplifier,  cassette 
recorders,  washing  machine,  AA  bleachers,  calculator,  photo- 
copier and  stand,  typewriters. 

The  School  Committee  continues  to  endorse  the  schools' 
participation  in  federal  programs,  the  Neighborhood  Youth 
Corps  program,  related  educational  programs  for  the  youth  of 
the  town,  including  basketball  and  baseball  programs,  the 
Scout  program,  4-H  programs,  summer  and  winter  recreation 
programs.  It  also  cooperates  with  the  various  committees  and 
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groups  by  making  available  equipment  and  facilities.  The 
School  Committee  continues  to  cooperate  with  the  Northampton 
Institution  for  Savings  in  making  a  school  savings  program 
available.  Also  available  is  a  pupil  insurance  program  on  a  vol- 
untary basis.  Through  the  cooperation  of  the  Selectmen  and 
CETA,  federal  projects  and  the  Hampshire  County  Resource 
Project,  additional  personnel  were  added  to  the  school  staff  in 
a  variety  of  capacities,  enforcing  and  expanding  programs. 

The  School  Committee  is  pleased  to  acknowledge  the  in- 
terest of  the  following  citizens  and  civic  clubs  in  the  education 
of  our  students.

The  School  Committee  continues  to  maintain  an  active 
membership  in  the  area,  state  and  national  associations  and 
attends  their  meetings  regularly. 

The  School  Committee  directs  your  attention  to  other 
school  reports  and  reports  concerning  schools. 

The  School  Committee  wishes  to  sincerely  thank  Mrs. 
Martha  Boyle  and  Mrs.  Marie  Sheehan,  who  both  retired  this 
past  year,  for  their  many  years  of  dedicated  service. 

In  conclusion,  the  School  Committee  wishes  to  extend  its 
sincere  thanks  to  all  for  their  cooperation  and  assistance.

To  the  School  Committee  and  the 
Citizens  of  Hatfield: 

In  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  and  the 
policies  of  the  Hatfield  School  Committee,  I  hereby  submit  my 
report  for  the  twelve  month  period  July  1,  1975  -  June  30,  1976 
fiscal  year,  my  eighteenth  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of 
Schools  of  Hatfield. 

The  mission,  not  only  of  our  educational  system,  but  that 
of  our  country,  is  to  develop  each  individual  student  for  a  rich 
life  and  the  ability  to  participate  in  our  society.  We  must  pro- 
vide equal  opportunities  fitted  to  the  abilities,  interests  and 
needs  of  each  student.  We  must  enable  students  to  choose  goals, 
to  provide  the  opportunity  to  achieve  these  goals,  to  allow  stu- 
dents rewards  for  their  work  and  to  match  these  privileges  with 
the  responsibilities  of  citizenship.  We  must  develop  our  students 
academically,  socially,  economically,  vocationally  and  compe- 
tently. School  programs  should  also  cultivate  in  the  students 
values,  habits  and  practices  which  will  lead  to  the  effective  use 
of  leisure  time.  The  development  of  the  child  requires  the  school 
and  family  to  work  together.  Your  schools  are  committed  to 
achieve  these  objectives,  and  we  share  with  you  the  challenge 
and  burden  of  doing  our  best  in  succeeding.  Our  dedicated 
teachers  are  most  important  in  achieving  success. 

The  problems  of  the  past  continue  to  face  us  and  probably 
so  for  a  time  to  come.  It  is  clear  that  a  resolution  will  only  be 
had  when  all  cooperate  toward  one  end,  that  being  the  needed 
and  replacement  facilities  on  the  upper  levels.  Although  there 
has  been  only  a  slight  increase  in  the  enrollment,  space  also 
continues  to  be  at  a  premium  and  a  great  deal  of  time  and  effort 
is  spent  in  finding  adequate  and  available  space.  Instruction  is 
carried  out  everywhere  possible.  Office  space  is  extremely  tight. 
Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  we  utilize  the 
community  building  for  instruction  and  special  programs.  We 
have  attempted  to  make  changes  where  necessary  and  retain 
those  procedures  and  programs  which  have  proven  successful. 
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We  shall  continue  to  provide  the  best  educational  program 
possible  which  should  be  worthy  of  your  support. 

The  School  Committee  continues  to  make  every  effort  to 
develop  a  budget  which  will  provide  for  a  good  educational  pro- 
gram and  still  be  most  reasonable  dollar-wise.  Costs  continue 
to  rise  with  inflation  leading  the  list,  followed  by  non-funded  or 
partially  funded  state  mandates  and  inadequate  state  reim- 
bursements for  education.  All  personnel  continue  to  have  in- 
put in  the  budget  and  the  budget  receives  reviews  as  it  passes 
through  the  chain  of  command. 

Enrollment  for  this  year,  as  of  October  1,  1975,  is  639  stu- 
dents and  can  be  reviewed  in  the  chart  contained  in  this  report. 
Expected  enrollment  for  the  school  system,  as  of  October  1, 
1976,  is  644  students.  Our  per  pupil  cost  continues  to  be  one  of 
the  lowest  in  the  state. 

The  schools  continue  to  participate  in  the  Hampshire  Edu- 
cation Collaborative  and  its  programs  in  intern  and  practice 
teaching  programs,  work-study  programs,  independent  study 
programs,  education  week,  field  trips  and  state-student  pro- 
grams. They  have  cooperated  with  various  local  and  civic  groups 
in  the  community.  The  "Falcon  Flyer"  is  published  weekly;  the 
State  College  of  Westfield  Bank  gave  two  performances  on 
March  22,  1976;  the  Smith  Academy  Glee  Club  put  on  "Bye  Bye 
Birdie"  on  May  14-15,  1976;  the  boys'  basketball  team  partici- 
pated in  the  Class  III  Western  Massachusetts  High  School 
Basketball  Tournament;  the  Golf  Team  participated  in  the 
Western  Massachusetts  Golf  Tournament;  the  girls'  field  hock- 
ey, basketball  and  softball  teams  participated  in  their  respec- 
tive Western  Massachusetts  tournaments;  the  girls  won  the 
1976  Bi-County  Softball  League  Title  for  the  second  straight 
year;  and  students  continue  to  participate  in  the  Student  Gov- 
ernment Day  program  and  the  Youth  Advisory  Council. 

Special  class  students  were  tuitioned  out  to  neighboring 
communities,  after  an  evaluation  process  was  completed.  Test- 
ing programs  took  place  throughout  the  year  with  all  students 
being  tested  in  the  spring  of  1976.  Students  participated  in  area 
college  nights;  college  representatives  continued  to  visit  the 
high  school;  Federal  funds  have  been  applied  for  and  received. 
Many  meetings  and  conferences  on  all  levels  were  attended. 
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In  June,  1976,  forty  students  were  graduated  from  Smith 
Academy  and,  of  this  number,  thirty-six  have  gone  on  to  fur- 
ther education.  Ten  students  were  graduated  from  Smith's  Vo- 
cational School,  and  twenty-four  are  scheduled  to  attend  voca- 
tional schools  as  of  September,  1976.  Local  adults  continue  to 
take  Adult  Education  courses  in  our  school  evening  programs. 
The  Class  of  1976,  as  a  graduating  gift,  presented  the  school  with 
a  class  of  '76  Memorial  Fund  to  be  used  in  awarding  scholar- 
ships for  future  graduating  classes. 

The  rule  regarding  entrance  of  pupils  is  as  follows:  any 
child  who  attains  the  age  of  six  during  the  year  in  which  en- 
trance to  the  first  grade  is  sought  may  attend  school  beginning 
in  September  of  that  year.  For  example,  a  child  having  a  sixth 
birthday  on  any  day,  including  or  between  January  1,  1977,  and 
December  31,  1977,  may  enroll  and  attend  school  beginning 
September,  1977.  Any  child  who  attains  the  age  of  five  during 
the  year  in  which  entrance  to  the  kindergarten  is  sought  may 
attend  beginning  in  September  of  that  year. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Hatfield  School  Department  to  hold 
regular  sessions  when  it  is  practical  to  operate  the  school  buses. 
Parents  are  asked  to  use  their  own  discretion  in  sending  their 
children  to  school  on  stormy  mornings.  In  the  event  that  it  be- 
comes necessary  to  cancel  school  sessions,  the  "No  School"  sig- 
nal will  be  broadcast  over  radio  stations  WHMP,  WTTT,  WHYN 
and  WHYN-TV  at  6  a.m.  and  continue  through  to  8:30  a.m.  The 
authorities  at  these  stations  request  that  parents  not  call  the 
stations  for  this  information  but  to  listen  for  the  announce- 
ments. 

Copies  of  the  bus  routes  and  released  time  for  Religious 
Instruction  have  been  published  in  the  newspapers  and  are  also 
available  in  all  school  offices.  Should  other  information  be 
needed,  a  call  to  the  school  offices  should  be  made. 

An  open-door  policy  continues  to  be  a  vital  part  of  our 
schools.  Our  teachers  continue  to  be  an  integral  part  of  this 
open-door  policy  and  are  willing  to  help  any  parent.  Parents 
are  invited  to  visit  and  see  what  and  how  their  children  learn 
in  the  classroom  but  are  requested  to  check  through  the  prin- 
cipal's office  first. 
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For  a  more  updated  action  report  on  school  happenings, 
your  attention  is  directed  to  the  other  school  department  re- 
ports and  the  School  Building  Committee  report. 

Our  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  go  to  Mr.  Edwin  Pelis 
and  Mr.  Edward  Zima  for  services  rendered  as  School  Commit- 
tee members.  Also  our  appreciation  is  extended  to  Mrs.  Martha 
Boyle,  who  retired  in  June,  1976,  for  having  served  the  elemen- 
tary school  students  efficiently  and  unselfishly  for  a  period  of 
thirty-nine  years.  We  wish  her  many  years  of  happy  retirement. 

Our  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  also  go  to  Mrs.  Marie 
Sheehan,  school  secretary,  who  retired  in  January,  1976,  after 
twenty  years  of  service.  Mrs.  Sheehan,  a  reliable,  dependable 
and  accurate  worker,  maintained  excellent  communication 
with  school  personnel  and  town  officials.  Her  efforts  have  not 
gone  unnoticed,  and  she  has  been  appreciated  by  all  those  who 
have  had  the  privilege  of  being  associated  with  her.  We  wish 
her  many  happy  years  of  retirement. 

In  conclusipn,  I  wish  to  thank  the  town  officials,  parents, 
citizens,  members  of  the  School  Committee,  the  school  staff  and 
students,  and  all  who  have  helped  to  provide  an  educational 
program  for  the  youth  of  our  community.  I  am  certain  that  with 
the  continued  support  and  cooperation  of  all,  we  will  be  able  to 
maintain  and  continue  these  educational  opportunities.

To  the  School  Committee  and  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  wish  to  submit  my  twenty-first  annual  report  as  principal 
of  Center  Junior  High  and  the  Hatfield  Elementary  School. 

Philosophies  of  education  are  in  constant  transition,  based 
on  the  social  and  economic  conditions  of  the  times.  The  differ- 
ences in  the  philosophies  of  education— whether  it  be  progres- 
sivism,  essentialism,  or  perennialism— are  in  the  approaches 
used  in  educational  programs. 

Our  philosophy  of  education  has  been  to  develop  an  atti- 
tude that  is  a  continuously  developing  experience,  so  that  we 
offer  a  program  that  meets  the  needs  of  each  individual.  This 
program  must  educate  the  students  so  that  each,  in  his  own 
way,  may  become  a  successful  member  of  society. 

To  develop  this  kind  of  program,  we  must  have  these  es- 
sentials: a  fine  staff,  timely  curriculum,  facilities,  materials  and 
equipment  to  carry  out  the  established  program. 

I  rarely  talk  about  staff  as  most  people  take  them  for 
granted,  but  in  our  schools  today  we  have  the  finest  faculty  that 
any  school  system  could  be  privileged  to  have.  Each  and  every 
one  is  a  dedicated,  concerned  educator.  They  possess  an  inquir- 
ing attitude,  a  willingness  to  experiment  with  new  ideas,  and  a 
tireless  effort  to  insure  the  progress  and  understanding  of  each 
student. 

Our  curriculum,  materials  and  equipment  are  constantly 
evaluated.  At  the  present  time,  we  feel  all  areas  of  the  curricu- 
lum have  been  updated  to  meet  the  challenges  of  the  times. 
For  instance,  this  year  world  geography  was  added  to  the  elec- 
tives  at  the  junior  high.  We  hope  this  will  give  an  added  di- 
mension to  our  social  science  program. 

In  selecting  materials  and  equipment,  we  must  consider  the 
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ability  and  developmental  level  of  the  individuals  who  will  use 
them.  At  the  present  time,  we  are  involved  in  selecting  mate- 
rials for  the  following  areas: 

1 .  Earth  Science  and  Literature  at  the  junior  high ; 

2.  Language  Arts  at  the  elementary. 

This  is  no  easy  task  as  the  materials  must  meet  our  partic- 
ular needs.  For  special  needs  students,  Chapter  766  and  Title 
I  offer  many  diversified  programs. 

Throughout  the  year,  we  have  had  many  extra  curricular 
activities,  such  as  the  camping  trip  for  one  week  for  grade 
seven  students,  field  trips  to  many  points  of  interest  and  musi- 
cal and  physical  education  programs. 

Interns  from  the  various  area  colleges  were  accepted  at 
both  the  elementary  and  junior  high  schools.  This  program 
benefited  not  only  the  student  teacher  but  also  the  partici- 
pating schools,  as  these  individuals  brought  to  the  classes  the 
latest  educational  methods  and  new  techniques. 

During  Education  Week,  conferences  were  filled  to  capac- 
ity with  interested  parents.  Open  House  was  a  great  success  as 
the  townspeople  filled  our  hallways  and  rooms  as  children 
guided  parents,  relatives  and  friends  from  room  to  room. 

To  those  individuals  who  donated  many  work  hours  in  our 
school  library  and  in  the  classroom  as  resource  persons,  we  are 
indeed  indebted. 

Organizations  such  as  the  American  Legion,  Lions'  Club 
and  the  Book  Club  have  sponsored  programs  and  donated  spe- 
cial materials  for  our  use. 

The  townspeople  are  so  privileged  to  have  Mrs.  Jane  Yolen 
Stemple  as  a  resident  of  this  town.  She  has  received  numerous 
honors  for  her  outstanding  contributions  to  children's  literature. 
Jane  Yolen,  the  author's  pen  name,  will  always  be  remembered 
for  her  generous  contributions  of  children's  books  to  our  ele- 
mentary library.  She  is  truly  an  outstanding  citizen  and  a  dear 
friend  to  the  staff  and  pupils  at  the  elementary  school. 
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Mr.  Mitchell  Kempisty,  our  elementary  custodian,  and 
Mrs.  Martha  Boyle,  the  remedial  reading  teacher,  retired. 
Miss  Virginia  Klaes,  a  fifth  grade  teacher,  left  to  live  out  of 
state.  Each  one  will  be  remembered  for  their  many  years  of 
dedicated  service  in  the  schools.  I  wish  to  extend  to  each  our 
sincere  appreciation  and  gratitude  for  meritorious  service  to 
our  school  children. 

In  closing,  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  School  Committee 
members,  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  the  staff,  custodians, 
pupils,  parents,  Chief  of  Police  and  his  fellow  officers,  Joseph 
Deres  and  his  highway  crew  and  school  bus  personnel.  Their 
interest  and  assistance  throughout  the  year  made  the  year  one 
of  the  most  successful  and  rewarding.

To  the  School  Committee  and  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report,  the  twenty-fifth  as  the 
school  nurse  of  Hatfield. 

The  State  Department  of  Public  Health  has  established 
rules  and  regulations  relative  to  the  physical  examination  of 
school  children.  The  purpose  of  these  regulations  is  to  discover 
disabilities  of  school  children  as  soon  as  possible  so  as  to  enable 
all  children  to  obtain  the  fullest  benefit  of  their  educational  op- 
portunities. Our  school  health  department  meets  these  regula- 
tions. 

The  school  health  program  encourages  the  performance  of 
the  health  appraisal  by  the  family's  own  physician  whenever 
possible.  This  year  39  of  the  43  children  who  were  enrolled  into 
Kindergarten  had  been  examined  by  their  own  physician. 

The  school  physician  carries  out  health  appraisals  on  such 
children  who  do  not  have  this  service.  All  students  in  grades  9 
and  12,  athletes  of  grades  7,  8,  10  and  11,  and  all  who  participate 
in  Special  Education  and  remedial  reading  classes  were  exam- 
ined. There  were  no  major  defects  found. 

The  vision  test  was  given  to  635  students.  Notices  were 
sent  to  the  parents  of  36  pupils  who  failed  the  retest. 

The  Pure  Tone  Hearing  test  was  given  to  628  students. 
There  were  6  who  failed  the  test. 

The  Adult  Booster  for  Diphtheria-Tetanus  was  given  to  31 
members  of  the  Senior  class. 

The  Mantoux  Tuberculin  test  was  given  in  May.  Those  re- 
ceiving the  test  were :  Teachers— 14    Seniors— 31. 

There  were  76  cases  of  chicken  pox  reported  during  the 
year. 
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Registration  for  Kindergarten  was  held  in  April.  There 
were  43  children  in  attendance. 

In  closing,  may  I  extend  my  appreciation  for  the  coopera- 
tion and  assistance  given  by  Dr.  Kaiser,  school  officials,  teach- 
ers and  parents  in  the  school  health  program.

HAMPSHIRE,  SS. 

To  either  of  the  Constables  of  the  Town  of  Hatfield  in  said  Hamp- 
shire County,  Greetings: 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth,  you  are  hereby  directed  to 
notify  and  warn  the  Inhabitants  of  said  Town  qualified  to  vote  in 
elections  and  town  affairs  to  meet  in  the  Memorial  Town  Hall  in 
said  Hatfield  on  Tuesday,  the  eighteenth  day  of  April,  1978  at  ten 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  then  and  there  to  take  action  under  Article 
1,  and  to  meet  at  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening  to  take  action  on  all 
other  articles: 

Article  1:  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  following 
years:  one  Moderator  for  a  term  of  three  years;  one  Selectman  for  a 
term  of  three  years;  one  Town  Clerk  for  a  term  of  three  years;  one 
Town  Treasurer  for  a  term  of  three  years;  one  Tax  Collector  for  a 
term  of  three  years;  one  Assessor  for  a  term  of  three  years;  one 
Assessor  for  a  term  of  one  year;  two  members  of  the  School  Commit- 
tee each  for  a  term  of  three  years;  one  Water  Commissioner  for  a 
term  of  three  years;  one  Tree  Warden  for  a  term  of  three  years;  one 
Library  Trustee  for  a  term  of  three  years;  one  Elector  under  the  Will 
of  Oliver  Smith  for  a  term  of  one  year;  one  Cemetary  Commissioner 
for  a  term  of  three  years;  one  Sewer  Commissioner  for  a  term  of 
three  years;  one  member  of  the  Planning  Board  for  a  term  of  five 
years;  and  one  member  of  the  Housing  Authority  for  a  term  of  five 
years. 

The  polls  will  be  opened  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  and  kept 
open  until  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening. 

Article    2:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Town 
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Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money 
from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  financial 
year  beginning  July  1,  1978,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
General  Laws,  Chapter  44,  Section  4,  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Mass- 
achusetts, and  to  issue  a  note  or  notes  therefor  payable  within  one 
(1)  year  and  to  renew  any  note  or  notes  that  may  be  given  for  a 
period  of  less  than  one  (1)  year  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  44,  Section  17,  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts,  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

Article  3:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and  trans- 
fer the  sum  of  $351.89  from  the  Dog  Fund  to  the  Library  Account, 
or  take  any  action  thereon. 

Article  4:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and  trans- 
fer the  sum  of  $1,158.75  from  the  State  Aid  and  Libraries  Account 
to  the  Library  Account,  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

Article  5:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate, 
including  appropriation  from  available  funds,  the  sum  of  $1 8,416.16 
as  allocated  by  the  Actuary  and  certified  by  the  County  Commission- 
ers to  the  Town  of  Hatfield  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  32, 
General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  as  amended,  and  pay  said 
amount  to  the  Treasurer-Custodian  of  the  Hampshire  County  Re- 
tirement System,  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

Article  6:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and  trans- 
fer from  Surplus  Revenue  a  sum  of  money  for  the  construction  and 
maintenance  of  town  highways  in  the  Town  of  Hatfield,  Massa- 
chusetts, for  the  fiscal  year  commencing  on  July  1,  1978,  and  return 
the  same  to  Surplus  Revenue  upon  the  receipt  of  funds  under  Chap- 
ter 497  of  the  Massachusetts  Acts  and  Resolves  of  1971  allocated  to 
the  Town  of  Hatfield,  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

Article  7:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  determine  what  sums  of 
money  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate,  including  appropria- 
tions from  available  funds,  to  defray  the  charges  and  expenses  for 
the  Town,  including  debt  and   interest;  to  set  the  salaries  for  all 
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elected  officials  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  41, 
Section  108  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth;  and  to 
provide  for  a  Reserve  Fund  for  the  ensuing  year,  or  take  any  action 
thereon. 

Article  8:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $45,000.00  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  bucket  loader  and 
to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  sell  or  trade  an  old  Hough 
front-end  bucket  loader,  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

Article  9:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and  trans- 
fer from  Surplus  Revenue  a  sum  of  money  for  highway  and  transit 
development,  the  same  to  be  returned  to  Surplus  Revenue  upon 
reimbursement  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

Article  10:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and  trans- 
fer from  Surplus  Revenue  the  sum  of  $100,000.00  to  the  Stabiliza- 
tion Fund,  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

Article  1 1:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $5,000.00  for  mosquito  control  in  the  Town  of  Hatfield, 
or  take  any  action  thereon. 

Article  12:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $423.75  for  the  payment  of  dues  to  the  Lower  Pioneer 
Valley  Regional  Planning  Council,  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

Article  13:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $9,000.00  for  the  purchase  of  a  mini-bus  for  the  elderly 
in  the  Town  of  Hatfield,  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

Article  14:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  appoint  a  Town  Accountant  pursuant  to  Chapter  41, 
Section  55  of  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts,  as  amended,  or 
take  any  action  thereon. 

Article  15:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $9,360.00  for  the  payment  of  the  salary  for  a  full  time

Police  Officer,  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

Article  16:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $10,000.00  for  use  by  the  Doctors  Search  Committee, 
and  authorize  said  Search  Committee,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  to  offer  subsidies  up  to  said  sum  of  $10,000.00 
for  furnishing  and  equiping  office  space  in  the  Town  of  Hatfield  to 
any  prospective  candidates,  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

Article  17:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  provide  for  a  three 
member  Board  of  Health  to  be  elected  hereafter  pursuant  to  Chap- 
ter 41,  Section  1,  of  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts,  as  amended, 
or  take  any  action  thereon. 

Article:  18:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and  trans- 
fer the  sum  of  $5,000.00  from  Anti-Recession  Funds-Public  Employ- 
ment Act  Funds  to  hire  help  for  the  water  department,  or  take  any 
action  thereon. 

Article  19:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $109.36  to  pay  four  unpaid  bills  to  Suburban  Propane 
of  Springfield,  Massachusetts,  as  follows:  two  unpaid  bills  for  fiscal 
year  1976  totaling  58.50;  and  two  unpaid  bills  for  fiscal  year  1977 
totaling  50.86,  or  take  action  thereon. 

Article 20:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  close  out  the  account 
created  by  a  Town  Meeting  vote  on  February  20,  1973,  under  Article 
35  for  the  appropriation  of  a  sum  of  money  for  engineering  study, 
test  borings,  surveying  and  appraisal  of  a  new  sanitary  landfill  site, 
and  return  the  sum  of  $4,800.00  left  in  said  account  to  Surplus 
Revenue. 

Article  21:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  close  out  the  account 
created  by  a  Town  Meeting  vote  February  18,  1975,  under  Article 
10  for  the  appropriation  of  a  sum  of  money  for  dump  construction 
and  site  survey  for  a  new  dump,  and  return  the  sum  of  $1,792.55 
left  in  said  account  to  Revenue  Sharing. 
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Article  22:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  close  out  the  account 
created  by  a  Town  Meeting  vote  on  April  20,  1976,  under  Article 
24  for  the  appropriation  of  a  sum  of  money  for  the  purchase  of  land 
by  Eminent  Domain  at  Prospect  Street,  and  return  the  sum  of  $943.00 
left  in  said  account  to  Surplus  Revenue. 

Article  23:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  close  out  the  account 
created  by  vote  of  a  Special  Town  Meeting  on  October  3,  1967,  un- 
der Article  3  for  the  appropriation  of  a  sum  of  money  to  survey  and 
appraise  the  Bradstreet  sewerage  treatment  site,  and  return  the  sum 
of  $490.00  left  in  said  account  to  sewer  available  surplus. 

Article  24:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  close  out  the  account 
created  by  a  vote  of  a  Special  Town  Meeting  on  October  3,  1967,  un- 
der Articles  9  and  10,  for  the  appropriation  of  sums  of  money  for  the 
appraisal  of  land  designated  as  sewerage  treatment  site  south  of 
Bridge  Lane,  and  to  return  the  total  sum  of  $1,100.00  left  in  said  ac- 
count as  follows:  the  sum  of  $900.00  to  sewer  available  surplus;  and 
the  sum  of  $200.00  to  surplus  revenue. 

Article  25:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  close  out  the  account 
created  by  vote  of  a  Special  Town  Meeting  on  May  29,  1970,  under 
Article  1,  for  the  appropriation  of  a  sum  of  money  for  a  comprehen- 
sive study  of  sewerage  systems,  and  to  return  the  sum  of  $3,023.39 
left  in  said  account  to  surplus  revenue. 

Article  26:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  close  out  the  account 
first  created  by  a  Town  Meeting  vote  on  February  16,  1971,  under 
Article  22,  and  then  transferred  by  vote  of  a  Special  Town  Meeting 
on  July  1,  1976,  under  Article  3,  for  the  appropriation  of  a  sum  of 
money  for  the  construction  of  a  sewerage  treatment  and  disposal 
facility  on  the  land  situated  in  the  vacinity  of  the  intersection  of  Main 
Street  with  the  road  leading  to  Bashan,  and  to  return  the  sum  of 
$6,545.68  left  in  said  account  to  surplus  revenue. 

Article  27:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and  trans- 
fer the  sum  of  $1 1,000.00,  $1,390.00  from  Sewer  Available  Surplus, 
and  $9,610.00  from  Available  Surplus  Revenue,  to  the  Water  Pollu- 
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tion  Control  Program,  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

Article  28:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  hear  any  and  all  reports 
which  have  to  do  with  the  welfare  of  the  town. 


RESOLUTION 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  1978  Town  Meeting  of  the  Town  of  Hatfield, 
that  since  the  Commonwealth's  Metropolitan  District  Commission  and 
the  U.S.  Army  Corps  of  Engineers  have  failed  to  consult  with  the 
Connecticut  Valley  communities  with  respect  to  when  they  plan  to  di- 
vert water  from  the  Connecticut  River  to  Boston,  and  how  much  wa- 
ter they  plan  to  take,  Town  Meeting  members  of  Hatfield  are  ada- 
mantly opposed  to  such  plans.

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Selectmen's  Report 


To  the  Citizens  of  Hatfield : 

Throughout  the  year,  general  administration  of  the  Town 
business  was  carried  out. 

During  the  past  year  we  had  a  peak  of  twelve  people  work- 
ing at  the  watershed  conservation  project  at  the  reservoir. 
These  men  were  acquired  under  the  CETA  program,  which  is 
entirely  Federally  funded.  Also  under  CETA  a  peak  of  eleven 
people  worked  for  the  Schools,  Highway  Department,  Water 
Department,  Housing  Department,  Police  Department  and 
Town  offices. 

Another  1,500  feet  of  reconstruction  work  has  been  done  on 
Prospect  Street,  from  Chestnut  Street  to  School  Street.  This 
has  curbing  and  base.  The  final  coat  of  blacktop  has  been  fin- 
ished to  Chestnut  Street.  The  remaining  highway  will  be  fin- 
ished by  summer.  We  anticipate  this  project  will  be  completed 
by  September  and  that  the  bridge  will  be  open  by  that  time. 

The  annual  rabies  clinic  was  held  in  June,  and  the  Selectmen 
plan  to  have  another  clinic  in  1978. 

A  new  diesel  International  five  to  seven  yard  dump  truck 
was  purchased  for  the  Highway  Department.  A  1956  Inter- 
national dump  truck  was  traded-in.  Also,  the  Town  acquired, 
free  of  charge,  a  four-by-four  y$  ton  weapons  carrier,  which 
we  have  handed  over  to  the  Fire  Department.  They  will  remod- 
el and  fix  this  vehicle  up  to  fight  brush  fires.  Also  purchased 
for  the  Highway,  Water,  and  Tree  Departments  was  a  diesel 
powered,  trailer  mounted,  wood  chipper. 

Bridge  and  Dwight  Streets  will  be  reconstructed,  work 
to  begin  in  late  1979  or  spring  of  1980. 
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A  new  burner  was  installed  in  the  boiler  unit  in  the  Town 
Hall.  And,  the  inside  of  the  Highway  Garage  is  being  painted. 

A  committee  to  look  into  acquiring  a  general  practitioner 
for  the  Town  was  appointed.  This  committee  consists  of  Mrs. 
Ethel  Byrne,  Mrs.  Lucille  Godek,  Dr.  Alfred  Kaiser,  Mr. 
Richard  Belden,  Mr.  Stanley  Filipek,  and  A.  Cory  Bardwell. 

Bridges  were  posted  for  load  limits  to  comply  with  the  law. 
The  State  furnished  the  signs.  Also  the  State  once  again  paint- 
ed all  our  Chapter  90  roads  with  lines  and  the  Highway  De- 
partment painted  the  rest  of  the  lines. 

New  blinds  were  installed  in  the  main  auditorium  of  the 
Town  Hall,  and  new  china  has  been  purchased  for  the  Com- 
munity Rooms. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  wishes  to  thank  all  officers,  both 
elected  and  appointed,  for  their  excellent  co-operation  during 
1977.

This  year  the  Fire  Department  acquired  a  Dodge  four-wheel 
drive  y$  ton  pickup  through  Civil  Defense  at  no  cost  to  the 
town.  The  truck  will  be  equipped  with  a  200  gallon  tank,  por- 
table pump,  500  feet  of  forestry  hose,  indian  tanks,  and  brush 
fire  fighting  equipment.  This  unit  will  be  used  for  Grass  and 
Brush  fires  and  will  give  us  more  access  to  get  into  areas  that 
were  unable  to  get  into  with  fire  trucks. 

In  October  the  fire  chiefs,  1966  Chevorlet  Station  Wagon's 
frame  rotted  out  beyond  repair  and  was  put  out  of  service.  The 
selectmen  said  that  they  would  look  into  replacing  this  unit. 

The  open  air  burning  for  1978  is  from  Jan.  15  to  March  15 
only  if  permit  is  obtained.

I  hereby  submit  my  9th  annual  report  as  your  Tree  Warden 
and  Local  Superintendent  of  Insect  Pest  Control  covering  the 
Fiscal  Year  1977-78. 

Care  of  town  trees  consisting  of  pruning  and  cabling,  has 
been  done  on  Main  St.,  Maple  St.,  School  St.,  Elm  St.,  North 
St.,  Chestnut  St.  and  Porter  Ave.. 

Removal  of  trees  due  to  Dutch  Elm  Disease  on  Main  St., 
School  St.,  and  Chestnut  St.. 

Removal  of  trees  for  reasons  other  than  Dutch  Elm  Disease, 
such  as  driveway  construction,  structual  weakness,  undesir- 
ability  of  species  other  reasonable  requests  were  done  on  the 
following  roads,  Main  St.,  School  St.,  Prospect  St.,  N.  Hatfield 
Rd.,  Pantry  Rd.,  Linseed  Rd.,  and  Depot  Rd..  Planting  of  new 
trees,  replacing  trees  removed  where  possible  and  planting  new 
areas  was  done  on  Main  St.,  Elm  St.,  Bridge  St.,  Gore  Ave., 
Prospect  St.,  Chestnut  St.,  Maple.,  Cronin  Hill  Rd.,  and  Pantry 
Rd.. 

Foliage  sprays  were  applied  with  hydrolic  sprayer  through 
out  the  town  on  two  separate  applications  for  control  of  leaf 
chewing  and  sucking  insects  that  cause  the  weakening  of  and 
the  decline  in  health  of  town  trees.  Spraying  is  only  done  where 
and  as  needed. 

Mosquito  Control  using  Pyrethrin  Spray  for  control  of  adult 
mosquitos  has  been  continued  through  out  the  town.  Weather 
permitting  the  low  volume  mist  is  applied  every  7-10  days 
through  out  the  spring  and  summer  months.  This  program  is 
performed  for  the  Health  Dept.  and  is  funded  by  a  separate  ap- 
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propriation.  Town  citizens  are  reminded  that  for  tree  work, 
such  as  spraying,  pruning,  removals  and  plantings  regarding 
town  trees  you  may  call  my  office  at  my  home  on  Pantry  Rd.  at 
any  time. 

I  would  like  to  again,  this  year,  thank  the  other  departments 
of  the  town  for  their  co-operation,  especially  the  highway 
superintendent  and  his  crews,  without  their  co-operation  we 
could  not  accomplish  so  much  work  on  such  a  small  budget.

During  the  year  we  had  a  circulation  of  30,724  books  and 
periodicals  and  1,142  books  were  added  to  our  shelves.  A  num- 
ber of  these  were  donated  by  many  townspeople  and  we  want 
to  thank  them  for  their  generosity. 

We  are  indeed  indebted  to  the  Hatfield  Book  Club  for  their 
continued  interest  in  the  library.  This  year  they  donated  a  re- 
volving book  carousel  for  the  childrens*  room  which  takes  care 
of  40  books.  They  also  sponsored  our  summer  reading  program 
which  continues  to  expand  each  year. 

With  the  cooperation  of  the  teachers,  we  had  another  poster 
contest  during  National  Library  Week.  Grades  three  through 
six  participated  and  prizes  were  awarded  for  the  best  poster. 

During  July  and  August  we  had  a  story  hour  each  Tuesday 
at  10  A.M.  Many  thanks  goes  to  the  story  tellers  who  were, 
Mrs.  Mary  Lou  Cutter,  Andrea  Labbee,  Kathy  Sheehan,  Irene 
Smiarowski,  Mrs.  Jane  Yolen  Stemple,  and  Mrs.  Ruth  Drury. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robert  J.  Ryan  donated  a  clock  for  the  refer- 
ence room  and  a  revolving  bookcase  which  takes  care  of  200 
books.  We  use  this  bookcase  for  our  new  books  in  the  adult 
fiction  room. 

Again  we  remind  the  townspeople  that  we  can  borrow  any 
book  we  don't  have  from  Interlibrary  loan.  We  can  also  borrow 
talking  books  with  the  cassette  player  for  the  blind. 
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During  the  year,  the  trustees  had  additional  shelves  added  to 
the  bookcases  in  the  reference,  adult  and  childrens'  rooms. 
They  also  had  the  two  front  rooms  in  the  library  painted  and 
the  sky  light  repaired.

Members  of  the  Building  Committee  met  before  the  joint 
Committee  on  Education  of  the  House  and  Senate  in  March, 
1977,  to  support  and  ask  for  approval  of  Senator  John  Olver's 
bill  -  Senate  215  -  which  asked  the  legislature  to  approve  65% 
aid  for  the  construction  of  a  junior-senior  high  school,  such 
reimbursement  to  include  65%  aid  on  the  interest  on  the  loan. 
The  bill  came  out  favorably  and  was  sent  to  the  Senate  Ways 
and  Means  Committee.  Since  that  time,  the  bill  came  out  favor- 
ably from  all  Committees,  was  voted  favorably  by  the  House  of 
Representatives  and  the  Senate  and  signed  into  law  by  Gover- 
nor Dukakis  on  December  23,  1977.  It  is  now  on  the  books  as 
law  -  Chapter  835  -  and  instructs  the  Board  of  Education  to 
fund  Hatfield's  school  construction  and  interest  at  65%. 

The  Building  Committee  is  now  meeting  with  Mr.  Joseph 
Bishop  of  the  Massachusetts  School  Building  Assistance  Bu- 
reau, Architects  Whittier,  Sargent,  Webster,  Crenshaw,  and 
Foley,  and  town  officials  to  establish  procedures,  time  sched- 
ules, and  other  factors  to  implement  favorably  voted  Articles 
no.  2and  no.  4  of  the  special  town  meeting  held  on  April  28, 
1975. 

The  Building  Committee  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation 
to  all  for  their  cooperation  and  assistance.

To  the  Citizens  of  Hatfield  : 

It  is  called  to  the  attention  of  all  townspeople  that  any,  and 
all  work  on  any  building,  is  subject  to  review  by  the  Building 
Inspector.  This  is  to  determine  whether  or  not  a  building  permit 
is  necessary.  In  the  case  of  a  judgment  falling  under  "ordinary 
repairs",  a  permit  is  not  necessary.  This  judgment  is  to  be  made 
by  Building  Inspector,  under  State  law. 

The  following  is  the  section  dealing  with  violation  of  the 
building  code  penalties. 

122.3  Violation  Penalties  -  A  person  who  shall  violate  a  provi- 
sion of  the  Basic  Code  shall  be  punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  or  by  imprisonment  for  not 
more  than  one  year,  or  both,  for  EACH  VIOLATION.  EACH 
DAY  DURING  WHICH  ANY  PORTION  OF  A  VIOLATION 
CONTINUES  SHALL  BE  CONSIDERED  A  SEPARATE 
OFFENSE. 

THERE  ARE  A  NUMBER  OF  people  not  applying  for  dem- 
olition permits  for  old  barns.  Acopy  of  the  permit  application 
goes  to  the  tax  assessors  so  it  is  wise  to  get  your  permit  for 
proof  of  demolition  for  tax  abatement  purposes,  further,  it  is  a 
violation  of  Basic  Building  Code  if  not  applied  for.  Section 

117.0  Removal  of  Buildings. 

117.1  Lot  Regulation:  When  a  building  or  structure  has  been 
demolished  or  removed  and  no  building  operation  has  been  pro- 
jected or  approved,  the  vacant  lot  shall  be  filled  with  non  or- 
ganic fill,  graded  and  maintained  in  conformity  with  adjacent 
grades.  The  lot  shall  be  maintained  free  from  the  accumulation 
of  rubbish  and  all  other  unsafe  or  hazardous  conditions  which 
endanger  the  life  or  health  of  the  public;  provisions  shall  be 
made  to  prevent  the  accumulation  of  water  or  damage  to  any 
foundations  on  the  premises  or  the  adjoining  property ;  and  the

necessary  retaining  walls  and  fences  shall  be  erected  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Article  13. 

Your  attention  is  respectfully  called  to  the  Annual  1975 
Town  Meeting  book,  page  49,  for  information  on  when  a  permit 
is  required,  and  the  necessary  paperwork.  If  you  have  any 
doubts  or  questions,  the  Building  Inspector  is  in  the  Com- 
munity Hall  Building  at  7 :30  p.m.  Tuesdays.  He  will  be  happy 
to  answer  any  question  that  can  be  handled  by  phone,  at  his 
home  phone  247-5550.  In  his  absence  a  message  may  be  left  for 
a  call  back.

Hatfield   Planning  Board 

The  Planning  Board  has  made  significant  accomplishments 
during  1977.  Several  meetings  were  held  regarding  the  prepar- 
ation and  presentation  of  the  new  Zoning  Map,  which  was  ap- 
proved by  the  Town  in  October. 

The  State  has  mandated  that  all  Town  Zoning  By-Laws  be 
revised  by  June  30,  1978  to  conform  with  the  Chapter  808  Zon- 
ing Act.  The  Planning  Board  appointed  the  following  sub-com- 
mitee  to  work  on  updating  Hatfield's  Zoning  Laws:  Gene 
McMurtry,  Chairman;  Americo  Zerneri;  and  Charles  G. 
Kellogg,  Planning  Board  representative.  This  sub-committee 
has  met  several  times,  and  the  Planning  Board  looks  forward  to 
town  acceptance  of  the  revised  By-Laws  in  the  spring  of  1978. 

Upon  completion  of  the  By-Law  revision,  the  Planning  Board 
will  begin  work  on  the  writing  of  a  Master  Plan  for  the  Town 
of  Hatfield.  The  Board  wishes  again  to  thank  town  residents 
for  their  support  in  the  past,  and  looks  forward  to  continued 
support  in  the  coming  year.

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Zoning  Board  of  Appeals 

During  the  year  the  Board  held  three  public  hearings  on  re- 
quest for  variance.  At  two  of  these  public  hearings,  the  peti- 
tioners sought  to  build  homes  on  lots  which  did  not  have  the 
required  front  footage,  but  which  met,  and  in  fact  exceeded, 
all  other  lot  size  requirements.  Both  of  these  requests  for  vari- 
ance were  granted.  In  the  third  public  hearing  the  petitioner 
asked  that  a  garage  be  built  closer  to  the  house  than  the  re- 
quired 15  foot  separation.  At  the  time  of  the  request  the  garage 
was  under  construction  on  a  conditional  building  permit.  The 
condition  of  the  permit  was  that  if  the  petitioner  could  not  ob- 
tain a  variance,  he  would  attach  his  garage  to  his  house.  The 
Board  denied  this  variance  on  two  grounds.  One,  there  was  ade- 
quate room  on  the  petitioners  lot  to  meet  the  15  foot  separation 
requirement  and  more  important,  since  the  petitioner  was  able 
to  secure  a  building  permit,  he  was  not  enduring  any  hardship 
imposed  by  the  Town's  Zoning  By-Laws. 

It  has  been  some  time  since  this  report  included  the  items  that 
must  accompany  an  application  for  variance.  The  items  are 
these : 

1.  Two  copies  of  the  completed  requested  form.  The  form 
is  available  from  any  Board  member,  or  at  the  Boards' 
regular  meeting  on  the  first  of  each  month. 

2.  A  copy  of  the  deed  describing  the  property. 

3.  Where  a  potential  property  owner  is  seeking  the  vari- 
ance a  copy  of  a  properly  executed  Buy-Sell  agreement 
must  be  included. 

4.  A  sketch  of  the  property  showing  all  existing  and 
proposed  buildings  and  structures.  The  dimensions  of 
lot  size,  distance  between  buildings,  and  distance  be- 
tween buildings  and  lot  lines  must  be  included.  This 
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sketch  does  not  have  to  be  a  costly  item,  but  may  be 
simply  a  pencil  and  ruler  sketch,  done  at  home,  using 
dimensions  from  a  deed  and  dimensions  obtained  with 
a  measuring  tape. 

5.  A  list  of  all  abutting  property  owners,  as  they  appear 
on  the  most  recent  tax  list,  within  200  feet  of  every 
boundry  of  the  lot  for  which  the  variance  is  sought.  The 
list  must  include  mailing  addresses  of  the  property 
owners  with  zip  codes. 

6.  A  filing  fee  of  $75.00  in  the  form  of  a  check  or  money 
order  made  out  to  the  Town  of  Hatfield.

To  the  Citizens  of  Hatfield : 

Last  year  three  hydrants  were  replaced  and  one  new  hydrant 
was  installed.  Five  new  water  services  were  installed  and  many 
were  renewed  on  Prospect  Street. 

In  April,  the  fourteen  inch  water  main  on  Linseed  Road 
broke,  but  within  24  hours  the  break  was  repaired  and  normal 
service  was  resumed  even  though  repair  parts  had  to  be  sent 
from  Boston. 

Both  reservoirs  were  cleaned  and  much  work  was  done  inside 
the  chlorinator  house.  In  November  the  chlorinator  had  to  be 
overhauled. 

Since  May,  the  CETA  brush  clearing  crew  has  been  working 
in  the  watershed  area.  They  have  done  an  excellent  job  clear- 
ing the  dead  wood  and  hardwood  trees  which  are  undesirable. 
Fire  wood  from  the  clearing  project  is  available  to  any  towns 
people.  The  standing  timbers  was  sold  to  a  local  lumberman 
and  the  money  was  used  to  buy  a  wood  chipper. 

The  Commissioners  would  like  to  thank  the  citizens  and  the 
Town  Officials  for  their  cooperation  in  the  past  year.

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Report  of  the  Sewer  Commission 

During  the  past  year  the  Hatfield  Sewer  Commission,  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  and  Tigh  and  Bond  Consulting  Engineers 
have  had  many  discussions  with  the  State  Division  of  Water 
Pollution  Control  relative  to  Hatfield's  sewer  facilities  plan. 
Currently  the  Engineering  Division  of  the  Water  Pollution 
Control  is  reviewing  Hatfield's  Facility  Plan  that  was  sub- 
mitted in  August  of  1977  for  comments  and  updating. 

The  Commission  has  just  been  advised  that  the  Facility  Plan 
will  not  be  approved  by  the  State  Division  of  Water  Pollution 
Control  because  the  Facility  Plan  does  not  contain  an  I-I 
Evaluation  (Inflow- Infiltration  Evaluation).  This  I-I  Eval- 
uation was  specifically  excluded  by  a  Consent  Degree  because 
its  cost  was  beyond  the  Town's  existing  finance  and  because  its 
inclusion,  via  a  Federal  grant,  would  have  delayed  the  Facili- 
ties Plan. 

In  order  to  expedite  matters  the  Town  of  Hatfield  will  proceed 
immeadiately  as  follows : 

A.  Notify  the  State  WPC  that  the  Town  of  Hatfield 
wishes  to  follow  the  "Exception"  procedure. 

B.  Call  a  Special  Town  Meeting  to  take  action  to  author- 
ize the  project  and  appropriate  funds.  This  would 
take  the  form  of  an  amendment  to  Article  4  of  the 
Special  Town  Meeting  of  July  1,  1976  so  as  to  increase 
the  funding  from  $2.3  million  to  $3.0  million  and  to 
change  the  site  selected  from  "Bashan"  to  "Pine 
Bridge." 

C.  Authorize  the  acquisition  of  the  site  and  the  appro- 
priation of  the  funds  for  its  purchase.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  town  of  Hatfield  for  the  period  from  July  1, 
1975  to  December  18,  1976,  and  submit  the  following  report 
thereon : 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books  of  the 
several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the 
town  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined,  check- 
ed, and  verified  by  comparison  with  the  records  of  the  town 
accountant,  the  town  treasurer,  and  the  tax  collector. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  several  town  officials  required  to 
furnish  them  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  were 
examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  office  of  the  town  accountant 
were  examined  and  checked.  The  general  and  appropriation 
ledger  accounts  were  analyzed  and  proved.  The  recorded  re- 
ceipts were  compared  with  the  treasurer's  books  and  with  the 
records  in  the  several  departments  collecting  money  for  the 
town,  while  payments  were  checked  with  the  treasurer's  books 
and  with  the  treasury  warrants.  The  appropriations  and  loan 
authorizations  were  checked  with  the  town  clerk's  records  of 
financial  votes  passed  by  the  town  meetings  and  with  the  fi- 
nance committee's  authorizations  of  transfers  from  the  reserve 
fund. 

The  many  necessary  adjustments  resulting  from  the  audit 
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were  made,  and  a  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  re- 
port, was  prepared  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town 
on  December  18, 1976. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined 
and  checked  in  detail.  The  cash  book  was  footed,  and  the  record- 
ed receipts  were  compared  with  the  town  accountant's  books, 
with  the  departmental  records  of  payments  to  the  treasurer, 
and  with  other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the 
town  treasury.  The  payments  were  compared  with  warrants 
approved  by  the  selectmen  and  with  the  town  accountant's 
books. 

The  Treasurer's  cash  balance  on  Decemberl8,  1976  was 
proved  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balance  with  a  statement 
furnished  by  the  bank  of  deposit,  by  inspection  of  the  savings 
bank  books,  and  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office. 

An  examination  was  made  of  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund 
Statements  of  Changes  in  Available  Funds  and  Obligations 
Incurred  in  the  town  of  Hatfield  for  the  period  from  July  1, 
1975  to  December  18,  1976.  The  examination  was  made  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  auditing  standards  set  up  for  municipalities 
under  Chapter  44,  General  Laws,  and  the  "Audit  Guide  and 
Standards  for  Revenue  Sharing  Recipients"  issued  by  the 
Office  of  Revenue  Sharing,  and,  accordingly,  included  such 
tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  proce- 
dures as  were  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

In  our  opinion,  the  Statements  of  Changes  in  Available 
Funds  and  Obligations  Incurred  present  fairly  the  revenue, 
expenditures,  and  obligations  incurred  and  the  status  of  Feder- 
al General  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  of  the  town  of  Hatfield  on 
December  18,  1976,  in  conformity  with  the  accepted  accounting 
principles  in  force  for  Massachusetts  municipalities. 

The  town  of  Hatfield  accounts  for  its  Revenue  Sharing 
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Funds  on  a  cash  basis.  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  are  deposited 
in  a  special  bank  account.  Disbursements  made  from  the  town's 
Revenue  Sharing  account  consist  of  transfers  to  appropriation 
accounts  from  which  the  actual  expenditures  of  Revenue  Shar- 
ing Funds  are  made. 

Generally,  we  found  the  accounts  and  records  to  be  in  satis- 
factory condition  with  an  adequate  system  of  internal  control. 

As  of  the  audit  date  December  18, 1976,  the  sum  of  $3,168.53 
was  due  to  the  general  cash  account  from  the  Federal  Revenue 
Sharing  cash  account. 

The  records  of  tax  possessions  held  by  the  town  were  exam- 
ined and  checked.  The  taxes  transferred  to  the  tax  title  account 
were  checked  with  the  collector's  books,  the  foreclosures  were 
verified,  and  the  tax  possessions  on  hand  were  listed,  reconciled 
with  the  town  accountant's  ledger,  and  checked  with  the  records 
at  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and  interest  were 
ehecked  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  with  the  cancelled 
securities  and  coupons  on  file. 

The  savings  bank  books  representing  the  investment  of  the 
trust  and  investment  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town  treasurer 
were  examined  and  listed.  The  bequests  and  income  were 
proved,  and  the  withdrawals  were  compared  with  the  treasur- 
er's record  of  receipts. 

The  records  of  payroll  deductions  for  Federal  and  State 
taxes,  the  county  retirement  system,  teachers'  insurance,  group 
insurance,  and  teachers'  annuities  were  examined.  The  deduc- 
tions and  cash  contributions  were  listed,  the  payments  to  the 
proper  agencies  were  verified,  and  the  balances  in  the  general 
treasury  were  proved. 
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The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  tax,  excise,  and  sewer  use  charges  outstand- 
ing on  July  1,  1975,  as  well  as  all  subsequent  commitments, 
were  audited  and  reconciled  with  the  warrants  committing 
them  for  collection.  The  collections,  as  recorded,  were  compared 
with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer,  the  abatements  were 
checked  with  the  assessors'  and  the  sewer  commissioner's  rec- 
ords of  abatements  granted,  the  transfers  to  the  tax  title  ac- 
count were  proved,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed 
and  reconciled  with  the  respective  ledger  accounts.  The  cash 
balance  on  December  18,  1976  was  proved  by  actual  count  of 
the  cash  in  the  office. 

The  tax  collector's  records  of  trailer  park  fees  were  exam- 
ined, the  receipts  being  listed  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer 
being  verified. 

It  is  again  recommended  that  the  tax  collector  take  prompt 
action  to  procure  a  complete  settlement  of  the  delinquent  tax, 
excise,  and  sewer  accounts. 

The  records  of  departmental  and  water  accounts  receivable 
were  examined  and  checked.  The  commitments  were  verified, 
the  recorded  collections  were  proved  with  the  payments  to  the 
treasurer,  the  abatements  were  compared  with  the  depart- 
mental records,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed, 
checked  with  the  available  records  in  the  several  departments, 
and  reconciled  with  the  town  accountant's  ledger  controls.  The 
cash  on  hand  in  the  water  department  on  December  18,  1976 
was  proved  by  actual  count. 

Verification  of  the  outstanding  tax,  excise,  sewer,  and  water 
accounts  was  made  by  sending  notices  to  a  number  of  persons 
whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the 
town,  and  from  the  replies  received  it  appears  that  the  ac- 
counts, as  listed,  are  correct. 
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The  receipts  of  the  town  clerk  for  dog  and  sporting  licenses, 
as  well  as  for  gasoline  renewals  and  raffle  and  bazaar  permits, 
were  checked  with  the  records  of  licenses  and  permits  issued. 
The  payments  to  the  town  treasurer  and  to  the  Division  of  Fish- 
eries and  Wildlife  were  verified,  and  the  cash  on  hand  Decem- 
ber 18, 1976  was  proved  by  actual  count. 

The  appropriations,  as  listed  from  the  town  clerk's  records 
of  town  meetings,  were  compared  with  the  aggregate  amounts 
raised  by  the  assessors  in  the  determination  of  the  tax  rates 
covered  by  the  period  of  the  audit. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  amounts  expended  by  the  town 
for  veterans'  services  be  certified  to  the  State  monthly,  as  re- 
quired by  Section  6  of  Chapter  115  of  the  General  Laws,  as  a- 
mended,  in  order  that  the  town  may  receive  any  amounts  to 
which  it  is  entitled. 

The  records  of  receipts  of  the  selectmen,  as  well  as  of  the 
police,  health,  school,  and  library  departments,  and  of  all  other 
departments  collecting  money  for  the  town,  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  checked  with  the 
treasurer's  cash  receipts  and  with  the  records  of  the  town  ac- 
countant, while  the  cash  in  the  several  departments  was  veri- 
fied by  actual  count. 

It  is  recommended  that  receipts  on  account  of  police  permits 
and  firearm  identification  cards,  and  plumbing  inspector  fees 
be  paid  over  to  the  town  treasurer  at  least  once  a  month  in  or- 
der to  conform  with  the  provisions  of  Section  53,  Chapter  44  of 
the  General  Laws. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  are 
tables  showing  reconciliations  of  the  several  cash  accounts, 
summaries  of  the  tax,  excise,  tax  possession,  sewer,  water,  and 
departmental  accounts,  as  well  as  schedules  showing  the  trans- 
actions and  condition  of  the  trust  and  investment  funds. 
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While  engaged  in  making  the  audit  cooperation  was  received 
from  the  several  town  officials,  for  which,  on  behalf  of  my  as- 
sistants and  for  myself,  I  wish  to  express  appreciation.

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Finance  Committee  Report 

During  the  past  two  months  the  Finance  Committee  has 
worked  diligently  in  conjunction  with  other  departments  of  the 
Town  of  Hatfield  in  order  to  arrive  at  realistic  budgets  that 
the  taxpayers  can  hopefully  afford  in  the  fiscal  year  1979.  We 
received  favorable  cooperation  with  most  departments  in  arriv- 
ing at  our  recommendations,  however,  there  are  some  cases  in 
which  finance  committees  have  no  say  as  to  how  much  a  de- 
partment can  spend.  Nor  can  the  people  dictate  what  they  feel 
should  be  spent,  as  in  the  case  of  the  School  Departments  in  the 
State  of  Massachusetts.  Your  Finance  Committee,  as  well  as 
others  in  the  State,  hope  the  laws  will  change  in  the  future  so 
that  the  Towns  and  Cities  will  have  the  final  decision  as  to  how 
your  tax  dollars,  and  how  much  of  them,  can  be  spent  in  each 
fiscal  year. 

We  have  again  this  year  published  the  salaries  of  officials 
and  employees  for  fiscal  '77  in  this  town  report.  Please  do  not 
forget  that  these  figures  are  for  this  period  and  not  the  current 
year  which  we  are  in  now. 

At  a  meeting  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  it  was  decided 
to  hire  a  part-time  municipal  clerk.  We  all  felt  we  could  save 
the  Town  of  Hatfield  money  by  cutting  this  position  to  part 
time,  instead  of  the  present  full  time.  It  may  be  possible  that 
this  clerk  could  be  a  Deputy  Tax  Collector,  making  it  possible 
for  people  to  pay  their  taxes  during  the  day. 

We  want  the  people  to  know  that  total  budget  requests  for 
all  departments  were  reduced  as  much  as  we  possibly  could. 

Again,  may  we  ask  for  your  support  at  the  time  of  the  An- 
nual Town  Meeting,  April  18, 1978.

School  Committee  Report 

The  following  report  covers  the  period  of  July  1,  1976  to 
July  1,  1977  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  set  by  the  town 
of  Hatfield. 

The  Hatfield  School  Committee  continues  to  operate  the 
school  system  according  to  the  rules  and  regulations  set  forth 
by  the  Department  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts. 
It  makes  every  effort  to  provide  the  best  education  possible 
within  the  means  of  the  community. 

In  reviewing  this  period,  the  School  Committee  held  eleven 
regular  meetings  and  six  special  meetings.  It  also  attended  the 
many  meetings  of  those  committees  concerned  with  the  schools. 

The  Hatfield  School  Committee  normally  held  their  regular 
meetings  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month.  Dr.  Philip 
Scavotto  served  as  Chairman  of  the  School  Committee  from 
the  start  of  the  fiscal  year  to  April,  1977.  At  this  time,  the  gav- 
el passed  on  to  Mr.  J.  Michael  Cahill,  who  was  elected  Chair- 
man. Dr.  Philip  Scavotto  did  not  seek  re-election  and  was,  by 
the  April,  1977  election,  replaced  by  Mr.  Joseph  Pelis,  Jr.  The 
School  Committee,  at  this  time,  wishes  to  sincerely  thank  Dr. 
Scavotto  for  his  dedicated  service  as  a  member  of  the  School 
Committee. 

There  are  presently  thirty-three  full  time  teachers,  two  ad- 
ministrators, five  part-time  supervisors,  five  specialists,  one 
part-time  school  nurse,  one  secretary,  one  part-time  secretary, 
eight  cafeteria  personnel  and  three  custodians  on  the  staff.  A 
complete  list  of  school  personnel  can  be  found  in  another  sec- 
tion of  this  report. 

The  School  Committee  and  the  Finance  Board  met  on  Febru- 
ary 19,  1977,  to  set  the  school  budget  for  the  1977-78  school 
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year.  Both  committees  reviewed  the  proposed  budget,  keeping 
in  mind  the  needs  of  the  students  of  the  town.  The  final  school 
budget  was  approved  at  the  annual  town  meeting  by  the  voters 
of  the  community.  The  1977-78  budget  was  broken  down  as  fol- 
lows: General  Control  -  3.19%,  Instruction  -  75.53%,  Other 
School  Services  -  8.47%,  Operation  and  Maintenance  of  Plant  - 
11.51%,  Fixed  Charges  -  0.18%,  Community  Services  -  0.22%, 
Acquisition  of  New  Equipment  -  0.63%,  Payments  to  Other 
School  Districts  -  0.27%. 

The  total  budget  for  1977-78  is  $824,912  with  $82,112  being 
charged  to  other  categories  and  $742,800.00  to  taxation.  The 
Vocational  School  Budget  for  1977-78  was  set  at  $110,400.00. 
It  is  most  helpful  in  getting  a  budget  together  to  have  as  many 
fixed  expenditures  as  possible.  Also,  in  striving  to  meet  the  law 
and  other  regulations,  state  mandated  programs  continue  to  be 
a  burden  on  local  taxpayers. 

In  keeping  with  the  School  Committee  policy,  bids  were  pre- 
pared, advertised  and  publicly  opened  by  the  School  Committee 
for  the  following  contracts  and  purchases :  Oil  Contract  no.  2, 
Oil  -  Norwood  Oil  Company ;  Milk  Contract  -  Idlenot  Dairy 
Corporation ;  Bread  Contract  -  Dreikorns  Bakery ;  Dishwash- 
er -  Holyoke  Equipment  Co ;  AV  Equipment  -  Harrison  Harries, 
Inc. 

Maintenance  and  repairs  of  school  buildings  and  grounds  is 
a  continuing  process  during  the  year.  Besides  ordinary  main- 
tenance and  repair,  the  following  programs  were  carried  out : 
Elementary  -  plumbing  repairs,  painting  inside  and  out,  repair 
of  roof,  snow  blower,  cloak  room  doors,  storage  barn,  and 
blacktopping  of  sidewalk  and  playground ;  Jr.  High  -  painting, 
plumbing  and  roofing  repairs  and  replacement  of  exit  doors ; 
Smith  Academy  -  roof  and  electrical  repairs. 

The  Trustees  of  Smith  Academy  continue  to  carry  out  and 
participate  in  necessary  repairs  to  their  building.  These  repairs 
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were  taken  care  of  without  cost  to  the  town.  The  Trustees  have 
been  very  cooperative  in  maintaining  the  building  and  deserve 
a  vote  of  appreciation. 

The  following  major  pieces  of  new  equipment  were  added  to 
the  school  system :  desks  and  chairs,  recorders,  filing  cabinet, 
gym  mats,  guidance  equipment,  piano,  duplicators,  drapes  and 
typewriters. 

The  School  Committee  continues  to  endorse  the  school's  part- 
icipation in  federal  programs,  the  Neighborhood  Youth  Pro- 
gram, related  educational  programs  for  the  youth  of  Hatfield, 
including  basketball  and  baseball  programs,  the  scout  program, 
summer  and  winter  recreation  programs.  It  also  cooperates 
with  the  various  committees  and  groups  by  making  available 
equipment  and  facilities.  The  School  Committee  continues  to 
cooperate  with  the  Northampton  Institution  for  Savings  in 
making  a  school  savings  program  available.  Also  available  is  a 
pupil  insurance  program  on  a  voluntary  basis.  Through  the  co- 
operation of  the  Selectmen  and  CETA,  Federal  projects  and 
the  Hampshire  County  Resource  Project,  additional  personnel 
were  added  to  the  school  staff  in  a  variety  of  capacities  enforc- 
ing and  expanding  programs. 

The  School  Committee  is  pleased  to  acknowledge  the  inter- 
est of  the  following  citizens  and  civic  clubs  in  the  education  of 
our  students.

The  School  Committee  continues  to  participate  in  the 
Hampshire  Educational  Collaborative  programs. 

The  School  Committee  continues  to  maintain  an  active  mem- 
bership in  the  area,  state  and  national  associations  and  attends 
their  meetings  regularly. 

The  School  Committee  directs  your  attention  to  other  school 
reports  and  reports  concerning  schools. 

In  conclusion,  the  School  Committee  wishes  to  extend  its 
sincere  thanks  to  all  for  their  cooperation  and  assistance.

To  the  School  Committee  and  the 
Citizens  of  Hatfield : 

In  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  and  the 
policies  of  the  Hatfield  School  Committee,  I  hereby  submit  my 
report  for  the  twelve-month  period  July  1,  1976-June  30,  1977 
fiscal  year,  my  nineteenth  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of 
Schools  of  Hatfield. 

The  primary  reason  for  the  existence  of  a  school  system  is  to 
better  prepare  its  students  for  their  future  endeavors.  Instruc- 
tion must  be  continually  in  a  state  of  change  in  order  to  meet 
not  only  the  changing  needs  of  the  student  but  also  the  chang- 
ing needs  of  society.  Concentration  of  the  R's  must  never  be  far 
from  our  daily  focus.  In  following  this  particular  train,  we  can 
accomplish  our  aims  to  prepare  our  students  for  a  continued 
educational  program  after  grade  12  or  acquiring  meaningful 
skills  in  order  to  be  able  to  secure  employment. 

The  problem  that  has  faced  us  for  a  number  of  years  is  still 
with  us,  that  being  basically  inadequate  and  lack  of  space  for 
carrying  out  a  sound  basic  educational  program.  Many  fine 
programs  already  exist  but  more  and  modern  space  is  needed 
for  the  programs  to  function  on  a  proper  level.  Senator  Olver, 
on  behalf  of  Hatfield,  has  introduced  a  bill  to  help  Hatfield  re- 
solve its  upper  level  building  problem.  And  for  the  first  time  in 
many  years,  there  appears  to  be  a  light  at  the  end  of  the  tunnel 
and  resolution  of  the  problem.  The  bill  received  the  endorse- 
ments of  both  the  House  and  Senate  Committees  on  Education 
and  was  sent  to  the  Senate  Ways  and  Means  Committee  for 
further  action.  Townspeople  are  asked  to  gather  forces  and 
support  this  worthy  and  much  needed  project. 

The  School  Committee  continues  to  make  every  effort  to  de- 
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velop  a  budget  which  will  provide  for  a  sound  educational  pro- 
gram and  still  be  most  reasonable  dollar-wise.  Increases  in 
costs  are  caused  by  inflation,  non-funded,  or  partially  funded 
state  mandates  and  inadequate  state  reimbursements  for  edu- 
cation. Many  operating  costs  are  considered  fixed  costs.  This 
leaves  very  little  to  the  discretion  of  the  school  committee. 
Greater  financial  assistance  from  the  state  would  aid  consider- 
ably. All  personnel  continue  to  have  input  in  the  budget  and  the 
budget  receives  reviews  as  it  passes  through  the  chain  of  com- 
mand. Our  per  pupil  cost  continues  to  be  one  of  the  lowest  in 
the  state. 

The  school  system  continues  to  participate  in  the  Hampshire 
Educational  Collaborative,  intern,  and  practice  teaching  pro- 
grams, work-study  programs,  independent  study  programs, 
education  week,  field  trips,  and  state-student  programs.  They 
have  co-operated  with  various  local  and  civic  groups  in  the 
community.  The  Smith  Academy  school  paper,  the  "Falcon 
Flyer"  is  published  weekly,  the  Smith  Academy  Glee  Club  put 
on  "Anything  Goes"  on  May  13,  14, 1977.  The  Girls  Field  Hock- 
ey, basketball  and  softball  teams  participated  in  their  respec- 
tive Western  Mass.  Tournaments  with  the  Field  Hockey  and 
basketball  teams  advancing  to  the  finals.  The  Boys  soccer  and 
basketball  teams  participated  in  their  respective  Western  Mass. 
Tournaments  with  both  advancing  past  the  first  round.  The 
Golf  team  participated  in  the  Western  Mass.  Golf  Tournament 
and  finished  fourth.  Students  continued  to  participate  in  the 
Student  Goverment  Day  Program.  The  Youth  Advisory  Coun- 
cil, Legion  Oratorical  Contests  and  VFW  Voice  of  Democracy 
contests. 

Testing  programs  took  place  throughout  the  year  with  all 
students  being  tested  in  the  spring  of  1977.  After  an  evaluation 
process,  those  students  needing  the  program  were  tuitioned 
out  to  neighboring  programs.  Students  participated  in  area 
college  nights,  college  representatives  continued  to  visit  the 
high  school,  Federal  Funds  have  been  applied  for  and  received. 
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Many  meetings  and  conferences  on  all  levels  were  attended. 

The  school  department  continues  to  meet  the  educational  re- 
quirements of  children  with  special  needs,  in  accordance  with 
Chapter  766.  Chapter  766  is  set  up  to  help  children  with  special 
learning  needs  and  problems  either  within  or  without  the  sy- 
stem. Practically  all  special  education  class  students  are  inte- 
grated to  some  degree  and  the  program  helps  students  to  im- 
prove and  develop  as  much  as  their  potential  allows.  On  May 
17-19,  1977,  the  Hatfield  School  System  was  audited  by  the 
Bureau  of  Special  Education,  Department  of  Education.  The 
purpose  of  the  audit  was  to  determine  the  extent  to  which  the 
school  system  is  meeting  the  requirements  of  Chapter  766.  The 
school  system  received  a  favorable  report  from  the  audit  and  is 
in  the  process  of  re-acting  to  the  recommendations  made. 

The  Hatfield  school  system  undertook  a  100%  funding  fed- 
eral approach  to  reduce  its  upper  level  building  problem  and 
filed  an  application  for  3.6M  under  the  Public  Works  Act  of 
1976.  Its  application  was  accepted  and  was  ranked  21  out  of 
103  applications  in  its  category.  Unfortunately  funds  were  ex- 
hausted through  the  12th  application  on  the  first  round.  On  the 
second  round,  the  town  received  $160,000  to  be  utilized  on  be- 
half of  the  school-water  projects.  The  School  Committee  re- 
quested the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  assign  the  money  to  the 
school  to  resolve  its  Special  Education  housing  situation.  How- 
ever, the  Selectmen  awarded  the  complete  monies  to  the  Water 
Department. 

In  June,  1977,  fifty-seven  students  were  graduated  from 
Smith  Academy  and,  of  this  number,  forty-six  have  gone  on  to 
further  education.  Five  students  were  graduated  from  Smith's 
Vocational  School,  and  twenty- four  are  scheduled  to  attend 
Vocational  Schools,  as  of  September,  1977.  Local  adults  contin- 
ue to  take  Adult  Education  Courses  in  school  evening  pro- 
grams. The  Class  of  1977,  as  a  graduating  gift,  presented  the 
school  with  a  Class  of  '77  Memorial  Fund  to  be  used  in  award- 
ing a  scholarship  for  future  graduating  classes. 
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The  rule  regarding  entrance  of  pupils  is  as  follows:  Any 
child  who  attains  the  age  of  six  during  the  year  in  which  en- 
trance to  the  first  grade  is  sought  may  attend  school  beginning 
in  September  of  that  year.  For  example,  a  child  having  a  sixth 
birthday  on  any  day,  including  or  between  January  1,  1978  and 
December  31,  1978  may  enroll  and  attend  school  beginning 
September,  1978.  Any  child  who  attains  the  age  of  five  during 
the  year  in  which  entrance  to  the  kindergarten  is  sought  may 
attend  beginning  in  September  of  that  year. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Hatfield  School  Department  to  hold 
regular  sessions  when  it  is  practical  to  operate  the  school 
buses.  Parents  are  asked  to  use  their  own  discretion  in  sending 
their  children  to  school  on  stormy  mornings.  In  the  event  that 
it  becomes  necessary  to  cancel  school  sessions,  the  "No  School" 
signal  will  be  broadcast  over  radio  stations  WHMP,  WTTT, 
WHYN,  AND  WHYN-TV  at  6  a.m.  and  continue  through  to 
8 :30  a.m.  The  authorities  at  these  stations  request  that  parents 
not  call  the  stations  for  this  information  but  to  listen  for  the 
announcements. 

Copies  of  the  bus  routes  and  released  time  for  Religious 
Instruction  have  been  published  in  the  newspapers  and  are  also 
available  in  all  school  offices.  Should  other  information  be 
needed,  a  call  to  the  school  offices  should  be  made. 

An  open  -  door  policy  continues  to  be  a  vital  part  of  our 
schools.  Our  staff  continues  to  be  an  integral  part  of  this  open- 
door  policy  and  are  willing  to  help  any  parent.  Parents  are  in- 
vited to  visit  and  see  what  and  how  their  children  learn  in  the 
classroom  but  are  requested  to  check  through  the  principal's 
office  first. 

For  a  more  updated  action  report  on  school  happenings,  your 
attention  is  directed  to  the  other  school  department  reports  and 
the  School  Building  Committee  report. 
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Our  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  go  to  Dr.  Philip  Scavot- 
to  for  services  rendered  as  a  School  Committee  member. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  town  officials,  parents, 
citizens,  members  of  the  School  Committee,  the  school  staff 
and  students,  and  all  who  have  helped  to  provide  an  educational 
program  for  the  youth  of  our  community.  I  am  certain  that 
with  the  continued  support  and  cooperation  of  all,  we  will  be 
able  to  maintain  and  continue  these  educational  opportunities.

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Principal's   Report 


To  the  School  Committee  and  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools 

I  wish  to  submit  my  twenty-second  report  as  principal  of  the 
Center  Junior  High  and  the  Hatfield  Elementary. 

Many  states  are  rushing  to  enact  laws  requiring  students  to 
pass  examinations  that  prove  minimal  competency  in  basic 
skills  and  subjects  such  as  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic. 
"Back-to-the-Basics"  movement  has  been  a  concern  of  the 
Massachusetts  Educational  Board,  who  are  now  contemplating 
state- wide  standard  tests  to  be  given  to  all  eighth  grades  stud- 
ents through  the  state. 

Workshops  prior  to  the  testing  program  are  being  held  by 
the  State  Department  of  Education  for  personnel  involved  in 
the  implementation  and  interpretation  of  the  test  program. 

By  June  of  1978  these  tests  will  be  given.  Before  a  student 
graduates  from  high  school  he  must  pass  these  minimal  stand- 
ards. He  will  have  four  years  in  which  to  accomplish  this  task. 

During  1978  the  Mass.  Dept.  of  Education  conducted  a  simi- 
lar testing  program  using  all  fourth  grade  students.  The  in- 
struments selected  for  this  project  were  the  Comprehensive 
Tests  of  Basic  Skills  and  the  Short  Form  of  Academic  Aptitude. 
Our  students  did  better  than  the  national  norms  in  every  area 
tested. 

We  tested  better  than  most  communities  throughout  the 
state.  Our  tests  this  year  were  exceptionally  good.  Of  course, 
we  have  children  with  difficulties  in  some  areas,  but  with  the 
766  program  and  Title  I  we  are  offering  remediation  in  the 
academics  and   behavioral  modification.  With  these  special 
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learning  environments,  we  are  trying  to  enable  every  student 
to  succeed  at  his  own  developmental  level. 

In  the  sixties  and  seventies  great  pressure  was  exerted  on  the 
educational  system  to  introduce  new  mathematics,  linguistics, 
open-classrooms,  etc.  The  community,  state,  and  nation  are  all 
part  of  this  pressure  group.  It  is  easy  to  join  every  new  innova- 
tion and  make  a  name  for  ourselves,  but  one  must  study  his 
own  educational  and  philosophical  design  to  see  if  these  new 
approaches  to  education  are  going  to  enable  us  to  meet  our 
goals  and  objectives.  We  must  adapt  strategies  and  materials 
to  the  child's  needs.  Certainly  we  have  and  will  continue  to  put 
our  emphasis  on  the  basic  skills,  but  we  must  also  provide  suf- 
ficient structure,  stimulation,  and  encouragement  for  all 
children. 

Our  schools  must  provide  a  broad  educational  background 
not  only  in  the  basics  but  in  the  arts,  sciences,  and  social  dis- 
ciplines so  that  they  can  compete  in  the  world  of  tomorrow. 

This  past  year  mini-courses  were  introduced  at  the  inter- 
mediate level  for  four  days  with  great  success. 

Parents  and  interested  citizens  offered  their  talents  to  the 
school  for  this  project.  Golf,  tennis,  quilling,  sign  language, 
woodworking,  interpretive  dance,  modern  dance,  first-aid, 
models,  and  cooking  were  some  of  the  offerings.  The  Red  Cross 
and  Paramedic  Ambulance  service  offered  their  services,  also. 

The  fifth  day  was  "Exhibition  Day."  Each  group  exhibited 
their  new  talents  and  knowledge  for  the  student  body.  It  was  a 
remarkable  undertaking  as  instructors  and  pupils  had  a  de- 
lightful educational  experience  that  opened  up  new  avenues  of 
interest  that  can  be  pursued  in  their  future  years. 

American  Education  Week  was  held  during  November  13-19. 
"Working  Together  for  Education"  was  the  theme.  Success  for 
the  programs  during  the  week  could  be  determined  by  the  num- 
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ber  of  parents  who  participated  in  the  activities-parental  con- 
ferences, open-house,  classroom  visitations,  etc.  The  numbers 
that  shared  these  experiences  left  us  with  a  renewed  faith  in 
the  people  of  our  community.  They  showed  that  they  are  inter- 
ested in  how  the  school  functions,  what  we  are  accomplishing, 
and  what  they  can  do  to  lend  a  hand  to  assist  us  in  our  en- 
deavors. 

Curriculum  Days  have  been  incorporated  in  our  school  calen- 
dar. The  general  purpose  of  these  workshops  is  to  provide  op- 
portunity to  discuss,  explore,  and  share  common  concerns  and 
areas  of  interest. 

The  first  Curriculum  Day  was  held  at  the  Elementary  School 
with  "Human  Relationships  and  the  Student  Body"  the  topic 
for  exploration.  The  workshop  enabled  the  staff  to  work  out 
modification  of  behavioral  problems  through  effective  con- 
structive and  positive  ways. 

Throughout  the  school  year  members  of  the  community  in 
great  numbers  became  involved  in  our  school  activities.  With- 
out their  cooperation,  the  success  of  many  of  our  endeavors 
would  never  have  been  realized.  Library  activities,  Parent-Ad 
visory  Council  of  Title  I,  Mini  Courses,  and  Resource  People  to 
supplement  our  work  in  the  various  disciplines  depend  upon 
the  involvement  of  parents  and  citizens. 

Many  field  trips  were  taken  to  give  an  added  dimension  to 
our  educational  program.  These  trips  included  a  week's  stay  at 
the  scientific  environmental  camp  at  Ivoryton,  Connecticut; 
New  York  City  highlights;  historic  Boston;  Northfield  Pro- 
ject; Springfield  Museum  and  Quadrangle;  University  of 
Massachusetts  farm ;  Old  Deerf ield ;  and  many  others. 

Improvements  and  new  materials  have  been  added  to  various 
areas  of  instruction.  The  Science  Curriculum  Improvement 
Study  has  been  introduced  at  every  level  from  Grade  1-6.  This 
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individualistic  approach  to  science  teaching  has  given  the  stud- 
ents an  opportunity  to  explore  selected  science  materials,  in- 
vestigate and  observe  scientific  experiments. 

New  materials  have  been  added  to  the  language  arts  pro- 
grams at  the  second  and  sixth  grade  levels.  Next  year  this  will 
be  completed  at  all  other  levels. 

Audio-visual  aids  to  supplement  our  studies  have  been  added 
at  every  level  of  instruction.  With  overhead  projectors,  listen- 
ing centers,  tape  and  cassette  recorders,  record  players,  sound 
filmstrips,  sound  films,  and  educational  television,  we  are  well- 
equipped  to  bring  to  the  classroom  first  hand  information 
which,  otherwise,  would  not  be  possible.  Belonging  to  the  Uni- 
versity of  Massachusetts  Film  Cooperative  has  also  added  to 
our  resource  materials. 

Mathematics  will  be  our  next  concern.  Study  committees 
from  the  staff  will  evaluate  and  review  what  our  goals  and  ob- 
jectives are  and  should  be.  From  this  study,  will  evolve  a  com- 
plex study  of  mathematical  materials  that  will  be  necessary 
to  carry  out  our  goals. 

At  the  junior  high  most  of  the  areas  of  study  have  been  re- 
viewed and  evaluated,  providing  the  best  materials  available 
to  do  the  job  we  want  done. 

Foreign  languages  must  be  given  an  in  depth  study,  as  we 
must  know  what  our  specific  goals  and  objectives  are  and  what 
materials  should  be  used  in  the  classroom  and  language  labora- 
tory to  accomplish  this. 

The  kindergarten  registration  and  screening  program  were 
on  two  separate  days  this  year.  In  the  spring  we  have  the  re- 
gistration of  these  children  and  in  September  we  had  the  test- 
ing and  screening  program.  We  felt  delaying  the  testing  and 
screening  until  the  fall  gave  the  child  five  or  six  months  of  ma- 
turity, which  is  quite  significant  for  this  age  group. 
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These  are  just  a  few  notes  as  a  I  reviewed  the  school  year.  I 
feel  this  has  been  a  rewarding  and  successful  year.  We  are 
proud  of  our  staff,  pupils,  and  particularly  the  dedicated  mem- 
bers of  our  School  Committee  who  gives  so  much  time  for  the 
well-being  and  welfare  of  our  school  population.  To  them,  Mr. 
John  Skarzynski,  the  Supt.  of  Schools,  the  staff,  pupils,  parents, 
town  of f icals,  Chief  Henry  Sliwoski  and  his  officers,  the  town 
crew,  and  our  bus  company  personnel,  I  am  indeed  indebted.  It 
was  a  great  year  due  to  the  assistance  of  all.

To  the  School  Committee  and  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

I  wish  to  submit  my  annual  report,  the  26th,  as  the  School 
Nurse  of  Hatfield. 

Physical  examinations  have  been  completed.  All  students  in 
grades  9  and  12,  all  athletes,  those  who  attend  Special  Educa- 
tion and  Remedial  reading  classes  were  examined.  Any  defects 
that  were  found  were  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  parents. 
In  compliance  with  the  Chapter  766  Law,  all  entering  Kinder- 
garten for  the  1977  school  year  received  a  comprehensive 
examination  from  their  family  physician. 

The  Titmus  Vision  test  was  given  to  594  students.  There 
were  22  who  failed  the  test  and  received  correction.  Of  the  589 
who  had  the  Pure  Tone  Hearing  test,  there  were  6  who  failed. 

The  Mantoux  Tuberculin  test  was  given  in  March.  Those 
receiving  the  test  were :  Teachers  -  8  Seniors  -  30  Lunchroom 
workers  -  3.  All  readings  were  negative. 

In  April,  the  adult  type  Booster  for  Diphtheria-Tetanus  was 
given  to  33  Seniors. 

Because  there  was  an  outbreak  of  Measles  in  the  eastern 
part  of  the  state,  a  request  was  received  from  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health  to  conduct  a  survey  among  the  Junior 
and  Senior  High  students  to  determine  the  number  who  had 
received  the  Measles  Vaccine  before  one  year  of  age.  Our 
schools  complied  with  this  request  and  as  a  result  a  Measles 
clinic  was  held  in  May  and  68  students  were  re-vaccinated. 

We  are  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  State  Department 
which  commends  our  system  for  the  excellent  results  achieved 
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in  the  Kindergarten  Immunization  Survey.  Our  students  were 
reported  at  100%  on  protection  against  Diphtheria  and  Whoop- 
ing Cough,  Tetanus,  Measles,  German  Measles  and  Mumps. 

There  were  5  cases  of  Chicken  Pox  reported  during  the  year. 

Registration  for  Kindergarten  was  held  in  April.  There 
were  35  children  in  attendance. 

In  closing,  may  I  thank  the  school  officials,  school  physician, 
teachers  and  parents  for  their  assistance  and  cooperation  in  the 
School  Health  Program.
